lULITARr DISCIPLINE.

7. If, npot^inarobef, ini^rdi, or in qaarters, different corps almll hap- 
, pen to join, or do duty together, the officer highest in rank, aectHrding

corps, or militia, there on doty by orders from competent authority, 
, shall command the lihole, and give orders for what is needful for the 
service, unless otherwise directed by the President of the Confederate 
States, in orders of special assignment providing for the case. 

8. An officer, not having orders from competent anthority, cannot pat 
himself on duty by virtue of his commission alone. 

9. Brevet rank takes effect only in the following cases : 1st, by apecial 
aflsignmetit of the President in commands composdjj^f different corps;

1^ The functions assigned to any officer in these regulations by title 
of' office devolve on ^e officer acting in his place, except- as specially 
excepted..

prescribed by law or regulations, devolve on the officer of his depart- 
ment empowered by the President to perform them, in such absence. 

16. An officer who succeeds to any command or duty stands in regard

APPOINTXBNT Airo FXOUOTIOK OF OOXXZSSIONCD OmCIBS. 

18. Ail vacanoies in estaUiahed regtiii«Dts and oorpa to the rank of 
Colonel, shall be filled by pronioti(m aooordlni; to Beniority, except in 
eas^fl of disability or other |DconipetehoT* 

19. Promotions to the rank of Golonef shall be made regim entail j, 
aooording to the arm, as infantry, cavalry, dbo. ; and in the Staff I>e- 
^rtments, and in the Engineers and other corps, according to corps. 

20. Appointments above the rank of Colonel will be made by Mleo- 
tion from tbe army. 

21. Cadits appoin^d under Confederate law, shall be assigned to saoli 
daties' governed by exigencies of the service, as will best promote their 
military experience and improvemeni;, until a military sonool shall be 
eecablished by the Government for their ins tiucti on. -^ 

22.- Whenever the public service>msy require the appointment of any 
elticen'to the army, a board of olBoters will be instituted, before which 
the applicant will appear for examination .into his physical ability, 
moral character, attainments and geoeral fitness for the service. If the 
l:>oard report in favor of the applicant, he will be deetaed eligible for a 
commission in the Army. * 

ARTICLE V. 

RESIONAWOK OF OmCXKS. 

23. No officer will be considered out of service on the tender of hie 
resignation, until.it shall have been duly accepted by the proper au- 
thority. 

24. Kesignstions will be forwarded by the comman4Emg officer to the 
Adjutant and Inspeiitor-Oeneral of the army, for decision at the War 
Department. 

25. Resignations tendered under charges, when, forwarded by any 
eommander, will always be accompanied by a copy of the cbarses ; or, 
in the absence of written charges, by a report of the case, for the infor- 
nration of the Secretary of War. 

26.«Before presenting the resignation of any officer, the Adjutant 
and Inspector-General will ascertain and report to the War Department 
the state of such officer's accounts of money, as well as of public prpp- 
erty,,for which he ihay have been responsible. 

27. In time of war, or with an army in the field, resi^ations shall 
take efi^ect within thirty da^s from the date of the order of acceptance. 

^. Leaves of absence will not be granted by commanding omcers to' 
officers on tendering their resignations, unless the resignation be un- 
oenditional and immediate. 

ARTICtE YI. 

BXCHANOE OR TRAXSfKB OF OFPICBSS. ' 

29. The transfer of officers from one regiment or corps to another^ 
will be made only by tbe War Department, on the mutual application 
of the parties, desiring the exchange. ^ 

30. An officer shalfnot be transferred from^e regimeitt or corps to 
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aifbther, with prejodiee to the nink^f any officer of the regiment or 
eorps te which he ie tranrferred. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

APFOINTXSMTS ON THK STAFF. 

31. General Officers appoint their own Aides-de-Oamp. 

32. Officer*} on doty as Brigadier and Major General, by virtae of 
Brevet Commissions, may, with the special sanction of the War De- 
partment, be allowed the Aidesde-.Campof the grades corresponding to 
their brevets'; hut witliout such sanction, the number and rate of pay of 
the Aids wi^l be regulated according t) the lineal grade of the GeneraL 

33. An officer of a i^ounted corps shall not be separated fiom his 
regiment, except for duty connected with his particular arm. 

' 34. The Senior Lieutenant present, holding the appointment of As- 
eistant Commissary of Subsistence, is entitled to perform the duties. 

ARTICLE Vin. 

DISTRIBUTION OF THE TROOPS. 

35. The military geographical departments will be established by the 
War Department. In time of peace, brigades or divisions will not be 
formed, nor the stations of the troops changed, without authority from 
the War Department. 

JIRTICLE IX. 

CARS OF FORTIFICATIONS. 

36. No person shall be permitted to walk upon any of the slopes of a , 
fortification, except the ramps and glacis. If, in any case, it be necsFsarj 
to provide for crossing them, it should be done by placing wooden steps 
or stairs against the slopes. The occasional walking of persons on a 
parapet will do no barm, provided it be not allowed to cut the surface 
into paths. 

37. No cattle, horses, or other animal shall ever be permitted te go 
upon the slopes, the ramparts, or the parapets, nor upon the glacis, ex- 
cept within fenced limits; which should not approach the crest nearer 
than 30 feet. - 

38. All grassed surfaces, excepting the glacis, will be carefully and 
frequently mowed, (except in dry weather,) and'the oftener the better^ 
while growing rapidly— the grass being nev^r allowed to be more than 
a few inches high. In order to cut the grass even and close, upon small 
slopes, a light one-handed scythe should be used ; and in mowing the 
steep slopes,^he mower should stand on.a^ght la^lder resting against 
til e slope, and not upon the grass. 'Crops of hay may be cut on the 
glacis ; or, if fenced, it may be used as pasture, otherwise it should be 
treated as other slopes of the fortification. On all the slopes, spots of 
dead gr^ss wil^ be cut out and replaced by fresh sod. All weeds wiii 
be eradicated. ' 

39. The burning of grass upon any portion of a fortification is strict- 
ly forbidden. • 

40. Particular attention is required to prevent the formation of gul- 
lies in the parade, terrepleid, and ramps, and especially in slopes where 

' grass is not well established. _. " 

41. Earthy sand or ashes, must not be placed against wood work ; a 



tree yentiktion miist be preserved aroand it; and all wooden floors, 
platforms, bridges, *&c., will be kept clean swept. 

42. The machinery of draw-bridges, gates, and posterns must be kept 
in good working order by proper cleaning and oiling of the parts ; the 
bridges will be raised, and the gates and posterns opened as often as 
once a week. 

43. The terrepleins of forts, the floors of ca'senrates, ct^ponniers, store- 
rooms,, barracks, galleries, posterns, magazines, &c., and the side-walks 
in front of quarters, as well as ot)ier walks, are sometimes paved Witl| 
brick or stones, or formed of concrete. These surfaces niust be preserved 
from injury with great care. In transporting guns and carriages, and 
in mouoting them, strong way-planks will be used, and nei^er tb^ 
wheels nor any other part of the carriages, nor jiny machinery, such ad 
f^bearSjgins, &c., nor any handspike or other implements, will be allowed 
to touch those surfaces. Unless protected in a similar manner, no wheel- 
barrow, or vehicle, or barrel shall be rolled on said surfaces. No vio- 
lent work will be done, nor any heavy weight suffered to fall upon them. 
In using maehinea, as gins, &c., in casf'raates, care must be taken not to 
injure the areh, or ceiling, or floors. Neglect of these precautions may 
cause injuries apparently slight, but serious in effect, from leaking of 
water into masonry, casemates, &g. 

44. The doors and windows of all store-rooms and unoccupied case- 
mates, quarters, barracks, &c., will be opei|^ several timds/i week for 
thorough ventilation. 

45. Masonry shot furnaces will be heated only on the approach of an 
enemy. For ordinary practice with hotshot, iron fafnaces are provided. 

46. The foregoing matters involve but little expense; the labor is 
within the means of every garrison, and no technical knowledge is re- 
quired beyond what will be found among soldiers. Other repairs re- 
quiring small disbursements, such as repainting exposed wood or iron 
work, can be also executed by the garrison ; but reports, estimates, and 
requisitions may be necessary to obtain the materials. ^ 

47. No alteration will bo made* in any fortification, or m any build- 
ing whateVef belonging to it, nor in any building or work of any kind : 
nor. will any building or work of earth, masonry, or timber be erected 
within the fortification, or on its exterior, within half a mile, except 
under the superintendence of the Engineer Department, and by autho- 
rity ol the Secretary of War. 

ARTICLE X. 

C^ABS or ABHAHENT 01* FORTiriCATlOKS. 

. 4i^. At each permanent post with a fixed battery, and garrisoned by 
not more ^an one company, there will be kept mounted for purposes of 
instruction and target practice, three heavy guns ; and at posts garri- 
soned by more than one company, at the rate of two for each of the com- 
panies composing its garrison. The Qtherjgnns dismounted will be pro* 
perly placed within Uieir own traverse circles, and the carriages ^re- 
served from the weather. 

49. All guns should be sponged clean^ and their vents examined to' 
see that they are clear. The chassis should be traversed and left in a. 
different position, the top carriage moved backward and forward, ^nd 
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Utt alternaUly erer tbe front and rear transomi of the efaasais ; 4ba«le- 
Yating screws or maohines wiped clean, worked and oiled if required, 
and the nuts of all bolts screwed ap tight. ^ This sboald all be done reg- 
ttlarlj once in OTory week. 

50. When tarpaulins, or pent>honses are placed over the guns, they 
•bould be remored once a week when the weather is fair, the oarriages 
and guns brpsbed off, and jf d^mpt allowed to dry. 

&L An old sponge staff and head should be used fof drill. The new 
sponges should never be used unless the g\in is fired. The implements 
should be l^ept in stores, under cover, and be examined, wiped dean, or 
brushed at least once a m6nth. In case of leather equipments, due 
care should be taken for their preservation, by the i^se of oil, but never 
using varnish. 

52. Magazines should be frequently examined to see that the powder 
is well preserved. They should be #pened every other day, when the , 
air ia dry and clear. Barrels of powder should be turned and rolled 
occasionally. Under ordinary circumHtances, only a few cartridges 
should be kept filled. If the paper body of the cartridge becomes soft, 
or loses its sizing, it is certain that the magazine is very damp, and 
means should be found to improve the ventilation. Cartridge bags may 
be kept in the magazine ready fpr filling ; also port fires, fuses, tiibes 
and primers. Stands of grape, camiister, and wads, for barbette guns 
9hould be kept in store with the iotptements. In casemate guns, wads 
may be hung in bundles, and grape and canister near the guns. Shot, 
well lacquered and clean, may be placed ii> piles near the guns. 

ARTICLE XI. 

ARTILLBRT PBACTICl. ' 

53. At all posts with fixed batteries, the position of every gun, mount- 
ad or to be mounted, will have its number, and this number be placed 
on the itun when in position. 

54^ For evfry such work a post-book of record will be kept, under the 
direction of the commander of the post, In which will be qoly entered, 
the nnmber of^ each mounted gun, its calibre, weight, names of founder, 
and its inspector, and other marks : the description of its carriage and 
date of reception at the post ; where from, and the greatest field of fire 
of the gun in Its position. 

55. £very commander of a fort, or other fixed battery, will, before 
entering on artillery practice, carefully reconnoitre, and cause to be. 
sketched for his record boolc, the water channels, with their soundings 
and other approaobes to the work. Buoys or marks will be placed at 
the extreme and intermediate ranges of the guns, and these marxs bo 
numerically noted on the sketch. A buoy at every five hundred yards 
mny suffice. 

56: At the time of practice a distinct and carejul note will be mads 
for the record- book, of every shot of shell that may be thrown, desig- 
nati^ig the guns fired by their numbers, the charges of powder used, tJle 
time of flight of shots and shells, the ranges an.i ricochets, and the po* 
aitions of g^n8 in respect .to the horizontal and vertical lines. 

57. The time of flight of a shell may be noted with sufficient accuracy 
by a stop- watch, or by counting the beats (previously ascertaining their 
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▼viae) of other wafaefaM, and tlio range may sometimw be computed by 
the time of flight* Other modes ascertaining the range will readily oq- 
cur to offioera of science. 

^ 58. When charged shells with faze are thrown, the time of bareting 
will be noted. If they are intended to fall on land, onl^ a blowing 
oharge will be gKen to the ebells, so that they may be picked np for 
fiirther use. 

59. On ftlHng from the barrel, the proof range Of powder will be 
marked on the cartridges. 

i^O. The general objects of this practice, are, to giye to officers and 
men the ready and effective use' of natteries ; tg preserve on r^ord the 
more important results for the benefit of the same, or future command- 
ere, and to ascertain the efficiency of guns and carriages. 

61. The commanders of field artillerr will also keep register^ of their 
^ ' practlee, so that not a shot or shell shall be thrown in the army, for in- 

'^ Btraotion, withou: distinct objects, such as range, accuracy of aim, num* 
ber of ricochets, time of bursting in the case of shells, &o. 

62. The issue of blank cartridges for the drill and instruction of the 
\ light artillery companies will be authorized in such quantities as may be 

^ necessary, on requisitions only approved by the proper department. 

*j^. For aitillery there will be three annual periods of .practice in 

; , firing, viz: in April, Jjae and October. At the termination of each 

I peiri(Kl the commanding officers of posts will transmit to the Adjutant 

[ Qeneral fuH reports of the results. 

t ^4. To determine accuracy in firing shot and shell, butts 6v. targets 

f will be ^sed. If no natural butt presents itself, targets will be erectedl 

* 65. As practice in gunnery is a heavy expense, commanders of com* 

* panies, and their immediate superiors, are charged with the strict exe- 

' eution of the foregoing details ; and all officers on inspection duty will 

report through the proper channels, upon buc(^ exeoution; 

ARTICLE Xir. 

SiaiMSNTS. 

* » . * 

66. Of the organization of a raiment, companies receive a permanent ' 
designation by letters, beginning with A, ana the officers are assigned to 
companies ; aflerward, company officers succeed to companies, as pro- 

^ moted to fill vacancies. Companies take place in the battalion accord- 

V ing to the rank ef their captains. 

* 67. Captains must serve with their companies. Though subject to 
the temporary details of service, as for courts- martial, military boards, 

, . A;o., thev shall not be detailed for any duty whiph luny separate them 
for any considerable time irom their companies. 

68.- The commander of a regiment will appoint the adjutant from the 
. subaltern, of the regiment. He will nominate the regimental Quar- 
termaster to nie Secretary of War for appointment, if approved. He will 
appoint the non-commissioned staff of the regiment ; and, uffbn the re- 
commendation of the company commander, the sergeants and c(frporals 
of companies. 

69. In ca es af vacancy, and till a decisir i can be bad from regimen- 
tal headquarters, the company commanders may make temporary ap« 
K pointment of non-commissioned officers. , ' 
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70. Commanders of regiments are enjoined "lo avail tbemfielves of 
every opportunity of instructing both officers and men in the exercise 
and management of field artillery ; and all commanders ought to en- 
courage useful occupations, and manly exercises, and diversions, among 
their men, and to repress dissipation and immorality. 

71. It is enjoined upon all ofl5cers to be cautious in reproving non- 
commissioned officers in the presence or hearing of privates, unless their 
authority be wenkened ; and non-commissioned officers are not to be sent 
to the guard-room and mixed with privates during confinement, but be 
considered as placed in arrest, except in aggravated cases, where escape 
may be appreheniled. , 

72. Non commissioned officers may be reduced to the ranks by -Aie 
sentencQ of a court-martial, or by order of the commander^of the regi- 
ment, on the application of the company commander. If reduced to the 
ranks by garrison courts, at posts not the headquarters of the reeiment, - 
the company commander will immediately forward a transcript of the 
order to the regimental commander. 

^ 73. Every non commissioned officer shall be^urnished with a certifi* 
cate or warrant of his rank, signed by the colonel and countersigned by 
the adjutant. Blank warrants are furnished from the Adjutant Gene» 
ral's office. The first, or orderly sergeant, will be selected by the captain 
from the sergeants, 

74. When it is desired to have bands of music for regiments, thera 
willbe allowed for each, sixteen privates to act as musicians, in addi- ' 
tion to tbe chief musicians authorized by law, provided, the total num- 
ber of privates in the regiment, including the baud, does not exceed the 
legal standard. 

75. The musicians of the band will, for the time beings be dropped 
from the company muster-rolls, but they will be instructed as soldiers, 
and Jiable to sejpve in the Hnks on any occasion. They will bo muHtered 
in a sepanvte squad^under the chief musician, with the non-commissioned 
&taff,~and be included in the aggregate in all regimental returns. * 

'76. When a regiment occupies several sttrti'ons, the band will be kept 
^ at the headquarters, provided troops (one or more companies) bg serving 
there. The field music belonging to companies not stationed at regi- 
mental headquarters, will not be separated from their respective com 
panics. ^ 

77. No man, unless he be a carpenier, joiner, carriage-maker, black- 
smith, saddler,. or harness-maker, will be mustered as an ** artificer." 

78. Every article, exeepting arms, and accoutrements, belonging to 
the regiment, is to be marked with the number and name of the regi- 
ment. 

79. Such articles as belong to companies are to be marked with the 
letter of the company, and number and name of the regiment : and such • 
as belonig to the men, with their individual numbers, and^the letter of 
the company. 

80. The books for each regiment shall be a,8 follows : 

1. Original copies of general orders will be tied together in book form, 
and properly indexed as they are received, and jat length bouncl in ' 
volumes of convenient size. 

2. Regimental Order Book, of three quires of paper, 16 inches by 10} 
inches, to contain regimental orders, with ah index'. 
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3. Letter Book, of three quires of paper, 16 inches by lOJ incbes, \o con- 
tain the correspondence of the conamanding officer on regimental saj> 
jeets, with an index.

82. The captain will cause the men of the company to be numbered, 
in a regular series, including the non-commissioned officers, and divi- 
ded into four squads, each to be put under the charge of a non^oommis* 
sioned o^Bcer. 

83. Each subaltern officer will be charged with a squad for the super- 
vision of its order and cleanliness ; and captains will require their heu- 

'^^naots to assist Ibem in the performance of all company duties. 

81. As far as practicable, the me i of each squad will be quartered 
together. ■ ' 

85. The utmost attention will be paid by commanders of companies 
to the cleanliness of their nien, as to their persons, clothing, arms, ao* , 
eoutrements, and equipments, and also as to their quarters or tents. 

bC. The name of each soldier will- be labeled on his bbnk, and his 
company number will be placed against his arms and accoutrements. 

87. The arms will be placed in the arm-rack^, the stoppers in the 
inuzzles, the cocks let down, and their bayonets in their scabbards; the 
accoutrements suspended over the arms^and the swords -hang up by the 
belts on ipegs. • 
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88« The knapsaolE of each man will be placed on the low^ shelf of 
his bank, at its foot, packed with his effects, and ready to be slung^; the 
greatcoat on the same shelf, rolled and strapped ; the coat, folded inside 
oat, and placed under the knapsack; the cap on the second or upper 
shelf; and the boots well cleaned. 

89. Dirty clothes will be kept in an appropriate part of the knapsack; 
JK> article of any kind to be put under the iK'dding. 

9Q(. Cooking utensils and table equipage will be cleaned and arranged 
in closets or raoessea ; blacking and brushes out of view \ the fa§l in 
boxes. 

91. Ordinarily the cleaning will be «n Saturdays. The chiefs of 
)9quads will cause bunks and beddings to be oyerhauled; floo^dry 
robbed; tables and benohes scoured; arms cleaned; accoutremmi^ ' 
whiten ened and polished ; and every thing put in order. 

92. Where oonveniences for bathing are to be had; the men should 
batha once a week. The feet to be washed at least twice a week. The 
hair kept short, wad beard neatly trimmed. ^ 

• 93. mn-commissioned offioers,*in command^of squads, will be held 
more immediately responsible that their men observe what is prescribed 
iLbove, that Uiey wash their bands and faces daily; that they brush or 
eomb their heads ; ^^t those who are to go on duty put their arms, ac- 
tsoutrements, dress) &o., in the best order, and that such as have per- 
mission to pass the chaiB of sentinels, are in the dress that may be or- 
dered. 

94. Commanders of companies and squads will see that the arms and 
aaooutrements in possession of the men are always kept in good order, 
And that proper ^re be taken in cleaning them. 

95. When belts are given to a soldier, the captain will see that thej 
are properly fitted to the body ; and it is forbidden to cut any belt with- 
out bis sanction. 

96. Cartridge<bozes and bayonet scabbards will be polished with 
blacking ; varnish is injurious to the leather, and will not be used. 

97v All arms in the hands of the troops, whether browned or bright, 
^illj}e kept iif^he state in which they are issued. by the Ordnance De- 
partment. Arms will not be taken to pieces without permission of a 
commissioned officer. Bright barrels will be kept clean and free from 
rust without polishing them ; care should be taken in rubbing, not to 
bruise or bend the barrel. After firing, wash out the bore ; wipe it dry, 
and then pass a bit of cloth, slightly greased, to the bottom. In these 
operations, a rod of wood, with a loop in one end, is to be used instead 
of the rammer. The barrel, when not in use, will be closed with a stop- 
per. For exercise, each soldier should keep himself provided with a 
piece of sole-leather to fit the cun or countersink of the hammer. 

98. Arms shall not be left loaded in quarters or tents, or when the 
• men are off duty, except by special orders. 

99. Ammunition issued will be inspected frequently. Each man will 
be made to pay for the rounds expended without orders, or not in the 
way of duty, or which may be damaged or lost by his neglect. 

100. Ammunition will be frequently exposed to the dry air, or 
sunned. 

101. Special care shall be taken to ascertain that^no ball cartridges 
are mixed with the blank cartridges issued to the men. 
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102r All kimpsacks are to be painted black. Those for the artillery 
will be marked in the oentre of the eover with the namber of the regi*, 
meot 01(1 J, in figures of one and a half inches in length, of ihe obaroo- 
ter called full face, with jellow paint. Those for the infantry will be 
marked in the same way» in white paint The knapiauk straps will be 
black. ^ , ^ ^ 

103. The knapsacks will also be marked npon the inner side with the 
letter of the company and the nam her of the soldier, on such part as 
may be readily observed at inspections. 

104. Hatersaoks will be marked npon the flap with the nomber and 
name of the regiment/the letter of the company, and number of the sol* • 
dier, in black letrers and figures. And ea^h soldier mast, at all timer, 
be provided with a haversack and canteen, and will exhibit them at all 
inspections. It will be-^wom on the left side on marches, goard, and 
wiien pa^raded for detached service — the canteen outside the haver- 
aaek. * 

105. The front of the drums will be painted with the arms of the Con- 
federate States, on a blue field for the infantry, and on a red field for 
the artillery. The letter of the company and the number of the re|;i" 
lobent, under the arms, in a scroll. • 

106. Officers at their stations, in camp or in garrison, ttill always* 
wear their proper uniform. 

X07. Soldiers will wear the prescribed uniform in camp or garrison^- 
fmd will not be permitted to keep in their possession any other clothing. 
When on fatigue parties, they will wear the proper fatigoe dress; 

108. In camp or barracks, the company officers must visit4he kitchen 
daily, and inspect the kettles, and at all times oarefnlly attend to the 
messing and economy of their respective oompaniea. The commanding 
officer of the post or regiment Will make freqoent inspections of the 
kitchens and messes. 

109. The bread must be thoroughly baked, and not eaten until it is 
cold. The soup must be boiled at least five hours, and the vegetables 
always cooked sufficiently to be perfectly soft and digestible. 

110. Messes will l^e prepared by privates of squads, j tfuding private 
musicians, each taking his toi^r. The greatest care will be observed in 
washing and scouring the cooking utensils ; those made of brass and 
.copper, should be lined with tin. ^ 

111. The messes of prisoners will be sent to them by the oopks. 

112. No persons will be allowed to visit or remain in the kitchen, 
except such as may come on duty, or be occupied as cooks. 

113. Those detailed for duty in the kitchens will also be required to 
keep the furniture of the mess-room in order. 

114. On marches and in the field, the only mess furniture of the sol- 
dier will be one tin plate, one tin cup, one knife, fork and spoon, to each 
man, to be carried by himself on the march. ^ . 

115. If a soldier be required to assist his first sergeant in the writing 
of the company, to excuse him from a tour of military duty, the captain 
will previously obtain the sanction of his own commander, if he have 
one present ; and whether there be a superior present or not, the cap- 
tain will bo responsible that the man so employed does not miss two 
successive tours of guard duty by reason, of such employment. 
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116. Tradesmen mny be relieTed from ordmnrj military duty, to 
make, to alter, or to mend soldiers' olothing, &o. Company commanders 
will fix the rates at vrhicb work shall be done, and cause the nien, for 
whose benefit it is done, to pay for it at the neit pay day. 

117, 118 and 119 are contrary to law and Tevoked by General Order 
'No. 20. 

OOMJPANT BOOKS, ^ 

120. The following books are allowed to each company ; one descrip- 
Jive book, one clothing book, one order book, one morning report book, 

each one quire, sixteen inches by ten. One page of the descriptire book 
will be appropriated to the list of officers ; two to the noo-commissioDed 
ofiicers; two to the register of men transferred ; four to the register of ' 
men discharged ; two to register of deaths ; four to register of deeert* 
ers — the rest to the company description list. 

LAUNDRESS. . 

121. Four women, will be allowed to each company as washer-wometi, 
and will receive one ration per day each, 

122. The price of washing soldiers' clothing, by the month, or by the 
piece, will be determined by the Council Administration. 

123. Debts due the laundress by (soldiers, for washing, will be paid, 
or collected at the pay-table, under the direction of the captain. 

ARTICtE XIV. 

ORSNANCS SERGEANTS. 

124. The Secretary of War selects from the sei%eants of the line of 
the army, who may have faithfully served, as many ordnance sergeants 
as the service may require. 

125. CattaJQikwill report to their Colonels such sergeants as by their 
conduct and semce merit such appointments, petting forth the descrip- 
tion, length of service of the sergeant, the portion of his service he was 
a non-commissioned officer, his general character as to fidelity, and- so- 
brie'ty, his qualifications as a clerk, and his fitness for the duties to be 
performed by an ordnance sergeant. These reports will "be forwarded 
to the Adjutant and Inspector General, to be laid before the Secretary 
of War, with an application in the following form :

126. When a company is detached from the headquarters of- the regi- 
ment, the reports of the commanding officer in this matter, will pass to 
the regimental headquarters through the oommapding officer of the 
post or detachment, and be acoompanie|l by bis optnion as to the fitness 
of the candidate. 

127. Ordnance sergeants will be assigned to posts when appointed, 
and are not to be transferred to other stations except by orders from 
the Adjutant and Inspector GeneraFs office. 

128. At the expiration of their term of service, ordnance sergeants 
may be re-enlisted, provided they shall have conducted themselves in a 
becoming manner, and performed their duties to the satisfaction of the 
commanding officer^ If the commanding oMcer, however, shaU not 
think proper to re-enlist the orQnance sergeant of hi^ post, he will not 
liischarge him at the expiration of his service, unless it shall be the 
wish of the sergeant, bnt will communicate to the Adjutant and Inspec- 
tor General his reasons for declining to re-enlist him, to be submitted 
to the War Department. 

129. The officers interested must be aware, from the nature of the 
duties assigned to ordnance sergeant^*, that the judicious selection of 
them is of no small importance to the interests of tht service j^and that 
while the law contemplates, in the appointment of these non-commis- 
sioned officers, the better preservation of the ordnance and ordnance 
stores in deposit in the several forts, there* is the further motive of of- 
fering a reward to those faithful and well-tried sergeants who have long 
served their conniry, and of thus giTing encouragement to the soldier 
in the ranks to emulate them in condifct, and thereby secure substan- 
tial promotion. GolQncls and eaptains cannot, therefore, be too par- 
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from his comyany, it will be. the duty of his immediate commander to 
furnish the required inventory, and at the same time, to forward to the 
commanding officer of^the company to which the soldier belonged, a re- 
port of his death, specifying the date, place, and cause ; to what time he 
was last paid, and the money or other effects in bis possession at the 
time of his decease ; which report^will be noted on the next muster-roll 
of the company to which the mai^ belonged. Each inventory will be 
endorsed, "Inventory of the effects of -^ — ^, late of company ( — ) — -. —

If a legal representative receive the effects, it i^ill be stated in the re- 
port. If the soldier leave no effects, the fact will be reported. 

146. Should the effects of a deceased non-commissioned officer or sol- 
dier not be administered npon within a short period after his decease, 
they shall be disposed of by a Council of Administration, under the 
authority of the commanding officer of the post, and the proceeds depos- 
ited with the Quartermaster, to the credit of the Confederate States, 
until they iihall be claimed by the legal representative^ of. the deceased. 
- 147.. In all such oases of sales by the Council of Administration, a 
statement in detail, or account of the proceeds, duly certified by the 
X^ouncil and commanding officer, accompanied by the Quartermaster's 
receipt for tb© proceeds, will be forwarded by the commanding officer to 
thd Adjutant and Inspector General. The statement will be endorsed,

ARTICLE XVIII. 

DEJSERTERS. 

148. If a. soldier desert from, or a deserter be received at, any post 
other than the station of the company or detachn^t to^ which he be- 
longed, he shall be promptly reported by the commanding officer of such 
post,, to the commander of his company or detachmentr The time of 
desertion, apprehension, and delivery will be stated. If the man be a 

'recruit, unattached, the required r'e port will be made to the Adjutant 
and Inspector General. When a report is received of the apprehension 
or surrender of a deserter at any post other than the station of the com- 
pany or detachment to which he belonged, the commander of'suchcom- . 
pany or detachmenrshall immediately forward his description and ac- 
count of clothing to thoyofficer making the report. 

149. A reward of thirty dollars will be paid for the apprehension aijd 
delivery of a deserter to an officer of the Army -at the most coovejaient 
post or recruiting station. Rewards thus paid will be promptly reported 
by the disbursing officer to the officer commanding the company in 
which the deserter is mustered, and to the authority competent to order 
his trial. The reward of thirty dollars will incluae the remuneration 
for all expenses incurred for apprehending, securing and delivering a 
deserter. 

15jO. When non-commissioned officers or soldiers'^re sent in pursuit 
of a de?erter, the expenses necessarily incurred will be paid whether 
he be apprehended or not, and reported as in case of rewards paid. 

<151. Deserters shall make good the time lost by desertiop, unless dis- 
charged by competent authority. 
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152» No deserter shall be restored to duty without trial, except by the I 
authority competent to order the trial. 

153. Rewards and expenses paid for apprehending a deserter, will be 
sel against his pay, when adjudged by a court-martial, or when he is 
restored to duty without trial on such condition. 

154. In^reckoning the time of service, and the pay and allowances of . 
a deserter, be is to be considered in service when delivered up as a de* 
Barter to the proper authority. 

155. An apprehended deserter, or one who surrenders, himself, shall 
receive no pay while waiting trial, and only such clothing as may be 
actually necessary for him. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

DISCdARGES. • 

156. No enlisted man shall be discharged before the. expiration of his 
term of enlistment without authority of the War Department, except by 
sentence of a general court-martial, or by the commandeifof the depart- 
ment, or of an army in the field, on certificate ^f disability, or on ap- 
plication of the soldier "after twenty yeard' service. 

157. When an enlisted man is to be discharged, his company com- 
ntander shall furnish him certificates of his account according to form 
5, Pay Department. 

158. Blank discharges will be furnished from the Adjutant and In« 
speetor Generars office. No discharge shall be made in duplicate, non 
shall any certificate be given in lieu of a discharge, except by order or 
the War Department ^ 

459. The case of discharge will be stated in the body of the dis- 
cbarge, and the space at foot for character cut off, unless a recommen- 
dation is given. • ^ 

160. When a non;Commi88ioned officer or soldier is unfit for military 
service in consequence of wounds, disease or infirmity, his captain shall 
forward to the Commandant of the Department, or of the Army in the 

-field, ihrough the commander of the regiment or post, a statement of 
the case, with " cei*tificates of disability," signed by the senior Surgeon 
of the regiment or post, according to the form prescribed in the Medi- 
cal Regulations. If the recommeudatione for the discharge of the in- 
valid be ap|Toved, the authority therefor will be endorsed on the "cer- 
tificate of disability," which will be sent back to be completed, and. 
signed by the commanding officer of the regiment or command to 
which the invalid's company belongs, who wjU also sign the discharge, . 
an^ cause the final statements to be made out', and forward the certifi- 
cates of disability to the Adjutant and Inspector-General. 

161. When a aon-oommissioned officer or soldier is absent from his 
regiment or company, in hospital, and ^hall be unfit for military service, 
for*the reason set fqptii in tbe preceding paragraph, the senior Surgeon 
of the hospital will make out "certificates of disability," arid forward 
them, through the^ommander of the company or regimeat, to the com- 
mander of the department or of the army in the field, whose approval 
being given, the eommandi«g officer will complete and forward the cer- 
tificates of disability to the Adjutant and Inspector General, and send 
tfie papers of discharge to the Surgeon. But when access to comman- 
ders is difficult, and attended with great delay, the certificates of disa* 
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I bUitj may, in urgent oases, be forwarded Vj the Surgeon to the Sur- 
geon-General'for approval ^ which being given, tlie discharge will be 
Authorised from the Adjutant and Inspector-General's office ; and the 
Surgeon will make out final statements. 

162. The date, place, and cause of discharge of a soldier absent from 
his company, will be reported by the commander of the post to his com- 
pany commander. 

lo3. Company commanders are required to keep the blank disobargef 
and certificates carefully in their own custody. 

ARTICLE XX. 

TRATSLINO ON DUTY. 

"^ 164. Whenever an officer traveling under orders, arrives at his post, 
he will submit to the commanding officer a reoort in writing, of the time 
oocnpied in the travel, with a copy of the oraers under which the jour- 
ney was performed, and an explanation of any delay in the execution 
of the orders ; which report the commnndhig officer shall transmit, 
with his opinion on it,^ department headquarters/ If the officer be 
superior in tank to the commander, the required re^rt vnll be made 
by the senior himself. 

165. Orders detaching an officer ibr a special doty, imply, unless 
otherwise stated, that he Is thereafter to join his proper station. 
ARTICLE XXI. 

LEAVSB or AB8KNCS TO omCBlUB. 

166^. In no esse will leave of absence be granted, so that a company }je 
left without one of its commissioned officers, or that a garrisoned poet be 
left withdut two commissioned officers and competent medical attendance; 
nor shalMeave of absence be granted to an officer during the season of 
active operations, except on urgent necessity, and then as follows : The 
commander of the post may grant seven days leave— the commander of 
, an army thirty. 

167. When not otherwise specified, leaves of absence will be consid* 
leered as commencing on the day that the officer is relieved from duty at 

his post. He will report' himself mpnthly, giving his address for the 
next thirty days, to the commander of his po^t, and of his regiment or 
corps, and to the Adjutant and Inspeetor-Qeneral ; and in his first re- 
port state the day wiien his leave of absence commenced ; at the expi* 
ration of his leave he will join his station. " 

168. Applications for leave of absence for more than thirty days, 
must be referred to the Adjutant and Inspector General for the decision 
of the S^jcretary of War. In giving a permission to apply for the ex* 
tension of a leave of absence, the tetm of the extension should be stated. 

169. The immediate commander of the officer applying for leave of 
absence, and all intermediate commanders, will end^se their opinion 
on the application before forwarding it. * 

170. The commander of a post may take leave t>f absence not to ex* 
ceed seven days at ona time, or in^he same month, reporting the fact to 
his next superior. 

,171. Leaves of absence on account of sickness will not be granted to 
go beyond the limits of the Militflry Department within which they are 
slationo'li unless the certificate of the medical officer shall explicitly 
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state that a greater change is necessary to save life, or prevent permanent 
dieabilitj. Nor will sick leaves to go beyond the Department limits be 
given in any case, except of immediate urgency, wilhoiit the previous 
sanction of tbe War Department. 

172. On tbe expiration of a leave of absence given on account of sick- 
ness, if tbe officer be able to .trarel, be vrill fortbwitb proceed- to bis 
post, altbongh bis disability may npt have been remold. EzoepUons 
to this general rule must be made in each case by the war Department, 
on full and ^licit pfedical certificates setting forth the reasons for de« 
lay. and the len|;th of time delay is considered necessary. 

173. An application for leave of absence on account of sickness, must 
he accompanied by a certificate of the senior medical officer present, in 

-the following form :

175. Furloughs will be granted only by'the commanding officer of tbe 
post orjthe commanding officer of^the regiment octually quartered witfc 

, It. Furloughs may be prohibited at the discretion of the officer in com* 
xnand. "■ 

176. Soldiers on furlough shall not take with them their arms or ao* 
eoatrements, but in all cases of long expected absence, . should be fu?- 
jiisbecl with descriptive and clothing accounts, by their Captains, to 
enable them to daw their pay.

I . ARTICLE XXIII. 

COUNCILS OP ADMINISTRATIOW, • 

. 178. The commanding officer of every post shall, at least once in every 
two months, convene a Post Council of Administration, to consist of 
three regimental or company offipers nextin rank to himself; or, if there 
bo but two, then the two next ; if but one, the one next; and if there bo 
none other than himself, then he himself shall act. 

179. The junior member will. record the proceeding's of the council 
in a book, and submit the same to the commanding officer. If he disap- 
prove the proceedings, and the council, after a reconsideration, adhere 
to its decision, a copy of |p whole shall be sent by the o^cer command- 
ing to the next higher commander, vrhose decision shall be final, and 
entered in the council book, and the whole be published in orders for 
the information and government of all concerned. 

180. IChe proceedings of Councils of_ Administration shall be signed 
by the president and recorder, and the recorder of each meeting after 
entering the whole proceedings, together with the final order thereon, 
shall deposit the book with the commanding officer. In like manner, 
the approval or objections of the officer ordering the council will bo 
signed with his own hancU , 

181. The Post Council shall prescribe the quantity and kind of clothe 
* ing, small equipments, andaoldiers' necessarie(«, gruoerie?, and all arti> 

cles v^hich the sutlers may be required to keep on hand; examine the 
Butler's books and papers, and fix the tariff of prices of the 'said goods 
or commodities ; inspect the. sutler's weights and measures ; fix the 
laundress charges, and make the regulations for the post school. 
^ ^ 18'*?. Pursuant to the 30th Article of War, commanding officers review» 
«ing the proceedings of the Council of Administration will scrutinize the 
tariff of prices proposed by them, and take care that the stores actually 
fiurntehed by the sutler correspond to the quality prescribed. 

POST FUND. ' . 

183. A post fund shall be raised at each post by a tax on the sutler 
of 10 cents a month for everjTofficer and soldier of the command, ac- 
cording to the average in each month to be ascertained by the council 
and from the savings on the flour ration, ordinarily 33 per cent, by ba- 
king the soldier's bread atra post bakery: Provided that when want of 
vegetables or other reasons maktf ffcnecessary, the commanding officer 
may order the flour saved, or any part of it, issued to the men, after 
paying expenses of baking. 

184. Tbecoramanding officer shall dcsis^nate an officer to bepost-trea* 
Burer, who shalnceep the account of the fund, subject to the inspection 
of the council and co^nmanding officer, and^disburse the fund on the 
warrants of the commanding officer, drawn in pursuanco of specific re- 
solves of the council. 
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. 185. At every settlement of the posC-fund by the Cowijcil of Adhiinia- 
tration, the amount of the sutler's tax since the preceding settlement 
will be apportioned to the regiments represented at the post in the ratio 
of the number of companies of each present; and the results communi: 
cated by the Council to the Adjutftrft of the regiments affeoted and to 
the headquarters of the department iu which the regimental headquar- 
ters are stationed. The tax will enter into the posttresisurer's accounts, 
and will be transmitted by him to ^he Regimental Treasurers in ao- 
oordance with the apportionment of the post-council. 

186. Xn each regiment the fund accruing to it aa above, or as much, 
of it-as may be necesfeary, will be appropriated to the maintenance of 
the band. It will be administered by thp regimental commander, the 
Adjutant as treasurer, and a regimental council, and be accounted for 
to department headquarters, on the same plan as that prescribed by 
regulations for the post-fudd. 

187. The following ^re the objects of expenditure of the post-fund : 
1st, expenses of the bake-house ; 2d, expens%9 of the soldiers' children 
at the post schqoL , 

188. On the last day of April, August and December, and wlien re- 
lieved from the duty, "tho treasctrer shall make out his account with the 
fpnd since his la^t account, and submit it, with his vouchers, to the 
Council of Administration, to be examined by them, and recorded ia- 
the <^ttncil book, and then forwarded by the eommanding officer to de- 
partment headquarters. 

189. At each settlement of the treasurer's account, the council shall 
distribute the unexpended baliiDce of the post-fund to the several com- ' 
panies and uthe^ troops in the ratio of their- average force during the 
period. 

190. When a company leaves the post, it shall then receive its distri- 
butive share of the accrued fund. 

191". The r^ulations in^egard to a post-fund will, as far as practica-/ 
tie, be applied in the field to a regimental fund, to bo raised, adminis- 
tered, expended, and distributed in like manner, by the regimental 
command and a regimental council. ^< « 

COMPANY FUND. 

192L The distributions from the post or- regimental . fund, and the 
savings from the company rations, constitute the company fund, to bo 
disbursed by the captain for the benefit of the enlisted men of the com- 
pany,, pursuant to resolves of the Company Council, consisting of all the 
company ofiiciers present. In case of a tie vote in the council, the com- 
mander of the post shall decfde. The Council shall be convened once 
in two months by the' captain, and whenever he may think proper. 

193. Their proceedings shall be recorded in a book, signed by all the 
council, and open at all times to the inspection of the commander of the 
post. Every four months, and whenever another oflBcer takes command 
of the company, and when the company leaves the post, the account of 
the company fund shall be made up, audited by the council, recorded 
in the council book,, and submitted, with a duplicate, to the post com- 
mander, who shall examine it and forward the duplicate to department 
headquarters. 

194. The supervision of the company fund by the post commander 
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hereia directed^ shall, in the field, devolve on th^e commnnder of Um 
regiment./ 

ARTICLE XXIV. 

CHAPLAINS., 

195. The posts at, and regiments with, which Chaplains may be em- 
ployed, will be announoed bytbe War Department, upon recommenda- 
tions made by the commanding officer of posts or regiments, and the 
pay of a Chaplain will be $80 per month. ' /"^ 

ARTICXE XXV: 

. BtTLERS. 

196. Every military post may have one sutler, to be appointed by the 
Secretary of War on the recommendation of the Council of Adminis- 
tration, approved by the commanding officer. 

197. A sutler shtiU hold his ofiVce for a. term of three years, unless 
sooner removed ; but the commanding officer may, for cause, suspend a 
sutler^s privilege until a decision of the War Department is received in 
the case. 

198. In case of vacancy, a temporary appointment may be made bj 
. the commanding officer upon the nomination of the Council of Admla- 

istration. " 

199. Troops in campaign, on detachment, or on distant service, will 
be allowed sutlers, at the rate of one for every regiment, corps, or sepa- 
rate detachment ; to be appointed by the commanding officer of such 
regiment, corps, or detachment, upon theVecommendation of the Council 

* of Administration, subject,to the approval of the General or other officer 
in oommand. 

200. No tax or burden in any shape, other than the authorized as- . 
sessment for the post fund, will be imposed on the sutlej^^ If there be 
a sparel)uilding, the use of it may be allowed him, he being respon- 
sible that it is kept in repair. If there be no such* building, he may be 
allowed to erect o^e ; but this article* gives the sutler no claim to quat- 

' ters, transportation for himself or goods, or to any military allowance 
whatever. 

201. The tariff of prices fixed by the Council of Administration shall 
be exposed in a conspicuous place in the sutler's store. No difference 
of prices will be allowed on cash or credit sales. 

202. Sutlers are not allowed to keep ardent .spirits or other intoxica- 
ting drinks, under penalty of losing their situations. 

^3. Sutlers shall not farm out or underlet the business and privi- 
leges granted by their appointment. 

204. No sutler shall sell to an enlisted man, on credit, to a sum exceed* 
ing onc'tbird of his monthly pay within the same month, without the 
written sanction of the company comtnander, or the commanding officer 
of the post or station, if the man does not belong to a company ; and 
not exceeding one-half the monthly pay with such permission. 

205. Three days before the \a:&t of every month, the sutler shall ren- 
der for verification, to the company commander, or to tl^e commanding 
officer, as the case may be, according to the meaning of the preceding 
paragraph, a written and separate account in each case, of any charges 
be may hav^ against enlisted men for collection, and the oflcer shall 
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Bobmit tbe ncooanto to tbe soldier for aoknowledgment tad signature, 
and witness the same. In the case of a soldier's death, desertion, or 
removal from the post, the account will be rendered immediately. If 
the soldier dispute the account, and the sutler insist, and in case of death 
and desertion, the sutler will be required to establish the account by 
affidavit endorsed on it, before any officer authonsed to administer an 
oath. Such verifieation will establish the debt unless dimroved, and 
the amount may be collected at the pay table where the soldier is pre* 
sent, otherwise, provided for in succeeaing paragraph. 

206. All accounts of sutlers against enlisted men, which are not ool- 
> looted at the pay table — as of those who have died, deserted, or been 

removed beyond the reach of the sutler — after being duly audited as 
above, will be entered on the next succeeding muster-roll, or on the de- 
scriptive roll, or certificate of discharge, as the case may be, and the 
same shaU be retained from any balances due the soldier, after deduct- 
ing forfeitures and stoppages for the Government and laundress, and 
be paid to the sutler, on application to the second auditor of the 
treasury, through the Quartermaster Qeneral. 

ARTICLE XXVI. 

HILITABY DISCV88IONS AMD PUBLICATIONS. 

207. Deliberations or discussions among any elass of military men, 
having the object of conveying praise or censure, or any mark of ap- 
probation toward their superiors or others in the military service ; and 
all publieations relative to transactions between officers, of a private or 
personal nature, whether newspaper, pamphlet or hand- bill, are strictly 
prohibited. ' 

ARTICLE XXVIL 

AftSXSTS AND C0NFINSVBNT8. 

208. None but comuftanding officers have power to plaee officers ander 
arrest, except for offences expressly designated in the 27th article of 
war. I 

209. Oi&5er8 are not to be put in arrest for light offences. For tlyse 
the censure of the commanding officer will, in most cases, answer the 
purpose of discipline. 

210. An officer in arrest may, at the discretion of his oommanding 
officer, have larger limits assigned him than his tent or quarters, on 
written, application to that effect. Close confinement is not to be re- 
sorted to unless under circumstances of an aggravated character. 

211. In ordinary cases, and where inconvenience to the service would 
result f^om it, a medical officer will not be put in arrest until tbe court- 
martial for his trial convenes. 

212. The arrest of an officer^ or confinement of a soldier, will, as soon 
as practicable, be notified to his immediate commander. 

^13, All prisoners under guard, without written charges, will be re- 
leased by Ihe officer of the day at guard-mounting, unless orders to the 
contrary be given by the commanding- officer. 

2H. On a nureh, company officers and non-eom missioned officers in 
arrest will follow in the rear of their respective companies, unless other- 
wise particularly^ ordered. 

215. Field officers, commicsioBed and non oommissioped stailf officers,

216. An officer under arrest will not wear a sword, or Tidit officially ' 
his commanding or other superior ofiQeer, unless sent for ; and in case 
of business, he will make known his object in wilting.

ARTICLE XXXIV. 

ORDEItS Ann GORRBSPONDEffCB.

§ither general or special. Orders are nnmbeted, general and special, 
in a6perat& series, each beginning vith the year. 

420. Qeneral orders announce the time and pkce of ismie; and pay- 
meirts, hours for roll calls and duties ; the nuqibor and hind of order- 
lies, and the time when they shall be relieved ; police ^egnla^ons, and 
the prohibitions' required by tircumstances and looalilies f returns to be 
made, and their fordks; laws and regulations for the army; promotions, 
end appointmeuts ; eulogies or ceasures to corps or individuals, and . 
genemiji whatever it may be important to make known t9 the wholo 
command. 

421. Speeial orders are such as do. not oonoera the troops generally^ 
and need notbe published to the whole command ; such as relates to the 
mArch'of Bonilb narticular'%orp8,'the establishment (»f sosie post, the-de* 
inching of individuals, 4^e' granting requeete, &c., &o. 

422. A general order, and an imj)ortflnt special order, must be read 
and approved by the officer whose order it is, before it is issued by the 
^ toff officer,

Hroops in the campaign, wiJl be given by the Secretary of War, through 
the Adjutant and Inspector-General^s office, or by commandtsrs of geo- 
graphical departments, under the special authority of the War Depart- 
ment.

'movement of troops or other necessity of the service, removes an officer 
from..the station assigned to him by the Secretaryof War, shall prompt-

435. Copies of all orders of the commanders of armies, departments, 
divisions, and detached brigades, and of the superintendent of the re- 
cruitiflg service, will be forwarded at their dates, or as soon thcfreafter 
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as practioab]e» in q^perate sories, o& foil shedto of Jetter . -paper, or as 
printed, to the AdjutaffPiind InspeotorCjIenerars office. 

Written cummunications frnm a commattder to those under his 
command, may be made by his staff officer. IiytU other cases, by the 
officer himself* • . 

437. In signine an official communication, the writer shall annex to 
his name bis rank and oorps. When he writea by order, he shall state 
by whose order. All communications jequiriog answers, must indicate, 
the Poat-Office to which they should be sent« 

438. Gummuuicatiens to a commander frtvm those under his com* 
mand ar^ addressed to the proper officer, of his staff; to the chief of the 
Adjutant and lospector-Gofieral's Department, in what relates specially 
to his bureau, pr to the service generally ; to the Qhief of any other de< 
pnrtments of the staff, in "what relates specially to. his branch of the 

E sevvice. Communications.to the Secretary of War will be made through 

t the Adjiftant and Inspeotbr^-Oeneral's office of the War Department, 

I unless it be -a case of claim, alloypance, or other buHlness specially ap- 

pertainrtig to some >otHer bureau ; for example — claims of pn^^r for 
mileage, or quarters, ifill be transhiitted through the Quartermaster-

corps, and the strength of each garrison vrithin the cpmmand. These 
retivms, .and those of regiments, «orps, and posts, in campaign, will, 
unless otherwise ordered, by transmitted through the intermedfate com* 
manders. 

44^|^he established printed forms and blanks of all returns required* 
from tne commiuiders of divisions, brigades, regiments, jterps, compa- 
nies, and po8t8,.will be furnished i&om the Adjutant u>d Inspector* 
GTemeral's Office on their reg«i9i^i<m« annually Tiade, or oftener, if ne- 
cessary. The receipt of these forms and blanks will be immediately 
acknowledged, and afterward accounts fbr on the next monthly reinrns. 

449. Manusfript returns, rolls', eertifioatids, and other dotouments, are 
prohibited, unless thSat^properj^rMdci fofms have kot been received in 
tSme. Ke^mestal returns must be made oat in fhe name of the Golinely 
whether he be present or absent.

pers and files ; the ^eal and ability of the ofi^cers in command ^f troops ;

all public propert^y, and the/imount of money in Uie lutnds of each dla-

TROOPS IN CAMPAIGN. 

OMAVUATION 07 AN ARHT IX VbB FISLS. 

461. The formation by divisions is the basis of the organization and 
administration of armies in the field* 

fb'i. A diviAion consisj^B usually of two or three brigades, either of 
infantry or cavalry, and troope of other corps in the necessary propor* 
^ tion. 

^ 463. A brigade is formed of two or more regin^ents. The first bujh* 

her takes the right ^ * ' 

464. Mixed bri|;ades are sometimbci formed of infantry and light car- 
airy, especially for the advance guard. 

465. As ♦the troops arrive at the rendezvous, the general commanding- 
in-chief srill organize them into brigades and divifiions. 

466. The light cavalry is employed as' flankers and pafti sans, and 
generally for all service out of tlie line. 

467. Heavy cava If jkl»eU>ng8 to 'the i*e8erve, and is covered, wlifen ne- 
cessary, in marchea, camps, or bivouacs, l3y light troops, or infanfry of 
the line. 

468. T^be arrangement of the troops on parade and in order of battle 

. : is — Ist^ the light infantry; 2d, infantry of the line; 3d, light cavalry ; . 
4tlT, cavalry of the line; 6jh, heavy cavalry. The troops of the artil- 
lery and engineers are jn the centre of the brigades, diviMons or corps 
to which they are attached ; limrines take Che left oi (Jtther infantry; 
volunteers and militia take the left of regular troops of the seme a< m, 
and among themselves, regiments of volunteers or miMtia of the fume 
arm take place by lot. This arrnngement is varied by ^he general cdm- 
manding-in-chief, as the circumstances of war render expedient. 

469. Brigades in divisions, and divisions in the army, are numbered 
Irom right to l^t ; but rii rep4»rts uf iniiitary operations, brigades and 
divisions are designated hy the name^of the genernl commandii«g them. 

470. The order of regiments in brigades and of brigades in divisions 
may be changed by the commander of the divisions lor impi»rtent rea- 
-eons, such as the weakness of^)me corps, or to relieve one from ^uirch« 
ing too long at the rear of the column. Such changes must be reported 
to the general command ing-in«chief. 

471. The general coin uianding-in- chief assigns the generals of divi- 
aions and of brigades to their resiiective commands, when the asbigii' 
ment is not made by the Department of War» 

472. The general of brigade inspects his troops in detail, by ^ompt- 
«ies, when he takes the command and At ^he opening of the <amp&igQ 
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tmd w ol^ea m may be neeesmiry to fiseertnia exactly tMr oftntiiHon.- 
Tlie geoeral of divisioo makea sianltr in»peetion8 when he tbiDke pro* 
per. KttheM iDsp^tioos the generals examine the Ai^s, cIothii»g, 
equipmeotSi harnees, horses, ^e. ; direct the oecess.'iry repairs, a&d dk»* 
signate the men and borees to remain in depot, or mareb with tbe traiB,- 

473. Beporte of iospeotiona are made by tbe general of i>rigade to 
tbe general of division, and by the generaJ of dinsion to tbe general 
oommand i ng-iif -eh ief. 

474. During marches and all active operations, genern^t^^f brigade 
keep them8ekos^tact)y inRifmed, by rep*«rt<» of corps and by iheir in- 
apeetions, o^the actaal (itVength ot the reginientH, so a» alwnys, and 
«8pecialiy after an engagement, to make aouurate returns to^ the geneial 
ofdifiaioQ.' ^ 

4751'Staff officers and officers of engineers, and artillery, according 
to the i;]^tiire of the service, are assigned to the hendquurterK (it ur- 
mies.aiid divii^ons, and deta«*hed brigade*", bj order of tbe generhl rum- 
manding- in- chief, when the di>tril)ution of theee ('fficers hnn nut been 
regulated by the War Depart men t. The necessary staff will be assign- 
ed to commanders of brigades. 

476. When an Engineer or other officer iJj charged with directing an. 
expeditiuo or making a-reconnoisunce, without having command ul the 
escort, the commander of tho escort shall con^jalt him on all the arrange- 
ments necessary to secure the success of the operatim. 

477. Staff officers, and comm»Mider« ai' engir>eers, and artillery, re- 
port to their immediate commanders the ptatecf the supplies, and whac- 
ever concerns the service under their direi'tion, and receive tiieir orders, 
and commnnicate to them those they receive from their superiors in 
their own ciVps. • . • 

• 478. The senior officer of engineers, of artillery, and the departments' 
of the general staff serving at the chief heudqujirters in the fie'd, will 
transmit to the bureau of his departuient at Richmond, at the close it- 
the. campaign, and i«uch otiier times as the c«iniuiniider in the field may 
approve, a lull report of the operations <.f hie department, and what- 
ever information to improve its service hemuy be aMc to furnish. 

The report of theitfficer of engirteers will emltrace pUins of military 
works ex.;6uted during the campu\go, and, in case of siege, a journal ol^ 
the attack or defence.* 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

.470. When tire wants of the army al»H<»liitely require it, and in other 
easec^, under spechil instrdcrtions from the War Department, tbe general 
csoinroanding the army may levy cdntiibutions in money or kind an the. 
ernemy's oountry occupied by the troops. No other oomniander can levy 
such contributions witboai written autfaority from the general oom* 
manding-iQ-cli i^.

OBDERUSS. 

4B0v At tbe opening of ft oampiai^, the ^omnander of an army de& 
lerniinea and announces in orders the •number of orderlies, mounted or 
Ibot, for tbe Generals, and. tbe e^rpe or regiments by which they are to 
be'^upplied, and the f>eriodsat wlrich they .shall be relieved. 

4^1. -In inaroflies, the mott&ted. orderliea fellow the Generals, and 
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perform the duty of escorts, or march with orderlies on foot a^ the head 
of the division or brigade. 

482. The staff officer who distributes the orderlies to their posts sends 
^th them a note of the time and place of departure; those relteved 
leeeive a like note from the staff officer at headquarters. 

483. Mounted soldiers are to be employed to carrj dispatches only in 
special and urgent oases. ^ 

484. The pte^ise time when the dispatch is sent off, and the rate afc 
which it is. to be conveyed, are to be written clearly on the covers of all 
letters transmitted by a mounted orderly, and the necessary instruc- 
tions to him, and the rate of travel going and returnfng, lye (o be dis*' 
tinotly explained to kim.

DEPOTS. ^ . 

485. ^ The grand depot of an army are established where the military 
oper&tibns would not expose them to be broken up. Smaller depots are 
organized for the divisions and the several arm?. They are command- 
ed by officers temporarily disabled for field service, or by other officers 
when necessary, and comprise, as much as possible, the hospitals and 
depots for convalescents. When conveniently placed, they servers 
points for the halting and atoembling of detachments. They receive 
the disabled from the corps on the march ; and the officers in com m tin d 

' of the depots send with the detachments to the army those at the depots 
who have become fit for seryice. 

CAVP8. 

486. Camp is the place where troops are established in tents, in .huts, 
or in bivouac. Ci^ntonments are the inhabited places which troops oo-*^ 
cupy for shelter wnen not put in barracks. The camping party is a de- 
tachment detailed to prepare a camp. 

487. Reconnoissanoes should precede the establishment of the camp. 
For a camp of troops on the march, it is only neeessary to look to the 
health and comfort of the troops, the facility of the communications, 
the convenience of wood and watei^, and the resources in provisions and 
fbrage. The ground for an entrenched camp, or a cnnfp to cover i^ 
country, or one designed to deceive the enemy as to the strength of 
the army, must be selected, and the camp arranged for the object in 
▼iew. 

488. The cihnping party of a regiment consists of the regimental 
Quartermaster and Quartermaster-Sergeant, and a Corporal and two 
men per company. The General *d^cides whether the regiments cah^p 
separately or together, and whether the police guard shall accompany 
the eamnmg party, (Mr a larger escort shall be sent. 

489. Neither baggage nor led horses are permitted to move n^ith the 
camping party. ^ 

490. When the General can send in advance to prepare the camp, he 
gives his instructions to the chiefs of the Quartermaster's Department, 
who calls on the regiment for their oampihg-parties. and is a9compa- 
nied, if necessary, by an Engineer to propose the defences and commu* 
nications. • . 

4Qil. The watering-places are examined, and signals placed at those 
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tiiat ure dangerous. Any work required to make them of easier accesa 
. ig done by tho police gaard or Quartermaeter'e men. Seotioda, to be 
relieved by the guards of the regiment when they come up, are placed 
by the camping-party oyer the water if it is fccarce, and Of er the houMS 
and stores of provisions and forage in the vicinity. 

492. If the camping party doee not precede the regiment, the Quar- 
termaster attends to these things as aoon as tho regiment reaches the 
camp. 

493. On reaobiog the ground, the infantry form on the color front; 
the cavalry in rear of its camp. 

494. TImk Generals estabUsh the troops in camp as rapidly as possible, 
particularly after long, fatiguing marches. 

495. The number of men to be furnished for gua^, pickets, and 
orderlies ; the fatigue parties to be sent for aopplies ; the wprk to be* 
done, and the strength of the working parties ; the time and place for 
is8ue»; the hour of marching, &o., are then announced by the Briga- 
dier Generals to the Colon els^, and by them to th6 field officers — the 
Adjutant and Captains formed in front of the regiment, the First Ser«. 
geants taking post behind their Captains* The Adjutant then makea 
the details, and the First Sergeants warn the men. The regimental 
officer of the day'forms the picket, and sends the guards to their postF* 
The oolors are then planted at the centre of the color line, and the arms 
mr% stacked on the line ; the fatigue parties to procure supplies, and tho 
working parties form in rear of the arms } the men not on detail pitch 
the tents. 

496. If the camp is near the enemy, the picket remains under ofms 
until the return of the fatigue parties, and, if necessary, is reinferoed 
by details from each company. > 

I '497. la thccavalry, each troop moves a little in rear of the point at 

" which its horses are to be secured, and forms in one rank ; the men thea 

-dismount ; a detail is made to hold the horses; the rest stack their arms 

and fix the pieket rope ; after the. horses are attended to, the tents are 

pitched^ and each horseman places his carbine at the. side from tho. 

weather, and hangs bis sabre and bridle on it. 

498. The etaoidetrd is then carried to the tent of the Colonel. 

499. The terms front, iank, right, left, file, and rank, huve the same 
meaning when applied to camps as to the order of battle. 

500. The front of the camp is usually equal to the front of the troops. 
The tents are arranged in ranks and files, The number of ranks varies 
with tlie strength of the companies and the sisM of the tents. 

501. No f^mft will be allowed to occupy a Jiouse, although vacant 
and on the iHmd of his camp, except by permission of the commander 
of the brigade, who shall report it to the commander of the division. . 

502. Tho staff officer, charged with establishing the camp will desig- 
nate tha place for the shambles. The offal will be buried* 

\ CAMP OP rNPANTRT. 

503. Each company has its tents in two files, facing on a street per- 
pendicular to the color line. The width of the street depends on, the 
frcnt^f the camp, but should not be less than five paces. The interval 
between the rauks of tents is two paces; between the. files of tents of 
a<^aeent companies, two paces 'r between regiments, twenty-twp paces.

508. The^ advanced p08t of the police guard is about 200 pnc^H in 
fVont of the color line, an^ c»pposite the centre of th^ regiment, or on the 
bept ground : the prisoners* tent about four pscee Ul rear.. In a fegi* 
ment of the secdnd line» the advanced pi»st of the police guard is 200 
paces in rear of the line of itj« field nnd staff. ,• 

-^ 509: The horsesof the Ptaff officers and of tlie baggage train are 
twertty five pacess in r^r of the terits of the fiold and staff; the wagons 
ate {barked on the same line, and the men of the train can^ped near 
them. . 

510. The sinks of the men are 160 pnces in front of tbe color line— 
t*M)8e of the offitrers 100 paees in rear of the train. Both are concealed 

, by bushes. When oonvenipnt, the sinks <»f the men may be placed in 

^ jthe rear or on the flunk. A portion of the earth dug out for sinks to be 
|.- thw^xrn l^ok ocrnsidnally. - ^ 

511. The fnmt of the camp of a regiment of- 1000 men in *vro ranke^ 
will be 400 pacec. or one fifth less puces than the nun»berj»f fi'es.ii the 
Oftnrp is to have the same front n» the troops in order ©f battle. But 
the front may be reduced to 190 paces, by nfrnnving the eMnfaoy 
atreets to five paces ; and if it lie de8irnble-t«» "reduce the front still more, 
fhe tents of companies may be pitched in single file^ those of a diyision 

^ faotng on the same street. ' ^ 

CA,MF or CATALBT. 

* - 512. In the cavalry, each company has one file of tents— the tents 
opening on the street facing the left of the camp. 

613. The horses of each company are^plaeed in a single file, facing 
fhe opening of the tents, and are fastened to pickets planted firmly Jn 
the trroond, from, three to Mt paiRcs from the tents of tbe tioops. 

514. The interval between the file of tents should beM|h, tl>at, the 
I'egiment being broken into eolunm of eompanies, each JB|»any should 

* be on the extension of the line on which the horses are to be picketed. 

515. The streets separating the squadrons are. wider than tbose 
between the companies by the interval separating squadrons in line; 
these intervals are kept free. from any obstruction throughout the 
camp. 

616. The horses of the rear rank are placed on the left of those of 
tlieir file leader*. 

517. The homes of ^he Lieutenants are placed on the ri^ht of tbeii^ 
plaY0'jt:8: those of the Captains on the right of- the company. 

518. £ach hone occupies a space of a^ut two pacee. The nnmber 
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of boties ID the company fixes the depth of the oamp and the dUtane^ 
between the files of tents : the forage is placed between the tents. 

519. The kitchens are twenty paces in front of each file of te'nts. 

520. The non-commission^ officers are in the tents of the front rank. 
Gsiup followers, teamsters, ^., are in the rear rank. The police gaard 
in the rear rank, near the centre of the regiment. 

521. The tents of the Lieutenants are 30 paces in rear of the fild of 
their company ; the tents of the Captains 30 paces in rear of the lieu* 
tenants. ^ 

522. The Culoners tent 30 paces in the rear of the Captains', near 
the -centre of the regiment; the LientenantpColonel on bis right; the 

-Adjutant on his left ; the Majors on the same line, opposife the second 
confpany on the right* and lett; the Surgeon on the left of the Adjutant. 

523. The. field and staff have their horses on the left of their tents« 
on the ^tivne line with the company horses; sick horses are placed in 
one line on the right or left of the camp. The men who attend them 
have a separate fife of tents; the forges and wagons in rear of this file. 
The. horses of the trainband of camp follc/vrers are in one or more files 
extending ta the rear, behind the right or left squadron. The advanced 
post of the police guard is 200 paces in front, opposite thecentre of the 
regiment ; the hordes in one or two files. 

524. The sinks for the men are 150 paces in front— those fat oficers, 
100 paces in the rear of the camp. 

CAMP OF ARTILLERY. 

525.. The artillery is encamped near the troops to wbioh it is attaehed, 
BO as to be protected fromjattack, and to oontribnte to the defence of 
the camp. Sentinels for the park are furtiished by the eriillery» and, 
when necessary, by the other troops. 

526. For a battery of six pieces, the tents are in three files — one for 
each section ; distance bet^'«en th« ranks of tents, 15 paces ; tenUi 
opening ta the ^ront. The horses of each section are picketed in one 
fiit», 10 paces to the left of the file of tents. In the hors^ artillery, or if 
the number of hprses makes it neeesenry, ih« horses are io two files, on 
the right and left of the file of tents. The kitchens are 25 paces in 
front of the front rank of tents. The tents of the ofiloers are in th0 

Outside files of company tents, 25 paces in the rear of the rear rank-— 
the Oapttiio on the rights the Lieutenants on the left. 

527. The park is (Opposite the centre of the camp, 40 paces in T%t\T of 
thei'fficers' tenta.^ The. carriages in files four paces apart; distance 
between ranks of carriages sufficient fur the horses when harnessed to 
them ; the park guard is 25 paces in rear of the park. The sv^ks for 
the men i5u paces in front ; for the officers 100 paces in the rear. The 
harness is in the tents of the men. 

bivouacs'. 
628. A regiment of cavalry being in order of battle, in rear of the 
ground to be occupied, the Colonel breaks it by platoons to the right. 
The horses of each platoon are placed in a single row, and fastened as. 
prescribed for eumps ; near the enemy, they remain saddled all nightC 
yrith slackened girths. The arms are at first stiacked in rear of each 
. row of horses ; the sabres, with the bridles hong oit them, are pla«Kd 
against the stiicka. 
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.529. The forage is placed on the right of each h>w of hor8e8^ Twa 
stable-guards for each platoons \7atch the horses. 

530. A fire for each platoon is made near the color line, 20 paces to 
the left of the row of horses. A shelter i§ made, for the men around 
the fire, if possible, and each man then stands his. arms and bridle 
against the shelter. - / ^ 

531. The fires and sHeltfr for the officers are placed in rear of the 
line of those for the men. 

532. The intervals between the squadrons must be without obstruo- 
tion throughout the whole depth of the bivouac 

533. The luterval between the shelters should be such that the pla« 
toons can take up a line of battle freely ^ the front or rear. 

534. The distance from the enemy deciaes the manner in which the 
horses are to be fed and led to water. When it is permitted to unsad- 
dle, the saddles are placed in the rear of the horses. 

535. In infantrv, the fires are made ip rear of the color line, on the 
ground that would be occupied by the tents in camp. The companies 
are t)lacdd around them, and» if possible, construct shelters. WJhen 
liable to surprise, the infantry should stand to arms <at daybreak, and 
the cavalry mount until the return of the reconnoitering parties. If 
the arms are to be taken apart to clean, it must be done by detach- 
ments, successively. 

CANTOVKEXTS. 

530. The cavalry should be placed under shelter whenever ^he dis- 
iatioe from the enemy, and from the ground, where the troops are to 
form for battle, permit it. Taverns and farm houses, with large stables 
and free access, are selected for quartering them. 

5S7. The Colonel indicates the place of assembling in case of alamt. 
It ahottid generally be outside the cantonment; the egress from it should 
be free, the retreat upon the other positions secure, an^ roads leading 
to it on the side of the enemy obstructed. 

538. The necessary i)rder8 being given, as in esiaibUshing a camp, the 
picket and ^rand guards are posted. A sentinel may be placed on a 
steeple or high house, and then the troops are macehed to the quarters. 
The men sleep in the stables^ if it ia thought necessary. '% 

539. The above applies in the main to infantry. Near the enemy^ 
companies or platoons should be collected, as much as possible, in the 
same bouses. If companies ^ust be separated,' they should be divided 
by .platoons or squads. All take arms at daybreak. , 

540. •When cavalry and infantry canton togetheri the latter furnish 
the guards by night, and the former by day. 

541. Troops cantoned in presence of the enemy, should be covered 
by advanced guards and natural or artificial ^obstacles. Cantonments 
taken dtirine a cessa|»on of hostilities, should be established in rear of 
a line of defence, ana in front of the point on which the troops would 
concentrate to receive an attack. The General commanding-in-chicf 
assigns the Jiniits of their cantonments to the divisions, the comrnan- 
ders of divisions to brigades, and the commanders of brigades poll 
their j*epiment. The position for each corps in case of attack is care- 
fully pointod out by the Generals.

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542. Generals take post at the centre of their commands, on theinttia 
< channels t>f eommunioation. If troops bivouao in presence of tho en« 

emy, the Generals bivouac with them. 

Ml LIT ART XZERCISES. 

543. Whin troops remain in camp or eantonmeAl many dajs, the 
, Colonels require them to be exercised in the school of the battalion and 

squadron. Regiments and brigades «^amped by division are not uni- 
ted for drills without the permission of the General of division. The 
troops roust not be exercised at the firings without the authority of tb^ 
General Comnianding-in-chief. The practice of the drums must never 
b^rii wi^ the " general/' or the *' march of the regiment ;*' nor the 
trumpets with the sound ** to^ horse." The hour for practice is idwa|fs 
y. anneunceiLi. -^^ 

J ^^ 'ORBXRS. * 

||. 544. In the field, verbal orders and important sealed orders are car- 

ried bv officers, arjd, if possible, by staff officers. When orders are 
carried by.orderlies, the place and time of departure will be marked on 
them, and place and time of dejivery on the receipt. 

DISPATCHES. 

545. I)i8patche8, particularly for distant corps, should be entrusted 
only t6 officers to whom their contents can be. confided. .In a eountry 
occupied'^y t^e enemy, the bearer c^ dispatches should be accompanied 
by at least two of the best mounted men ; should avoid towns and vil- 
t lages, and^e mainf* roads ; rest as little as possible, and only at out-of- 
the-way places. Where there is danger, he should send one of the men 
in advance, and be always ready to destroy his dispatches. lie sboold 
be adroit in answering questions about the army, and not be intimida- 
ted by jhreata^ 

WATCHWORDS. 

545. The parole and countersign are issued daily from the principal 

'headquarters of the^oommand. The countersign is given to tne sentl- 

^ nels and non-commissioned officers of the guards ; the parole to the 

coniTnissioned officers of guards. The parole is usually the name of a 

den era] ; the countersign of a battle. 

647. When the parole and eountereign cannot be communicated daily 
to a post or 'detachment which ought to us^ the same as the main body, 
a series of words may be sent for some days in advance. 

548. If the countersign is lost, or one of the guard deserts with it, 
the commander on the spot will substitute another, and report the case 
at once to the proper superior, that immediate notice may be given to' 
headquarters. 

ISSUES. 

• 549. At what time and for what period issues are made, ipust depend 

on circumstances, and be regulated in orders. When an army is not 
moving, ration^ are generally issued for four days at a time. Issues to 
thfi companieei of a regiment^^and the fatigues to receive them, are su- 
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periDteihded by an oilc«r detailed fron ike regiment. Isftues ftre made 
rrom one end of the line to tbe other, beginniug on the r)|;ht and left 
Alternately. An idsueconimenced on one rej^imenl will not be inter- 
rupted for another entitled to' precedence if it had been in place.. 

THX B08T8R, OR DETAILS FOE SSRTICS. 

550. The duties performed by detail are of three classes^ /Ihe^rst 
e^« oompriaM, la^ grand guards and outposts ; 2d, interior guards, as 
of magazinB, hospital, &c. ; 3d, orderlies; 4tb, police gnarde. 

The second cIms comprises; 1st, detaofantents to protect laborers on 
military works, as^field works, communicationsy <^c.'; 2d,- working par* 
li#0 on such works ; 3d, detiachnidnts tc» protect^atigues. ''^ 

The third class are all fatigues, without arms, in or out of camp. 
' in the cETalry, stable guards foriu a separate roster^ aad'count before 
' iatigne; , " 

55 1. The rosters are distinct. for each class. OfficM^re named on 
them in the order of rank. The details are taken ii]ffPbes8iv>n in the 
order of the roster, beginning at the head. 

562. Lieutenants form one roster, and First and Second Lieutenants 
«re entered on it alternately. The senior First Lieutenant is the first 
oQtberofiter; the senioj^ Second Lieutenant is the second, &c. The 
Captains form one roster, and are exempt from fatiguea^ except to su-' . 
perintend issues. A Captain commanding a l>Rttaiion^emporarily is 
exempt from detail, and duty failing to him passes. ? Lieutei?ant Colo- 
xwls and Majors are on ene rost^. They may be detailed (or. duties 
of the first and second classes, when the importance of tlie gu^i'ds and 
detacbmettts requires it. Tiieir roster is kept at division and brigade ' 
headquarters. In the company, Sergeants, Corporals, and privates 
form'^distinct rosters^ 

553. Officers, non-commissioned officers, and soldiers take duties of 
the first class in the order stated, viz : the first for the detail, takes the 
grand guards ; the Dext,.the interior guards ; the last, the police guards ; 
and the same rule' in regard to the details and duties of the -^ second 
class. In the details f«r the third class, the senior oifioer takes the 
largest party. The party first for detail takels the service out of camp. 

554. When the officer who^e taur it is, is not able to take it, or is not 
present at the hour of marching, the next after him takes it. When a^ 
^uard has passed the chain of sentinels, or an interior gnar^ has readied 
its post, the officer whose tour it was cannot then take it. lie takes the 
tour of the officer who has taken his. When an officer is prevented by 
sickness from taking his tour, it passes. These rules apply equally to 
non-commissioned officers and Soldiers. * 

555. Duties, of' the first and second classes are credited on the roster 
irben the guards or detachments have passed the chain of sentinels, or 
an interior guard has reached its post ; ftvtigue duties when the parties 
have passed the chain or begun the duties in camp. 

556. Every officer, non commissioned officer, or soldier on duty of the 
first.claas, or who is of the next detail for puch duty, takes, when re- 
lieved, the duty of the second or third class that has fallen to him du- 
ring that, time, unless he has marched for detachment of more thaii 
twenty- fijur hour A. 

<^57. Soldiers march with knapsacks on all duties of the first olast; 



and with ftnaii and equipments <)(miplete on ttU wprking partiw o«t of 
the canip, unless otherwise ordered. In tbe cavalry, fioreee are packed 
for all mounted service. 

\ 558. In the eavairy, dismonated men» and those whose horses are not 
In order, are preferred for the detail for dismounted senrtoe. Those 
who are moanted are never employed on those services, if the namber 
of the othar class are saffioient. 
559. Every non-oommi^sioned offioer and soldier in , the cavalry de- 

• tailed iift dismoanted service m^ust, before he marches, take to the First 
Sergeant of the troop, or Sergeant of his squad, his horse equipments 
and his valise ready packed* jn case of alarm, the First Sergeant sees 
that the horses of these men are equipped and led to the rendezvoas. 
' 5§0. These rales in regard to the Tester apply also to service in gar- 
rison. < 

POLICE GVAKD. 

56 1 < In each regiment a pulice guard 4s detailed every day, oonni«t* 
in'g of two Sergeants, three GorpfKPals, two drummers, and men enough 
to furnish the required sentinels and patrols. The men are taken from 
all the com pames, from each in proportion to Its strength.^ The guard 
is oommanded by a Lieutenant, under the supervision of a Captain, as 
/egiroental offic^ of the day. It furnishes ten sentinels at the camp ; 
-one over the av9>s of the g;uard; one at the Coloners tent; three on 
the color front— one of them ov» the collars; three, fifty paces in rear 
of the field officers' tents ; and one on each fiank, between it and the 
next regiment. If itis a fiank regiment, one more sentinel is posted on 
the outer flank* 

562. An advanced post is dotaehed from the police guard, composed 
of a Sergeant, a Corporal, a drummer, and- nine men to furnis'h senti- 
nels and the guard over the prisoners. The tiieti are first of the guard 
ruster from each company. The men of l^e advanced .post must not 
leave it under any pretext. Their .meals are sent to the post. The ad» 
vanced post furnishes three sentinels ; two a few paces in front of the 
poeli, opposite the right and left wing of the regiment, posted so as to 
see as far as posisible to the front, and one over the arms. 

563. In the cavalry, dismounted men are employed in preference on 
the police guard.' The mounted men on guard are sent in successicm, 
a part at*a time, to groom their horses. The advanced post isaivaya 
farmed of mounted inen. 

564. In each company, a Corporal has charge of the stabje-goard. 
Hie tour begins at retreat, and ends at morning stabJe-call. The stable- 
guaid is large enough to relieve the men on poet every two hours. They 
aleep in their tents, and are called by the Corporal when wanted* At 
retreat be closes the streets of the camp with* cords, or uses other pr«» 
eautions to prevent the eseape of loose horses. 

565. The officer of the day is eharged with the order and cleanliiieBS 
_of the camp ; a fatigue is furnished to him -when the number ot pris- 

oners is insuifioient to dean the camp. He has ^e calls beaten by tii* 
^Irammer of the guard. 

566; Tbe police guard and the adiaaced post nay the samebononoa 
«»tber guards. They take arms when an armed Dody ap^roacbev. 

567. The eentinel over the colors has orders not to peratltiketti f» 
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be moved, except hi presence of an escort; to let no one tooeb them 
but. the oelor^bearor, or the Sergeant of the police guard wlien be ie 
accompanied by two arme^ men. 

568, The sentinels on the color front permit no soldier to take arme^ 
from the stacks, except by order oCrftome officer, or a non-commissioned 
officer of the |i;uard. The sentinefat the Ooloners tent ^has orders to 
warn him, day or night, ot any unusual movement in or about the camp. 

569. Tlie sentinels on the front, flanks, and rear, see that no soldier 
leaves camp with horse or arms, unless conducted by a non*oommi8* 
sioned officer* They prevent non-commissioned officers and soldiery 
from' passing out at night, except to go to the sinks, and mark if they ^ 
return. They arrest, at any time, suspicious persons prowling about the 
camp I and at ni«;ht, every one who attempts to enter, even the soldiers * 
of other corps. Arrested persons are sent to the officer of the guard, 
who sends them, if necessary, to the Officer of the day. -'. 

^ 570. The sentinels on^the front of the advanced post have orders to 
permit neither non-commissioned officers or soldiers' to pass the line, ^ 
Without reporting at the advanced post ; to warn ^he acivnnced post of - 
the approach of any armed body, and to^rrest all suspicious persons. 
The Sergeant sends persons so arrested to the officer of ^e guard, and 
warns him of the approach of any armed body: ^ . 

571. The sentinel over the^ arms* at the advanced jspst guards the^ 
prisoners and keeps sight of them, and suflbrs no one% converse with 
them without permission. They are only permitted ta go to the siuks . ' 
one at a time, and under a sentinel. , 

572. If any one is to be^ passed out of camp at night, the officer of the 
guard sends him under escort to the advanced post, and the Sergeant 
of the post has him passed over the chain. 

573. At retreat, the officer of the guard has the roll of his guard 
called, and inspect arms, to see that they are loaded and in order ; and 
visits the advanced post for the same purpose. The Sergeant of the 
police guard, accompanied by two armed soldiers, folds the colors and 
lays them on the trestle in the i^ear of the arms. He sees that the sutr 
ler's storbs are dosed/and the men leave them, and that tlie kitchen 
fires are put out at the appointed hour. 

574. The officer of the day satisfies hilnself frequently during the 
night of the vigihince of the police guard and advanced posti He. 
prescribes patrols and rounds to be made by the officer and non-com* 
missioned officers of the guard. The officer of tjie guard orders them 
when he thinks necessary. He visits the sentinels frequently. 

575. At reveille, the police guard takes arms ; the officer of the gmu-d 
inspects it and the advanced' post. The Sergeant re-plante the oplors in 
place. At retreat and reveille the advanced post takes arms ; the 
Sergeant makes his report to. the officer of the guard when he visits the 
post. . .♦ ^ 

576. When necessary, the camp is covered at night with small out- 
poets, forming a double chain of sentinels. These posts are under the- 
orders of the commander of the police^guard, and are visited by his patf 
rols and rounds. , j 

577. The officer of the guard makes his report of his tour of service, 
iucluding the advanced post, and sends it, after the guard is marched 
Qff« to the officer of the day. 
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578. When the regiment morefaes, the men of the police guar^ return 
to tbeir companiee, except those of the adranced post In the cavalry, 
at the sound ** boot^ind saddle/' Ibe officer of the guard sendfl one-half 
the men to saddle and'^ack ; when the regiment assembles, all the men 
join it. 

679. When the camping party precedes the regiment, and the new 
police guard marches with the camping party, the guard, on reaching 
the camp, forms in line thirty paces in front of the centre of the ground 
marked for the regiment. 1 he officer of the guard furnishes the senti- 
nels required by the commander of the camping party. 
The adTanped post takes its station. 

580. The advanced post of the old police guard takes charge of the 
prisoners' on the inarch, and marches, bayonets fixed, at the centre of 
the regiment. On reaching the camp, it turns orer the prisoners to the 
new advanced post. 

581. The aetail for the picket is made dnily, after the details for duty 
of first class, and from the next for detail on the roster of that class. 
It is designed to furnish detachments and .guards unexpectedly called 
for in the twenty-four hoursf* it counts as a tour of the first elass to 
those who have marched on detachment or guard, or who have passed 
the night in biVouac, . - . 

582. The officjers, non-commissioned offioers^ and soldiers of the picket 
are at all times dressed and equipped ; the horses are saddled, and 
knapsacks and valises ready to be put on. 

583. Detachments and guards from the picket are taken from the 
head of the picket roll in each company, and, if possible, equally from 
each company. The picket of a regiment is composed of a Lieutenant, 
two Sergeants, four Corporals, a £rummer, and about forty privates. 
For a smaller f[)rce, the picket is in proportion to the strength of the 
detachment. ' 

584. Officers and men of the picket who march on detachment or 
guard before retreat, will bo replaced. 

585. The picket is assembled by the Adjutant at guard-mounting ; it 
is posted twelve paces in the rear of the guard, and is inspected by its 
own commander. When the guard has marched in review, the com- 
mandant of the picket marches it to the left of the police guard, where 
it stacks its'lirms, and is dismissed ;^ the arms are under charge of the 
sentinel of the police guard. ' • 

586. The picket is^ly assembled by the orders of the Colonel or of- 
ficer of the day. It Wrtas on the left of the police guard. 

587. The officer of the day requires the roll of the picket to be called 
frequently during the day ; the call is sounded from- the police guard. * 
At roll-cdils and inspections, infantry pickets assemble with knapsacks 
on ; cavalry on foot. The picket is assembled at retreat ; the officer 
has the roll called, and inspects the arms. The pickets sleep in their 
tents, bpt without vndressiog. 

588. The picket does not assemble at night except in cases of alarm, 
or when the whole or a part is to march j then the officer of the day 
ealls the officers, the latter the « non-commissioned officers, and *these 
the men, for which purpose each ascertains the tents of those he is to 
call ; they are lissembled without beat of drum or other noise. At 
flight, eavalry pickets assemble tnoUnted. 
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589. Pic^eta rejoin their companies ^epevertbe regiment fs under 
arms fur review^, drill, march, or battle. » 

GRAND GUARDS AND OTHER OUTPOSTS. 

590. Grand guards are the advanced posts of a cnmp or cantonment, 
and should cover the approached fto it. Tlieir number, st^n^th and 
position are regulated by the commanders of brigades; ixf detached 
corps, by the commanding officer. When it can be, the grand guarde 
of cavalry and iniantry are combinlbd, the cavalry furnishing the ad* 
vanced sentinels. When the cavalry is weak, the grand guards are in* 
fantry, but furnished with a few cavalry soldiers, to get and carry In- 
tel li^jence of the.enemy. 

591. The strength of a grand guard of a brigade ^ill depend on its 
object and the. strength of the regiments, the nature of the country.the 
position (»f the enemy, an^ the disposition of the inhabitants. It is 
usually commanded by a Captain* 'm .< 

592. Under the supervisions of the Generals of Division and Brigade, 
the grand gustrds are specially under the direction of a field oiftcer of 
the day in each brigade. Ifi case of necessity, Captains may be added 
to the roster of Lieutenant-Colonels and Majors for this detail. 

593. Staff oflBcere sent from divisicm headquarters tu inspect the posts 
of grand guards, give them orders omy in urgent cases, and ip th^ ab- 
sence of the field officer of the day of the brigade. 

594. Grand guards usually mount at the (»ame time as the other- 
guards, but may mount before daybreak if the General of Brigade 
thinks it necessary to double the outposte at that time. In this case 
they assemble and march without noise, and during their march throw 
out scouts; this precaution should always be taken in the first posting 
of a grand guard. The doubling^ of guards weakens the corps and 
fatigues the men, and should seldom be resorted to, and never when 
preparing to march or fight. 

595.^ A grand guiM is conducted to its post, in the first instance, by 
the field officer of the day, guided bV a staff officer who accompanied 
the General in his rQconnoissance. After the post has been establishedt 
the commander sends to the field, officer of the day, when necet^sary, a 
soldier of the guard to guide the relieving guard to the pQst. lie also 
sends to him in the evening a Corporal or trusty man of the guard for 
the note containing the parole and countersign, and sends them before 
dark to the detached posts. He will not suffer his guard po be relieved 
except by a guanj of the brigade, or by special dAers. 

596 : If there is no pass to be i'bserved or defended, the grand guards 
are placed near the centre of the ground they are to observe, on shel- 
tered, and, if possible, high ground, the better to conceal their strength 
and^ observe the enemy ; they ought nqt to be placed near the.edge of a 
wood. When, during the day, they are placed very near or in sightof - 
the enemy, they fall back at night on posts selected farther to the rear. 

597. In broken or in mouutainous countries, and particularly if the 
inhabitants are ill-dispoaed, intermediate posts must be established 
when«it is necessary to post the grand guard d^istant from the camp. 

598. -Grand guards are chiefly to watch Abe enemy in front; their 
flanks are protected by each other, and the camps must furnish posts te 
protect their rear and secure their retreat. 
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^599. Grand gtuirdfl are ««ldoni intrenched, and never vttboui the 

orders .')f the General, except by a barrroade or ditch, when exposed in 

a plnin to attacks of cavalry. 

600. The Generai of Division, if he thinks proper, changes the sta- 
lk tions and orders of these gunrds, and establishes posts to conaeot the 

brii£ades or protect the exterior flanks. 

601. After a grand guard is posted, the first care of the commander 
and of the field officer of the day, is to get news of the enemy; then to 
re<^nhoitre his position, and the roads, bridges, fords, and defilesi 
This reeonnoisance determines the force and position of the small posts 

' and their sentinele day and night. These posts, according to their Im- 
portance, are commanded by officers or non-com mission ed^fficers ; the 
cavalry, posts may be relievM every four or eight hoars. 

602. The commander of a grand guard receives detailed instructions 
from the General and field Officer of the day of the brierade, and in- 
strncts the commanders of the small posts as to their d^uties and the ar-. 
rangements for the defence or retread. The commanders of grand 

• p^aards may, in urgent cases, change the positions of the small posts. 
If the small posts are to change their pofthtohs at night, they w/iit until 
the grand guard have got tnto position, and darkness hides their move- 
ments from theeiiemy; then march silently and rapidly under the 
chlirge of an officer. 

• 603. In detached corps, small posts of picked men are at night sent 
forward on the roads by which the enemy may attack or turn the posi- 
tion. They watch the forks of the roads, keep silence, conceal them- 
seilres, light no fires, and often change place.- They announce the ap- 

. proach itf the enemy by signals agreed upon, and retreift by routes ex- 
amined during the day, to places selected, and rejoin the guard, at day- 
break. 

604. Grand guards have special orders in each case, and the follow- 
ing in all ca8(^s : to inform the nearest posts and the field officer of the 
day, or the General of Br^ade, of the march and m4)vemi'nt8 of the 
SQeaiy, and of the attacks they receive or fear; to examine every per- 

' son passing tiear the post, particularly those coming from withcmt; to 
arrest suspicious persons, and all soldiers and camp-fullow€r* who try 
lb pass out without permission, and to send to the General, unless other- 
wise directed, all country people. who come in. 

605. All out-guards stand to arms at night on the approach of pat- 
rols, rounds, or other parties; the sentinel over the arms has orders to 
call them out. * ' - 

606. Advanced posts will not take arms for inspection or ceremony 
when it would expose them to the view of the enemy. 

607. Grand guards are often charged with the care and working of 
tielesraphic signals. • 

603. The sentinels 1%nd videttes are placed on points from whfch they 
can see farthest, taking care not to brettk their connection with each 
other or with their poets. They are concealed from the enemy as mnch 
Ail possible by ^alld, or trees, or elevated ground. It is generally even 
of more advantaice not to be seen than to see far. They should noib.be 
placed near covers, where the enemy may capture them. 

609. A sentinel should always bo ready to fire, videttes carry their 
.pistols or carbines in their hands. A sentinel m list be sure of the 
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presanee of ^n en^my before be Bres ^ once^satisfied of that, be mfist 
ftre, though all defence on his part be useless, asNhe safety of the post 
may depend on it. Sentinels iire on all persons deserting to the enexny. 

610. If the post must be where a sentinel on it ean not communicate 
"With the guard, a corporal and three men are detached for it, or the 
sentinels are doubled, that one may communicate with the guard. 
Daring the day the communication maybe mad^ by signals, such as 
raising a ^ap or handkerchief. At night sentinels are placed on low . 
ground, the better to see otijects against the sky^ 

611. ^ To lessen the duty of rounds, and keep more men on the, alert . 
at night, sentinels are relieved every hour. To prevent sentinels from 
being surpri9!fed, it is sometimes well to precede the countersign by sig- 
nals, such as striking the musket with the hand, striking the hands to,- 
jgether, &o. ' 

612. On the approach of any one at night, the sentinel orders — 
^* Haiti" If the order is not obeyed after once repeated, he fires. If 
obeyed, he calls — ** Who goes there f" If answered — ''Rounds'* or 
*' Patrol,** he Says— "JLiuawcc with the counter sigr^** If more than one 
advance at the same time, or the person who advances fails to give the 
countersign or lignal agreed on, the.sentinel fires, and falls back on his 
guard. The sentinel oVer the arms, as soon, as his hail is answered, 
turns out the guard, and the corporal goes to reconnoitre. When it is 
desirable to hide the position of the sentinel from the enemy, the hail 
is replaced by signals ; the sentinel gives the signal, and those approach- 
ing the counter signal. ^ \ 

613. With raw troops, or when the light troops of the enemy are nu- 
merous or active, and when the country is broken or wooded, th^night 
stormy or dark, sentinels should be doubled. In this case, while one 
watches, the other, called a flying ^entinel, move^ about, examining tli^ 
paths and hollows. . 

*'6l4. The commandants of grand guards visit the sentinels often; 
. change their positions when necessary ; make them repeat their orders ; 
teach them linder^what circumstances and at what signals to retire, and 
particularly not to fall back directly on their gufird if pursued, but^to f 
lead the enemy in a circuit, 

615. At night, "half the men of the grand guard offpost watch under 
arms, while the rest lie down, arms by their side. The horses are al- 
ways bridled ; the horsemen hold the Teins, and must not sleep. 

616. When a grand guard of cavalry is so placed as not to be liable 
to a sudden attack from the enemy, the General may permit the horses 
to be fed during the night, xmbri^Hng for this purpose a fe^ at a; time 
— ^the horsemen beiAg vigilant to prevent them fi»m iuBcaping. 

617. An hour before break of day, infantry grand guards stand to 
arms, and cavalry giount. At the advanced posts, some bf^be infantry 
are all night under arms, some of the cavalry on horseback* 1 

618. The commander of a grand guard regulates the numbefs, the 
hours, and the march of patrols and rpunds, according to the strength 
qf his troop an4 the necessity for precaution ; and, accompanied by 
those who are to command the'patrols. and rounds during the night, h^ 
will recennoitre all the route they are to foilow. 

619. Patrols and rounds march slowly, in silence, and with great 
precaution ; halt frequently to listen, and examine the grouiid. ^Ehe 
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rouodei consist of an officer or non-commissioned officer, anU two or three 
men. 

620. Toward the br^ak of day the patrols ought to be more frequent, 
and sent to greater distances. They examine the hollow-ways, and 
ground likely to conceal an enemjT} but with great caution, to avoid be- 
ing cat off) or engaged in an unequal combat ; if they meet the enemy, 
they fire and attempt- to stop his marph. While the patruls are out the 
posts are under arms. 

621. Cavalry patrols should examine the country to a greater distance 
than infantry, and report to the infantry guard every thing they obi»erve. 
The morning patrols and scouts do not return until bruad daylight; 
and when they return, the night sentinels are withdrawn, and the posts 
for the day resumed. * 

622. When natrols are sent beyond the advanced posts, the posts and 
sentinels should be warned. 

623. On their j-etnrn^ commanders of patrols report in regard to the 
ground and every thing they have observed of the movements of the 
enemy, or of bis posts, and the commandant of the grand guard reports 
to the field officer of the day.;, 

624. The fires of the grand gi&ards should be hidden by a wall, or 
ditch, or other screen. To deceive the enemy, fires are soibietinies made 
on ground not occupied. Fires are not permitted at small posts liable 
.to surprise, 

625\ The horses of cavalry guards are Watered or fed by detachments ; 
daring which the rest are ready to mount. . 

626. If a body of troops attempt to enter the camp at night, unless 
their arrival has been announced, or the commander is known to, or is 
the bearer of a written order to the commander of the grand guards, 
he stops them, and sends the commander hnder escort to the field officer 
of tjbe day, and warns the post near him. 

627. Bearers of flags are not permitted to pass the outer ohnin of sen- 
tinels ; their faces are turned from the post of army ; if necessary their 
eyes are bandaged; a non commissioned officer stayk with them -to pre- 
vent indiscretion of the setitinels^ 

628. The commandant of the grand guard receipts for dispatches, and 
sends them to the field officer of the day or General of Brigade, and dis- 
xnisses the bearer ; but if he has discovered what ought to be concealed 
from the enemy, he is detained as long as necessary. J 

629. Deserters ure disarmed at the advanced posts, and sent to the 
eoibtimander of the grand guard, who gets from them all the information 
he can concerning hi^ post. If many come at night they are received 

' cautiously, a few at a time. They are sent in the morning to the field 
officer of the day, or to the nearest post or camp, to be conducted to the 
General of the brigade. All suspected persons are searched by com* 
manners of the posts. 

630. When an enemy advances to an attack, unless he is in too great 
force, or the ^rand guard is to defend an intrenched post or a defile, it 
-will take position, and execute the movements to check the enemy, act- 
ing as skirmishers, or fighting in close or open order, as may be best. 
The guard joins its corps when in line, or when a sufficient number of 
iroop4 bave.reaehed the i^ound it defends. 
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BMTRENCHSD POSTS. 

631. Unless ihe army be acting on tbe defensive, no* post should be 
intrenched, except to cover the uteak parts of the line, 'or at points 
vrhich the enemy cannot avoid, or in moan tain warfare, or to the oiose 

of a defile, or to cover winter quartevp. . I 

632. Posts connected with the operations of an army are intrenched 
only by order of the General commandingin^cbief or a General of Di- 
vision. 

633. Any intrenchmont that requires artillery, is considered'as a post, 
and a guard or gaTrison and a commander are assigned to it. 

634. The General who establishes an intrenched poHt gives to itsoom^ 
' mander detailed instructions in regard to its defence, and the circum- 
stances under which the defence shuuld cease. 

63iJ. The commi^nder reconnoiters his'post; distributes the troops ; 
posts the officers and non-commissioned officers; forms a reserve ; gives 
orders for all contingencies he can f(>reBee; ^supposes an attack, and' ar* 
ranges bis troops for defence, so as to prepare them for an attack, day or 
nighl;. *\ . . , , 

6^6., In dark weather he redoubles his vigilance, and changes tha 
. hours and direction of the rounds and parols. He permtts no flags of 
truce, deserters or strangers to enter. If a flag ought to pa<i8 his post, 
he bandages his eyes. lie refuses admittance to a relief or any other 
party until he has carefully examined them. In case of an attack, he 
does not wait for orders or hold a council. Having defended bis post ^ 
tu the lust extremity, or trll the purpose of the defence, according to his 
instructions, .is answered, he may then spike bis guns and rejoin the 
army under cover of night, or by cutting his way through the enemy. 

DETACHMENTS. 

637. 'When a detachment is to be formed from the different regtmenta 
of a brigade, the Assistant AdjutantGenerf^tof the brigade assemblbs^ 
it, and turns it over to the commander^ 

638. When a detachment is to be formed from different' brigades, the 
Assistant Adjutant- General in each, forms the contingent of tbe brigade^ 
and semis it to the plane of assembling. 

639. Detachments are generally formed by taking battalions, squad* 
- rons, companies, platoons in turn, according to the roster for suoh 

detail. , , I 

640. When the detach nieni is to consist of men from every company | 
or troop, the first on the roster for guard are taken. 

64L Officers, non-commissioned officers, and soldiers, whose tour it is 
to go on detachment, if employed otherwise at the time, are relieved 
from the duty they are on, if they can reach the camp in time to march 
^ith the detachment. • 

642. When detachments meet, the command is regulated while they 
serve together as if they formed one detachment. But the senior officers 
oannot prevent the commander of any detachment from moving, when 
he thinks proper, to execute the or4ers he has received. 

643. On the return of a detachment, the commander reports to tbl 
headquarters from whioh he rdceiv«d his orders. 
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644. Naar an enemy, daily reoooninfifincea are made to obsenre ih« 
I grqiind in front, and to discover whether the ad?anoed guards of the * 
[ enemy have been inqreased or pot in motion, or any other sig^n of his 

preparation for march or action. • 

I • 6-^. They are Qiade by small parties of caralry and infantry, from 
the brigade, onder the direction of the Qenernl uf DiyiKion cr the General 
of a separate brigade, and to less di^taitoe by the pastoral of the grand 
Iruard, and are not repeated. at the ^nme hour or by tiie same t'oute. Oa 
the plain, rectmnoisances are made by cavalry ; among mountains, by 
infantry, with aiew horsemen to carry intelligence. 

646 Beconnoitering parties observe the following precautions : to 

leave small posts, or sentinels at intervals, to transmit intelligence to 

the advanced posts of an army, util^^s the return as to be by a different 

. route; t^) march with caution, to avoid fightfng ; and see, if possible, 

i without being seen ;, to keep an advanced guard ; to Fend well mounted 

: men ahead of the advanced guard ; and oil the Bntrk of the party; to 

1 instruct the scouts that no two should enter a defile or mount a hill to- 

y gether, but to go one at a time, while one watches to carry the news if 

the other is taken. 

647. Before daybreak the advanced guard a..d scouts are drawn 
closer; the party then mnreh slowly and silently, stop frequently to 
listen, and keep the l^orges that neigh in the rear. The party should 
entpr no wood, detile, villajge, or inclosure, until it has been iully ex- 
amined by the scouts. 

648. Special reeonnoisancei^ are made under the instruction of th« 
General in command, by such officers and with such force ns he may 

I direct. 

I 649. Offensive or forced reconnoieances are to ascertain with certainty 
i pVints in the enemy*8 position, or his stretigth. They are sometimes 
I preludes to real actions, and sometimes only demonstrations. They' 

drive in his outposts, and sometimes ehgage special corps of his line. 

They are only made by order of the General commanding-in-chief, or * 

tbe commander of an isf)lated corps. 

650. In all reports of reconnoisances, the officer making them shall 
distinguish eipressly what he has seen from the accounts be has not 
bc«n able td verify personally. 

651. In special and offensive reconnoisances, the report must be ac- 
eompanied by a field-sketch of the localities, the dispositions and defen- 
ces of the enemy* \ 

' rARTISAXS AND FLANKERS. 

652. The operations of partisan corps depend on the nature and 
, theatre of the war; tiiey enter into the general plan of operations, and 
f are conducted under the orders of tlie General commanding-ip-chief. 

653. The composition and strength of 4)arti8an \)orps and detachment 
o^bnkers depend on the objeoc, the difficulties,. the distance, and the 
pMiable time of the expedition. 

. 654, The purpose of these isolated corps is to reconnoitre at a dis- 
tanoe on tbe flankp of the army, t ) protect its operations, to deceive the 
eBemy* to interrupt bU eommunications, to intercept his couriers and 
hw Gorrespondtooo, to threaten or destaroy bis magaainiSf, to oarry aff 
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his posts and his convoys, or, at all events, to retard bis march by ^ t 
making him detach largely for their protection. ^ J 

655. While these corps fatigue the enemy and embarrass his opera- I 
tions, they endeavor to inspire confidence and secure the good wil^of \ 
the inhabitants in a friendly country, and to hold them in check ia an 
enemy's country. 

656. They move actively, appear unexpectedly on different points, ta 
such a manner as to make it impossible to estimate their force, or ti> 
tell whether Ihey are irregular forces or an advanced guard. 

657* These operations reqxiire vigilance, secresy, energy, and prompt* 
ness. The partisan commander must frequentiy supply by stratag^eto 
and audojcity what he wants in numbers. 

658. These detachments are sometimes composed of different arms, 
but th 9 service belongs more particularly to the light cavalry, which 
can move to a distance by rapid marches, surprise the enemy, attack 
unexpectedly, and retire as promptly. 

659. Stormy weather, fogs, extreme heat, and the night above' all, 
are favorable to the success of ambuscades; when the enemy are care- 
less, the I9reak of day is the best time. A partisan commander should 
communicate to his second in command, his secret orders, the directioi^ 
and object of the expedition, and the different points of junction with 
the army. 

660. Guides of the country and spies are often necessary to the parti- 
san. They are examined separately, and confronted if their accounts 

^differ. When there is but one guide, he marches with the advanced 
guard, guarded by two men, and bound if necessary. Peddlers and 
smugglers are specially suitable for spies. 

661. A £t time to attack a convoy is at a halt, or when they begfn to 
park, or when they are watering, passing a wood or a defile ; at a be&d 
of the road, a bridge or s^ep ascent, 

662. The attacking party may be principally cavalry, with some in- 
fantry. The first object is to disperse the escort. A part of the de- 
tachment attacks the main body of the escort, another the wag(»ns, and 
a third is iln reserve ; skirmishers line the road, and try to cnt the 
traces, and to seize the front and rear wagons, and turn them acros&the 
road, to prevent the train from advancing or retreating. 

663. If the convoy is parked, the cavalry^'surrounds it, assails the e^ 
cort, and tries to draw it away from the train. The infantry then en- 
gage the troops remaining at the pifrk; slip under the wagons, and get 
into the park. When the cavalry is alone and the enemy are shakeoy 
they dismount a portion of the men to supply the want of infanbry. 

664. If it is a large convoy, the principal attack is made on the cen- 
, tre ; the most valuable wagons are also selected and additional horsea 

are put to them if the attack is successful. Those that cannot be car-^ 
ried off are burned. ^ ► 

MARCHES. 

665. The object of the movement and the nature of the ground ddQh 
mine the order of march, the kind of troops in each column, and ti)e 
number of columns. 

666. The force is divided into as many columns as cirenmstances'per* 
mit, without weakening any one too much. They ought to [treaerv*. , 
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their coinmonioatiAxit, »dcI bo within anpporting distAOce of each o^er. 
The commander of each column ought to know the strength and direc- 
tion of the others. 
.667. The advance and rear guards are usually light troops ; their 

\ strength and composition depend on the nature of the ground and the 
position of the enemy. They serve to cover, the movements of the 
army, and to hpld Ake enemy in check until the General has time to 
make his arrangements. , 

I 668. The advance guard is not always at the head of a colomn ; in a 

march to a flanlc, it takes such positions as cover the movement. Sap- 

I pers are attached to the advanced guard if required.. 

669. The *' general" sounded one hour before the time of marching. 
Is the signal to strike tents, to load the wagons, and pack horses, and 
send them to the placfs of assembling. The fires are then put out, and 
care taken to avoid burning straw, &c., ors giving to the enemy atfy 
othf r indication of the movement. 

670. The ** march" will be beat in the infantry, and the " advance" . 
; sounded in the cavalry, in succession, as each is to take its place in the 

column. 

671. When the army should form suddenly to meet the enemy, the 
" long rolV* is beat, and " to horsed* sounded. The troops form rapidly 
in front of their camp. 

672. Batteries of artillery and their caissons move with ^ the corps to 
whieh they are attached ; the field train and ambulances march at the 
rear -of the column ; and the baggage with the rear guard. 

673. Cavalry and infantry do not march together, unless the prox- 
imity of the enemy makes it necessary. 

, 674. In cavalry marches, when, distantr from the enemy, each regi-. 

\ ment, and, if possible, ench squodron, forms a separate column, in order 
to ke^p up the same gait^rom front to rear, and to trot, when desirable, 
on good ground. In such cases, the cavalry may leave camp later, and 
ctfn give more rest to th^orses, and more attention to the shoeing and 
harness. Horses are not bridled until the time to start. 

,675. When necessary, the orders specify the rations the men are to 
oarr^ in their tTHversacks. The field officers and Captains make inspec- 
tiontt frequently during the march ; at halts they examine the knap- 
mck^y valises and haverancks, nnd, throw away all articles tiot author- 
ized. . The officers and lion-oom missioned officers of cavalry companies 
attend persc^ally to the packs and. girths. 

676. When it can be avoided, troo][)s should not be assembled on high 
roads or other places where they int^rupt the comniunicetion. 

677. Generals of Divisions and commanders of detached corps send a 
stafiT officer to the rendezvous in advance^ to receive the troops, who, 
un arriving, take their place in the order of battle, and form in close 
eolumn, unless otherwise ordered. Artillery, or traiijis halted on the 
roads^ form in file on one side. 

678. The execution of marchin^^ orders roust not be delayed. If the 
eomnaander l» not at the head of hie troops when they are tomarch^ the 
next in rank puts the column in motion. 

679. If possible, each column is preceded by a detachment of sappers, 
to remove obstacles to the* march, aided, when necessary, by infantry, 
0r tb9 people of the<iOttDtry. The detachment is divided into two sec- 
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ti )n/: ond stops to remove the first obsfaole. the other rnovW on to ilfm 

next. 

680, In nlghfc marches, and at bad places, and at oro«s^rotfd«, when 
necessary, intelUgent noi^^commiBsiotied cheers are posted toVhovrtb« 
way, and are relieved by the regiments as they come up,. 

68L On the march, na one shall fire-a gun, or cry " halt" or ** march,*' 
without orders. ' Hk 

682. Soldiers are not to stop for water ; the canteens snonld be filled • 
before startin^j. ' 

683. It is better to avoid villages ; butif theronte lies through them, . 
officers and noncommissioned officers are to be vigilant to prevent 
8tras;e;lirtg* Halts Should n()t take place at villages, 

684. Besides tlie rear guard, th'e General sometimes takes a detach- 
ment from the last regiment, and adds to it non-commisaioned officerti 
frohi each regiment, to examine villages and all hiding-places en the 
r.oute, to bring up stragglers and seize marauders. -• 

685; In night marches, the Sergeant- M^ij or of each regi;nent remains 
at the rear with a drummer, to give notice when darkness or difficulty 
^tops the march. In cavalry, a trumpet is placed in rear of each ^ 
squadron, and the signal repeated to the head of ,the regiment. 

686. The General and field ofiicers frequently stop, or send oJRcers to- 
the rear, to «ee that the troops march in the prescribed order, and keep 
their distances. To quicken the march, the General warns the Colo- 
nels; i^nd may order a signal to be beat. It is repeated in all the regl* 
meots, ^ ^ • •- 

687. In approaching a defile, the Colonels are warned ; they close 
their regiments as they come up ; each regiment passes peparately, at an 
accelerated pace, and in as close order as possible. The heading regi- 
ment- having passed, and ^left room enough fnr the whole coluiu-n in 
close order, then halts, and moves again as soon ns the last regiment ia 
through, fn the cavalry, each squadron, before quickening the pace to 
rejoin the column, takes its original order of March. 

688. When the distance from the enemy per na its, each f regiment, 
after closing up in front and rear of the.defile, stacks arms. 

689: Halts to rest and re-form the tro< ps are freqlfent during the 
day, depending on the object and length of the march. They are made 
in preference^after the passage of defiles. , ^ , 

690. No honors are paid by troops ()n the maron or at halts. 

691. The sick march with the wagons. " 

692. Led horses of officers, and the horses of dismounted men, follow 
their regiment. The baggage wagons never march in the Columm. 
When the General orders the field train and ambulanpcs to take place 
in the column, he deflignates the position -they shall take. • 

693. If two corps meet on the same roa4, they pass to the right, and 
both continue their march, if the roivi is wide enough ; if it is not, the 
first in the order of battle takes the road, the oUier halts. 

694. A corps fn march must not be out by another. If two corps 
meet at cross- roads, that which arrives last halts if the otht*r is in mxm 
tion.. A corp^ in march passes a corpe at a halt, if it has precedonc# 
in the order of battle, or if the halted corps is not ready to mote at 
once. 

9D5. A column that halts to let another oolmmn pass resumee the 
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mireh in luIvAnce of the train of ihU oolujnn. If a colamn lias to Mffa 
a train, the. train must halt, if neceMary, till the column pasgee. The 
eolmnn which has precedence >mu8t yield it if the oommander, on seeing 
Ike Qrders.uf the other, finds it fur the interest of the service. 

BATTLES. 

69G. Dispositions for battle depend on the number, kind, and quality 



of tke trm^ps ^^josed, on the ground, and on the oljects of the war ; 
but. the fulhiwing rules are to be objjerved generarlly ; 

697. In attacking* the advanced gourd endeavors to capture the ene- 
my's outposts, or cut them off from the main body. Having done so, 
or driven tbem in, it occupfes, in advancing, all the points that can 
i>over or facilitate the march of the army i)r secure its retreat, such as 
bridge:^, defilei^, woods and heights ; it then makes attacks, to occuf^ 
the enemy, without risking too much, and to deceive them as to the 
;march and projects (if the army. 

698. When the enemy is hidden by a curtain of advanced troops, the 
eommandant of the advanced guard sends scouts, under intelligent offi- 
cers, to the right and let^, to ascertain his position and movements. If 
be dues not succeed in this waj, be tries to unmask the enemy b^ de- 
monstrations ; threatens to cut the advance from the main body ) makes 
faNe attacks ;. partial and impetuous charges in echelon; and if all 
fail, h^ makes a real attack to accomplish tiie olject. 

699. DetixchmeutB left by the advanced guard to hold points in the 
reatf rej lin it when other troops come up. If- the army takes a posi- 
tion, and the advanced gudtrd is separated from it by defiles o'r heights, 
the communicfition is) secured by troops drawn from tlie main body. 

700. At proper diNt^iitce from the enemy, the tnuips are formed for 
the attack in s<^verttl lines; if only two can be formed, some battalions 
in eoluniD are p^aced behind tbe tvlngs of the second line. The lines 
m««y be furmed of-^troops iq column or in order of battle, according to 
tbe (ground and plan of attack. 

701. The advanced guard may be put in the tine or on the wings, or 
other position, to aid the pursuit or cover the rctrt'tit. 

702. Tbe reserve is formed of the best troops of f»>ot and horse, to 
- cotnplere a victory of make good a reipeat.^ It is placed in the rear of 

the centre, or chief point of attack or cefence. 

703. Ttte cavalry should be disxributed in echelon on tbe wings and 
at t^e cenlre, on favorable ground. 

704. It should be instructed not to take the gallop until within 
charging distance; never to receive a charge at a halt, but to meet it, 
or, if not strong enough, to retire manoeuvring; and in order to be 
ready for the pursuit, and pr^pured against a reverse, or the attacks of 
the reserve, not to engage all its squadrons at once, but to reserve one 
third, in column or echelon, abreast of or in the rear of one of the 
wings; thi8 arr^ingement is better ihun a second line with intervals. 

^ v705. In the attack, tb^ artillery is employed to silence the flhtteries 
th^t proteet the position. In the defeoi-e, it is better' to direct its fire 
on the advaOiung troops. In eitiicr case, as many pieces are united as 
possible, the fire of artillery beriig formidable in proportion to its con- 
tsootvatloii. " 

706. In battli0«id military r^ irati6ns it i< better to atscime tbe 
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offentive, and pufc the enem^ oirthe defensiTO; bui to l>e safe i& doing 
80* requires a larger force than the enemy, or better troops, and favora- 
ble ground. When obliged to act on the defensive, the advantage of 
position and of making the attack may sometimes be secured by form- 
ing in rear of the ground on which we are to fight, and advancing at 
the moment of action, {n mountain^warftire, the assailant has always 
the disadvantage ; and even in offensive warfare, in ^ open field, it 
may frequently be very important, when the artiller^s well posted, 
and any advantage of the ground may be secured, to await the enemy 
and compel him to attack. # "^ ^ , 

707. /The attack should be made with a superior force on the defen- ' 
sive point of the enemy's position, by masking this -by false attacks and 
demonstrations on other poiiits, and by concealing the troops intended 
for it by the ground or by other troops in the front. 

708. Besides the arrangements which depend on the supposed plan 
of the enemj, the wings must be protected by the ground, or supported 
by troops in eihelon ; if the attack of the enemy is repulsed, the offen- 
sive must at once be taken, to inspire the troops, to disconcert the ene- 
my, and often' to decide the action. In thus taking the offensive, a 
close column should be pushed rapidly on the wing or fiank of the en- 
emy. The divisions of this column form in the line of battle succes- 
sively, and each division moves to the front as soon as formed, in order, 
by a rapid attack in echelon, to prevent the enemy from changing front 
or bringing u[) his reserves. In all arrangements, especially in those 
for attaclj^s, it is most important to conceal tjie design until themonrant 
of execution, and then to execute it with £ne greatest rapidity. The 
night, therefore, is preferred for the movement of troops on the flank 
or rear of the enemy, otherwise it is necessary to mask their msu^ch by 
qpfgrand mo?ement in front, or by taking a wide circuit. 

709. In making an attack, the cdmmunications to the rear and for re- 
treat must be secured, and the General must give beforehand all neces- 
pary orders to provide for that events 

710. When a success is gained, the light troops should pursue the 
enemy promptly and rapidly. The othef troops will restore order in 
their columns, then advance from position to position, always prepared 
for an attack ^ to support the tt^ops engaged. 

711. Be&re the action, the Generals indicate the places where they 
will be ; if^they change poisition, they give notice of it, or leave a stf^ 
oTfficer to show where they have gone 

712. During the fight the offieers and non commissioned o£Bcers keep 
the men in the ranks, and enforce obedience, if necessary. Soldiers 
must not be permitted to lea^e the ranks to strip or rob the dead» nor 
to assist the wounded, unless by express permission, which is only to 
be given after the action is decided. The highest interest and duty is 
to win the victory, which only can insure proper care of tb6 wounded, 

7I3.jpBefore the action, the Quartermaster of the division makes a1| 
the necessary arrangements for the transportation of the wounded. U 
establishes the ambulance depots in the rear, and gives hi^ aseistanP 
the necessary instruction for the service of the ambulance wagons aid 
other means of removing the wounded. ^ ' 

714. The ambulance depot to which the wounded are cajrticd or di- 
rected for ipimediato treatment, is generally establislied^lt the fnost 
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coDTenlent bailding nearest the field of battle. A red Jtag markt ite 
I place, or the way to it, to the coDductore of the ambulanoes add to the 
[ woanded who can waJk, 
\ 715; The active ambolaDces follow the troope engaged to siiooor the 

vonnded and^xemoTe^hem to the depots ; for this purpose the oonduo- 

tor should always have the necessary assistants, that Uie epldien may 

have DO excase to leave the ranks for that object. 

716. The medical director of the division, after consaltation with the 
Qiu^rtermaster-Oeneral, distribates the medical officers and hospital 
attendants at bis disposal, to the depots and active ambulaxi^des. Ha 
will send officers and attendants when practicable, to the active amba- . 
lances, to relieve the wounded who require treatment before being t^ 
moved from the ground. He will see that the depots anil ambulanoea 
are provided with the necessary apparatus, medicines and stores. He 
will take post and render his professional services at the. principal 

^depots. 

717. If the enemy endanger the depot, the Qnartermaslier takes the 
orders of the Qeneral to remove it or strengthen Its guard. '. 

71& The wounded in the depots, and the sick are reoioved aa aoon as 
possible to the hospltlaltf that have been established by the Qnartermaa- 
• ter-General of the army on the flanks or rear of the army. 

719. After an action, the officers on ordnance duty collect the muni- 
tions of war left on the field, and make a return of them to the General. 
The Qoart^^rmaster's Department collects the rest of the pablip proper^, 
captured, and make the returns to headquarters. ' 

7^. Written reports for the General commandingln-chief are m^6 , 
by conamandants of r^ments, batteries, and separate squadrons, and 
by all commanders of a higher grade, each in what concerns his owii 
eonimand, and to his immediate commander. 

721. When an officer or soldier deserves m#ntion for conduct in ac- 
tion, a special report shall be made in his case, and the General c(Mn* 
znapding-in-chief decides whether to mention him in his report to tha v, 
l^olremment and in his orders. But he shall not be mentioned in the 
report until he has been mentioned in the orders to the army. These 
special reports are examined with care by the intermediate command- 
ers, to verify the facts, and secure commendation ai^d revrards to the 
meritorious only. , 

722. The report of battles, which must freauenily be made before 
these tpeeial reports of persons are scrutiniKed, is confined to general 
praise^or blame, and an account of the operations. 

PltlSONERS or WJLM. 

723. Prisoners of war will be dismned and sent to the rear, and re- 
ported ae soon as practicable to the headquarters. The retum^bf , pri- 
soiiere from the headquarters of the Army to the War Department will . 

specify the humber, rank, and %orp8. ' 

724. The^jrivate proi>erty of prisoners will be duly resp^cted,^^ and 
en<^l^ shall be treated with the regard due to hie rank, -^bey are io > 
obey the necessary orders given them. They receive for subsistence 
one ration each, without regard to rank; and the wounded are to be 
treated with the same care as the wounded of IN anny. Other allovr

726. Exchanges of prisoners and release of oflScers on parole depend 
on the orders of the General commandipg-in-ohief, under the instruc- 
tions of gpyeromenk -^ 

covr&n AJSD rntin iscobts. •* 

726. The strMif^th and composition of the escort of a conroy depend 
on CBe ooantry, the nature and yalue of the conyoy, and the dangers it 
may inoor. ^ A large escort is required for a cpnToy of powder, that 
the defence may not be near the train. 

727. Cavalry is employed in escorts chiefly to reconnoitre ; the pro*^- 
portion is larger as the country is more open. 

728. Pioneers or working parties are attached to convojrs to mend 
roads, remove obstacles, and erect, defences. The convoys should always ^ 
be provided with spare wheels, poles, axes, &o, 

729. The commandant of the escort should received detailed instruc- 
tions in writing. 

730. As far as the defence permits, the commander of the escort 
shall refer to the officer in charge of the convoy for the hours of depar- 
ture, the haltft, the parking and order of the train, and the precautions 
against accidents. 

7/Sl. Officers who accompany the convoy, but do norbelong to the^ 
cort, shall exercise no authority in it. except by consent of the comman- 
der. If these of&cers are junior to the commander, he may assign them 
to duty if the defence required it. < 

732. Large convoys are formed into divisions, each with a conductor. 
The ^stance between the wai^ons is four paces. A small party of in- 
fantry is attached to each division. 

• 733. Generally , munitions of war are at the bead of the convoy, sub- 
sistence next, and then other military stores; the sutler last> But al- 
ways that part of the^convoy which is most important to the army shall 
be where it is most secure from danger. 

734. The commandant should send opt reconnoiterbg parties, and 
Tiever put'the convoy in motion until their reports have been received. 
He always forms an advance and rear guard, and keeps the main body 
under his immediate order at the most importimt point, with small 
guards or posts at other points. 

735. In an open country the main body marches by the side of the 
road, opposite the centre of the convoy ; in other cases at the hea^ or 
rear of the column, as the one or the other is more exposed. 

736. The advance guard precedes the*convoy far enough to remove all 
obstacles to its advance. It examines the^woods, defiles and villa^s, 
and by mounted men gives information to the eotnmander, and receives 
his orders. It reoonnoiter^ places for halts and narks. 

737. If the head of the column is threatcnea, the advanced guard 
seizes the defiles and places which the enemy might occupy, and holds 
them until the main body advances to tSm front and relieves it ; Uie 
main body holds the positions until the head of the conroy arrives, and 
then leaves detachments, which are relieved by the parties niarchinf 
with the divisions ; the posts are not abandoned until the whole convoy 
has passed and the position is no longer important. 
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738. When the rear is threat&ned, like measurei are taken ; the rear 
guard defends the grounds and retards' ihe enemy by breakioi; the 
bridges and blocking the road. ^ 

739. If the flanks are threatened, and ihe grou|id is broken, and 
many defiles are to be passed, the defence of the convoy becomes more 

* difficult; the advance and rear guards o\u8t be reduced, the flankfc 
strengthened, and positions "which vill oo.Ter the march of the convoy ■ 
must be occupied by the main body of the troops before the head of the 
eonvoy reaches them, and until it has passed. 

740. If the convoy is large and has to pass places that the force and , 
position of the enemy make dangerous, the loss of the whole convoy 
must not be risked ; it must pass by divisions, which reunite after the 
passage. In this case the 'greater part of the troops guard the first di- 
vision; they seijse the important points, and covet them with light 
troops, or, if necessary, with small posts, and hold them until all the 
div^Rions have passed. 

741. If there is artillery in the convoy, the connnander of the escort 
uses it fpr the defence. 

742. To move faster and make the defence easier, the wagons mo.ye 
in double file whenever the road allows it. If a wagon breaks, it is at 
once removed from the road ; when repaired, it takes the rear ; when it 
eanobt be repaired, its load and horses are distributed to some of the 
other wagons kept in the rear for that purpose. 

743. Convoys by water are escorted on the same principles. Each 
boat has a.small infantry guard ; one portion of the escort precedes or 
follows the convoy in' boats. The cavalry ^arch bpposite the convoy; 
the advance and rear guard 'move b^ land, and all are connected by 
flankers with the convoy. Where a river runs through a narrow vulley, 
the body of the infantry moves by land to prevent the enemy from oc- 
cupying the heights and disturbing the convoy. 

744. Convoys halt every hour to let the horses take breath and the 
wagons close up. Long htiltH are made but seldom, and only in places 
that have been reconnoitered and found favorable for defence. At night 
the park is arranged for defence, and ifi preference at a distance from 
inhabited places, if in an enemy's co\?ntry. 

745., The wagons are usually parked in ranks, Axle a^in^t axle, the 
poles in i]^e same direction, and wHb sufficient space between the ranks 
for the horses. If an attack is feared, they are parked in square, the 
hind wheels outside, and the horses inside. 

746. On the appearance of the enemy during the march, the com- 
mander closes up the wagons and continues his march in order ; he 
avoids fighting; but if the enemy seizes a position that commands hie 

. road, he attacks vigorously with the mass of his force, but is not to con- 
tinue the pursuit far from the convoy. The convoy halts, and resumes 
the march when the position is carried. . 

747. When the enemy is too strong to be attacked, the convoy is 
parked in square if there is room ; if not cbsed up in double file ; at 
the front and rear the road is blocked by wagons across jt. The drivers 
sire dismounted at the heads of the horses. They are not permitted to 
make their escipe. The li^ht troops keep the enemy at a distance as 
JoBg ^8 possible, and are supported when necessary, but prudently, as 
thd troops must be kept in band to resist the main attack 
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748. If ft wagon takes fire in the park, remove it if pOBsible ; if not« 
remove first t^e ammupition iiragons, tbep those to leewar<^ of the fire/ 

749» W^enji wbolecotivoy oan not be saved, the most valuable part 
Biaj sometimes be by abandoning the rest. If all efforts failf and there 
is no hope of. succor, the convoy must be set on fire and the horses 
killed that cannot be saved ; the escort may then cut its way through. 
V 750. If fihe convoy is of prisoners of war, every effort should be made 
to reach a village or strong building where they may be confined ; if 
forced to fight in the field, the prisoners must be secured and made^ lie 
4ainr until the action b over. 

BAGGAGE TRAINS. • 

751. The baggage train of general headquarters and the trains of the' 
aeverAl divisions are each under the charge of an officer of the Quarter- 
master's Department. These officers command and conduct the trains 
iinder the orders they reeeive from their respective headquarter. When 
the trains of different divisions marcB together, or the train of a division 
marines with the trun of general headquarters, the senior Quartermas- 
ter directs the whole. 

752. The regimental Quartermaster has charge of the wagons, horses^ 
equipments, and all means of transport employed in the service of the 
Tegiment Under the orders of the Colonel, he assembles them for the 
marchy and maintains the order and police of the train in park on the 
march. 'On marches, the i^gimental trains are under the orders of the 
Quartermaster of the division. When the march is by brigade, the 
senior Regimental Quartermaster in the brigade, or the Quartermaster 
of the brigade has the direction of the whole. The necessary wagon- 
masters, or non-commissioted officers to act as such, are employed with 
the several trains. 

753. None but the authorized wagond are allowedjo march with the 
train. The wagons of the several headquarters, the regimental wagons, 
and the Fagons oi sutlers authorized oy orders from headquarters to 
march with the train, are all tq be conspicuously marked. 

754. When the train of headquarters is to have a guard, the strength 
of the guard is regulated by the General. Generals of. Brigade guard 
Iheir trains by the men attached to the train of the first regiment of 
their. brigades. The regimental trains are loaded, unloaded, and guard- 
<id, as far as practicahle, by conva^scepts and men not effective in the 
ranks ; in the cavalrv, by dismounted men. When the g^ard of & train 
istthe escort for its defence, the regulations in regard to convoys and 
e^seorts take effect. 

l^h. Habitually each divisiob is followed by its train, the regimental 
trains, uniting at the brigade rendezvouN. 'When otherwise, the order 
for the movement of the divisions, brigades, and regiments contains the , 
necessary directions in regard to the assembling and marching of the * 
respective trains. The several trains march in an order analogous to 
the rank of the generals, and the ord^r of battle of the troops to which 
they belong. Trains are not allowed in any case to be in the~^ midst of 
the trooiw,' or t9 impede the march of the troops. 

756. The wagon-masters, under the orders of the officers of the Quar- . 
termaster's Department, exercise the necessary restraints orer th/i 
tmmtters and servants who leave their teams, or do not properly con* 
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doot them ; Of who illtreat their horses, or who attempt to fnlkige, or 
*run away in case of attack. 

757. TheGenefai coramandiog the army and the Generals i^DiTision 
will not permit any general or staff officer, or regimeQt under their or* 
deri, or any person whatsoever, attached to their command, to hare 
more than the aatl^orized^ amount or means of tran sportation. For thU 
purpose they will themselVes make, and cause to be made, frequent re^ 
views and Inspections of the trains. They will see that no trooper is 
allowed to lead a private horse, no soldier to drive a private venicle, 
and that no trooper is put on foot to lend his horse to sn officer. Th«y 
win not permit the wagons of the artillery o> of the train to be loaded 
with anything foreign to their pftTper service, nor any pn^lto horse* to 
any occasion, to be harnessed to a private carriage. 

758. The officers of the Quartermaster's Department, tb« wagon mpt* 
ters, and all^onda^re #f trains, are charged with watching ihst %h% 
regulations respecting transportation allowances are strtotlj observed, 

GBNKRAXi P0XI€B. 

759. When Necessary, the GeneraMn-cbief or General of Division 
may appoint a provost murshal to take charge of prisoners, with a enit- 
able guard, or other police force. 

760. Private servants, not soldiers, will not be allowed to wear the 
. uniform of any corpe of the army; but each will be i^e(|Qired to earqr 

with him a certificate from the officer who employs bim, verified, for 
regimental officers, by the signature of ibe Colonel ; tor other oiSknen 
under the rank of Colonel, by the chief of their corps or 'departm^t. 

761. Laundresses permitted to foUow the army will be furnished with 
certificates, signed as in the preceding paragraph, and no woman of bad 
character will be allowed to follow the army^ Other persons with the 
army, not officers or soldiers, such as guides of the country^ interpre* 
ters, &c., will carry, about them similar certificates from the headquar'- 
t^*8 that employs them. 

762^ Deserters from^e «emy, after beii^ examined, will be 8e« 
cared for some days, e^ they mi^ be spies in dismise; as opportnnitiea 
offer, they will be sent to the rear ; after which, ff they are found lurk* 
ing about the army, op attempting to return to the enemy, they will b^ 
treated with severity. 

763. The arms and accoutrements of deserters will be tamed over to 
the Ordnance Department, and their horses to corps in want of them, 
after being branded with the letters *' C. S." The compensation to be 
accorded to deserters, for such objects, will be according to appraisement, 
made under the direction of the Quartermaster's Department. The en- 
Hstnient of deserters, without express permission from General head- 
qnarters, is prohibited. 

764. It is forbidden to pi^rchase horses without as -pertaining the right 
of thc^ party to sell. Stolen horses are to be restored. Estrays, in the 
eneqciy's country, when the owner is not discovered, are taken for tke 
army. . 

' 765. Plundering and marauding, at all times disgraceful t<^ soldiere* 
wlk»n committei^on the persons or property of those whom it is Uie 
duty, of the army to protect^ become crimee of iueh enormitj M te ad* 
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nilt of DO remission of the awfal punishmeat wbieb the military^ law 
awards agaiofit ofences of this nature. ' 

SAFEGUARDS. 

766. Safeguards are protections granted to persons or property in 
foreign parts by the comroandiDg general, or bj other oommandera 
within the limits of tiieir command. 

767. Safeguards are usually given to protect hospitals, public estab- 
lishments, e^ablishments of religion, charity, or instruction, museums, 
depositories of the arts, mills, post-offices, and other institutions of 'pub* 
lie benefit ; also to individuals whom it may be the interest of the army 
to respect, . 

768. A safeguard may consist of one or more men of fidelity and 
firmness, generally noneffective non-commissioned officers, furnished 
with a' paper setting out clearly the protection and exemptions it is in« 
tended to secure, "signed by the commander giving it, and bis staffofB- . 
cer ; ift*\t may consist of such paper, delivered tq the party whose per- 
son, family, house and property it is designed to protect These safe* 
guards must be numbered and registered. 

769. The men left as safeguards by one corps may be replaced by an* 
otli'er. They are withdrawn when the country is evaluated ; but if not, 
they have orders to wait the arrival of the enemy's troops^ and apply to 
the commander for a safe conduct to the outposts. 

770. Form of a safeguard :

8IEQK8. 

77T. In the following regulations' the besieging force is supposed to 
be two diviai^ns of infantry and a brigade of cavalry. The same prin* 
oiples govern in other cases. 

.772. The Brigadier-Generals of infantry serve, in tuf^, as Genernla 
of the trencheei^ one or more of them nre detailed daily,. accoi^iDg to 
the front and number of attacks ; they superintend the operations, and 
dispose the guards of the trenche$ to repulse sorties and protect «the 
works. Oftioers of the general staff are assigned to them to transmit 
their orders and attend to the details of service, « 
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773. Tb« Co!otiel8 and Lieat«Bnnt-€olone1s of infaDtrj alternate for 
doty in the trenches ; one or more are detailed d^ilj ; tbev anperiniend 
the service of the guards and workmen in the part of the work to 
which the general of the trenches as^gn them, being posted with troopa 
of their own regiments in preference. The commandant of the Bieg9 
may place the Colonels on toe roster with the Brigadier Generals. 

77.4. 'Vhe commandant of engineers and artillery accompany tiio . j 
first troops before the place to examine the works and the approacbas. { 
When the engineers ha?e complete.! the reeonnoissance o( the works, I 

and of each front as. far as practicable, tbe Qommandant of engiaetrs 
makes a plan of the works as exact and detailed as possible, and onder 
the in8tr actions of the General commanding the siege, draws up the 
general plan of the siege, and discusses it with the commandant of ar- 
tillery in regard to the best employment of that arm. These offictra 
then submit their joint or separate opinions to the General who decides 
on, tbe plan of the siege, and gives the orders for the execution. Tha 
commandant of engineers directs £he construction of all the works of • 
the siege, under the authority of the General, and lays before him every 
day & report of his operations, and a plan showing the progress or the 
attack. The commandant of artillery also makes daily reports to the 
General of all that relates to his branch of the service. 

775. The Quartermaster-General establishes the hospitals, and organ- 
ises thejneans fur trsnspoiting the wounded to them. 

776. The CommandingGeneral|kppoints a field officer of tbe trenolies» 
who is aided by one or two Captains or Lieutenants. « 

777. The field oOlder of the trenches is charged with «11 the deMiils 
relative to the assembling of the guards and the worl^men. He distri- 
butee the 'guards on the different points of the attack agreeably to the 
orders of the General of the trenches, and forms the detachment of 
workmen for the engineers and artillery ; that he may be prepared for - 
tnis distribution, he receives every day from the Adjatant-General a 
statement of the, details for the next day. 

778. On the arrival of the General of the trenches, the field officer of 
tbe trenches gives him all the information necessary to enable him to 
station the troops, attends him in his visit ta the trenches, and takes his 
orders on the cbauges to make in the position of the troops. The exe* 
oution is entrnsted to tbe commandants of the troops. 

779. The field officer of the trenches sees that men and litters are 
always read to bring off the wounded. One or more companies of the 
guards of the trenches are put under his immediate orders for^he pre- 
eerration of order and police in the trenches. 

880. The divisions, brigaded, regiments, &nd battalions, are encamped 
daring tbe siege in the order of battle. The servioe of camp is con- 
ducted as heretofore prescribed. 

781. The infantry has two kind of Aege service — the guard of the * 
irenobeR and the work of the trenohop* 

782. The guards of the trenches mount every day 4)y battalions, in ' 
snob order of detail that all the troops may take an equal share, and 

. J10 part of the line be left too weak. If only one battalion is reouired, 
ench division furniBhes it alternately : jf two are required, eacn divi^ 
Bion gives one ; if three, one division furnishes two, the other one, aU 
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ternately. The two battalions of the same divitfions are nol iakeir from 
the same brigade. 

783. The detail for work of the ireDobes is by^^ompanj^ from all tbe 
regimente at. one time, or in turn, and continues generally tweWe hoars. < 
The detail from any regiment should nevei be less than a company. If ^ 
only half a company would be needed from all the regiments at a time, 
>eTery other regiment fupnishes a fal^company alternately. > 

. 784. The battalions for guard ar« detailed at least twelve hours in 
Advance ;'the faraish no other details during this tour. If thd whole 
regiment is calleMd out, it leaves a sufficient police guard Iq camp. 

785. Twenty-four hours, or twelve at least, before mounting guard in 
' the trenches; the battalions detailed for guard do not furnish workmen ; 

and the companies of these battalions whose tour it would ht^ve beeu to 
work in the trenches do not go there for twenty-four hours after guard, * 
if possible, or at the least twelve. 

786. The workmen who are rehired for other work than that of the 
trenches, are taken from the roster for fatigue from the battalions and 
companies not employed in tl^e trenches. 

7i57. The battalions first for detail for guard of the trenches, and th« 
companies first for detail for work in the trenches, furni^ no other de- 
tails, and are held on picket, ready to march at the call of the field offi* 
cer of the trenches." ^ 

'788. Materials for the siege, such as facines, gabions, hurdles, pick* 
ets, &c., are furnished by the different corps, in the proportion ordered 
hy the General. 

789. Guards and wOrkmea going to the trenchevmarch without beat 
of drum or music. 

790. At all times, and eRpecially on the day the trenches are opened, 
everything is avoided likely to attract the attention of the enemyT With 
this view, the General may vary the hour of relieving ^guards. 

791. The chiefs of engineers and artillery ' make requisitions for 
workmen in advaiice, that the details may be made in time to preveiU 

■ any delay iti the work. They should exceed the number strictly re- 
quired, that there may be a reserve for unforseen wants. If this re- - 
serve is found insufficient, the General directs the field officer of the 
trenches to call on the picket. 

792. Before the guards and workmen march, the field officer of the 
trenches arranges them so that each detachment can reach its ground 
without confusion. The troops are. posted in thi trenches according to 
the position of their reginients in the order of biattle, and, as far'as :¥»ob- 
sible, the companies of workmen in. like order. The reserves of woi-k* 
men are placed at the depot of the trenches, or the nearest suitable 
place -to the works. 

793. The workmen leave their knapsacks and ewords in camp> and 
march with their fire-arms an4 eartridge-Jbozes, which they place near 
them while at work. They always carry their overcoats, to cover them 
in resting or when wounded. 

794. The guards always enter the trendies with arms trailed, and the 
workmen also, unless they carry materials or tools, when the arms ore 
in, the sling. 

795. The guards and detachments of workmen send a Corpocitl taibe 
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Openly of tlie treiieli«» to i^uide the rditef. They nrarclh out of the 

trencW by the flank, with trailed arms. 

796. Sand-bags, forming loop'faoles,- are placed at intervals on the 
pyapet to protect the sentinels ; they are more numeguis than the sen- 

' tinalB, 60 that the enemy may not know where the senRneU are ptaoed. 

797. When detachments are plao^l at night in advance of the 
trenohes, to cover the workmen, the men sit Or lie down, with their 
fire-arms in their hands, to hide themselves better fhmi the enemj ; 
the sentinels put their ears to the ground firequently, that they may 
bear troops ooming out of the place. To prevent mistakes, the work- 
men af e told what troops cover them. 

798. No honors are paid in the trenches. When the General com- 
iianding the siege visits them, the guards place thettiselves in rear of 
the banquette, and rest on Iheir arms. The colors are never carried 
to the trenches unless the whole' regiment marches to repulse a sortie 

' or make an assault. Even in this case, they are not displayed until the 
. General commanding the siege gives a formal order. 
' 79U. The materials of the siege of all kinds, together with the tools, 
are collected in part at the depots of the trenches, and in part at the 
opening of the trenches, or in such other place as has J)een appointed 
for the convenience of the service by the field ofiELcers of the trenches, on 
the advice of the chiefs of artillery and engineers. They are in charge 
of oflScers of engineers and artillery, with guards or non-commissioned 
officers of both corps^ But if these corps cannot furnish them, the 
chfefs apply for assistance from the infantry. 

' 800. The workmen, in going to the treach'%8, emj such tools and 
materials as are required by the artillery and engineers. In •thtl oaee, 
tHe field officer of the trenches hae notice and superintends it. 

801. The soldiers sent to the trenches ge with their cartridge-boxes 
'filled. Cartridges, when needed, are sent to the trenches on the re- 
quisition of commanders of battalions, approved by the General of the 
Srenche^, ^ . 

802. In the case of a sortie, the guards move rapidly to the places 
that have been designated by the General of the trenches, and which 
a-flbrda the best defence for the head ot the works, the batteries, the com- 
manications, or the flanks, or best enable them to take the sortie itself 
in flank or reverse. Having lined the banquetto to fire on the enemv, 
the troops form on the reverse of the trench to receive him. Vbe work 
iB«D take arms, retain their positions, or retire with their tools, as or- - 
4ered. The officers commanding the detachments of workmen see that 
their movements are made promptly and in good order, so as to iskvoid 
all'co&fusion in the opmmunications. 

,803. The troops that advance beyond the Frenches to repulse the 
sortie, must not follow in pursuit. The General takes care that they 
return to the trenches before the retreat of the sortie allows the artil- 
lery of the place to open on them. When the workmen return, the 
ofllcers and 'non-commissioned officers of jyfie detachments call the roll 
without interrupting the work, which is immediately resumed. 

804. When it is necessary to dismount cavalry and send them to tiie 
trenches, they should be employed as near their camp aei possible, and 
posted between the detachments of infhntry. 
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. 805. Men belousiog to the cavalry may, in assaults, be einployed in 
carrying' faseines and otber materials to fiU ditches and make passages. 

806. The general officers of cavalry are more particularly emplo^^ed 
in the service^ posts and detachments placed in observation to prd^ect 
the siege. Tiflj^^and the field officers of this arm are employed in the 
command of escorts to Qonvoys, of whatever arms the escorts may «be ' 
composed. When these duties are not sufficient to employ them, they 
take their share of the duty of the trenches. 

807. The officers of engineers and artillery of the trenches make to 
the Genera] of the .trenches a return of all losses in their troops, and 
such other, reports on the work as he requires, in addition to thtf reports 
direct to their respective chiefs on the details of the service. 

808. At the end of each tour, the field officer of the trenches draws 
up a repprt for the tweniy-foor hours to the General of the trenches. 
Tno General of the trenches reports to the General commanding the 
siege. - ^ 

809. The commanders of the several corps in the trenches report; 
when relieved, to their respective headquarters' the losses during the 
tour, and the conduct of the officers and^nien. 

810. However practicable the breach may appear, or however ruined 
the work in rear of it, the heads of columns must always be supplied 
with ladders to get over unexpected obstacles. 

8tL The General commanaing the siege designates picked compa- 
nies to protect property and persons, and prevent pillage and violeoce, 
from the moment the place ircarried. The officers exert themselves to 
restrain the men. 

812^ The General designates the places requiring particular proteo- 
tion, such as churches, asylums, hospitals, colleges, schools and maga- 
zines* The order, of, tiieir protection should remind the soldiers, at Sie 
time, of the penalty of disobeying it. ' 

813. Whether the place be taken by assault or by capitulation, the 
provisions and the military stores, and the i^ublKs funds, are reserved 
for the use of the army. 

814. The commander of engineers will keep a journal of the siege, 
showing the operations of eacn day in detail, the foree employed on the 
work, the kina and quantity of materials used in them, &c. He will 
also mark on a plan of the ground the daily progress of the works, and 
make the necessary drawings explanatory of their construction. 

815. The commander of the artillery will keep a daily journal of the 
operations under his direction, showing the number and kind of pieces 
in battery, the force em[)loyed in serving them, the kind andMuantity 
of ammunition expended, the number of rounds fired from ekifh piece 
of ordnance, the effect of the fire, and all other particulars relative to I 
bis branch of the service. '< 

816. These journals and drawings will be sent after the siege, with 
the report of the General, to the War Department. 

nXFSNCB OF FORTIFISD PLACES. 

817. In war, every commatder of a fortified place shall always hold 
himself prepared with his plan of defence, as if at any time liable te 
attack. He arranges this plan according to the probable mode of at- 
tack ; determines the posts of the troops in the several parts of the

works, the reliefs, the resenrea, »iid the details of senrjee in aH tbe 
corps. He draws np instractions for a due of attack, and ezercises the 
garrison aocording to his plan of defence. In sea* coast wotks he pro- 
Tides the instractiolis for the different batteries oix^e approach of 



818. In fremiog his pbin, he studies the works and the exterior with* 
r in the n^ius of attack and investment, the strength of tbef^^garrison, the 
■■ artillery, -the mnnitionet of war, subsietenoe and supplies of all kinds, 

and ti^es iminediate meii8ure0*to procure whatever is deficient of troops 
or sopplieB, either by requisition on the Ooyernment, or from the means 
V pat at his disposal. . >^ 

819. On the approach of an enemy^ he remores all houses and other 
ohjects, within or without the place, that cover, the approaches, or in- 
terrupt tiie fire of the guns or the movements of the troops. He as- 
sures hiraselt personally that all posterns, outlets, or cAnbrasures, &c., 

i are in proper state of ' security. 

1820. He shall be famished by the Department of War with a plan of 
th« works, showing all the detailsVf the fortifications ai^d of the exte- 
rior within the radius of attack ; with a map of the environs within the 
radios of investment ; with a map of the vicinity, including the neigh- 
boring works, roads, water channels, coasts, Jbo. ; with :a memoir ex- 
plaining the situation and defence of the plkce, and the relations and^ 
bearings of the several works on each other, and on the approaches by 
land and water — all of which he carefully preserves, and communicatM 
only to the council of defence. ■ * 

821. He consults hie next in rank, and the senior officer of the engi- 
neers and of the artillery, either separately, or as a oonncil ol^defenoe. 
In the latter case, he designates an officer to act as seeretary to the 
council, and to record their proceedings and their joint ^r separate 
opinions, which are to be kept secret durinj^ the siege. The members 
may record their opinions under their own signature. In all oases, the 
commander decides on his own responsibility. 

822. The commander of the place, and the chiefs of engineers and of 
artillery, shaU keep journals of the defence, in whioh shall be entered, 
in order of date* without blank or interlineation, the orders given or 
receiyed, the manner in which they are executed, their results, an4 
every event and circumstance of importance in the progress of the de- 
fence. These journals, and the proceedinga of the council of defenecy 
shall be. sent, after the eiege, to Uie Department of War. 

823. There shall be kept in the office of the commandant of the place, 
to be sent^after the niege to the Department of War, a map of the envi- 
TtmBp a plan of the fortifications, apd a special plan of the front of at- 
tack, on which the chief engineer will trace, in succession, the positions 
oceupied, and the works executed by the enemy from the investment ; 

, and also tbe worka of counter approach of defence, and the snoceesive 
positions of the artillery and other troops of the garrison during the 
profcresa of the siege. . 

821. The commander shall defend in suocession the advanced works, 
ihe ooyered way and outworks, the body of the work, and the interior 
entredebments. He will not be Oontent with clearing away the foot of 
the breaches, and defending them by abattis, mines, and all the means 
needJn sieves; but he shall begin in good time^ behind i^e bastions or 
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fi^Rtof attftck^.tiien6mfl8arf.e«tfenolmi6niB to resist aBsaolts on ttie 
main work. ' 

825. He flbali use bis iqeans of defence in such manner as always to 
have> reserve of fresh troops, chosen from hia best soldiers, to resist > 
assaults, re- take the outworks, and especially to resist assaults on the 
body of the place.; and a reserve of provisions for tiie last period of the 
siege, and of ammnnition for the last attacks. ^ 

$20. lie most, in every case, compel the besieging force t6 approach 
, by the slow and successive worka of siege, and roust sustain at leaafc 
one assault on a practicable breach in the body of the plnoe. 

827. When the commander thinks that the end of the defence has 
come, he shall still consult the council of defence on the means that 
may remain to prolong the siege. But in all cases he alone will decide 
on the time, manner, and terms jof the surrender. In the capHolation, 
he^shaVl^not seek l>r accept better terms for himself than for the garri- 
son, but shall share their fate, and «zert his^st'endeavors for the care 
of the troops, and especially of the sick and wounded, 

828. No oommander In tbefield shall withdraw troops or supplies from 
any fortified place, or exercise any. authority over its commandant, un- 
less it has been put sat^ject to his orders by competent authority. 

ARTICLE XXXVII. 

TROOPS ON BOARD OF TRANSPORTS. 

829. Military commanders charged with the embarkation of troops, 
and officers of the Quartermaster's Department intrusted ^ith the se- 
lection of tllB transports, will take care that the vessels are entirely sea- 
worthy and proper for such service, and suitable arrangements are ~ 
made m them for the health and comfort of the troops. 

' 830. If, in the opinion of the officer commanding the troops to be em- 
barked, the vessel is not proper or suitably arranged, the offioei* charged 
with the embarkation shall cause her to be inspected by competent and 
ezperieneed persons. 

831. Immediately after embarking, the men will be assigned to qtiar- 
ters, equal parties on both sides of the ship, and no man will be al- 
lowed to loiter or sleep on the opposite side. As far as practicable, the 
men of each company will be assigned to the same part of the vessel, 
and the squads, in the same manner,' to contiguous berths... 

832. Arms will be so placed, if there be no racks, as to be secure from 
injury, and enable the men to handle them promptly ^ bayonets unfixed 
and in scabbard. . 

833. Am;ni\nition in eartridge^boxes.to be so placed as to be entirely 
secare from fire; reserve ammunition to be' reported to the master^ 
the transport, with request that he designate a safe place of deposit. 
Frequent insnections will be niada of the service ammunition, to insure 
its safety ana g<x>d oonditi(»f. 

83^4. No officer is to sleep out of his ship, or to quit his ship, witfaoot 
the sanction of the officer commanding on board* 

835, The guard will be ^oportioned to the number ef sentinels re- 
quired. At sea, the guard will mount with side-arms only. The Df- 

^cer of the guard will be the officer of the day. 

836. Seotinela will be kept over the fires, with buckets of water ui

hand, prontpUj to ezttn^ish firet. Smoking is prohibited hedMen 
deaks or in tke cabins, dt all times ; nor shall anj lights be allowed be- 
tvreen dei^d except svioh ship laaterns as the master of the transport 
roi^direot, or those carried by the officer of the day in the execution of 
his duty. 

837. Regulations will be adopted to enable companies or messes to 
cook in turn ; no others than those whose turn it is will be allowed to 
loiter round or approach the galleys or other cooking places. 

838. The commanding ofAcer will make arrahgemetits, in concert 
with the master of the vessel, for calling the troops to quarters, so that 
in ease of alarm, by storm, or fire, or the approach of the enemy, every 
man may repair promptly to his station, But he will take care not to 
crowd the deck. The troops not wanted at the guns, or to assist the 
sailors^ and those who cannot be advantageously employed with small 
arms, will be jbrmed as a reserve between decks. 

I Sii9, All the troops will turn out at A. M., witliont arms or 

uniforms^ and (in warm weather) without shoes or stockings; wheii 
every individual will be clean, his hands, face and feet washed, and his 
hair combed. The same personal iirspection will be repeated thirty 
miiputes before sunset. The cooks alone will be exempted from one of 
these inspection per day, if necessary. 

840. Hecroiteor awkward men will be iBxercised in the mbrning and 
evening in the use of arms, an hour each time, when the weather will 
permit. 

841. Officers- will enforce cleanliness as indispensable to health. 
"Wiien the weather will permit, bedding will be broJght on deck^ every 
morning for airing. , Tubs may be fixed on the forecastle for bathing, 
or the men may be placed in the chains and have buckets of water 
thrown over- tliem. . 

842. Between decks will not be hashed oftener than once a week, and 
only when the weather is fine. - The boards of the lower berths will be 
remOTjsd once or twice a week to change the straw, Under the direc- 
tion of the Surgeon and the officer of the day, frequent fumigjations will 
be performed between decks. The material required are— common 
salt four ounces ; powdered oxide of manganese, one ounce ; sulphuric 
acid, one ounce, diluted with two ounces pf water. The diluted acid is 
ppured over the other ingredients in a basin placed in a hot satid bath. 
Solutions of chloride of linve and chloride of zinc are excellent disin- 
fectrog agents. 

843. During voyages in hot weather, the master of the vessel will be 
desired to provide wind sails, which will^ be kept constantly hung up, 
And frequently examined, to see that they draw well, and are not ofe- 
jBtructed. ■- 

844. During cooking hours, the officers of qompanies visit the ca- 
1)0080, and see that the messes are well prepared. The coppers and 

^^ther cooking utensils are to be regularly and well washed, both before 

^ui^ after use, ^ 

.845. The bedding will be replaced in the berths at sunset, or at an 
^r^rliQ)* hour when there .is a prospect of bad weather; and at tattoo 
^^ery man act on duty will be m his berth. To insure the execution of 
^lais regulation, the officer of the day with a lantern, -will makc-a tour 
-(^^tvreen decks. * 
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846. Li^btfl will be extingoished at tattoo, except euoh as are placed 
tinder Bentinela. The officer of the day will see to it, and report to the 
commanding officer .<» The officer's lights will be extinguished at 10 
o'clock, unless special permission be given to continue them for ^ lon^^ 
time, as in case of sickness or other emergency. 

S47. For the sake of exercise, the troops will be occasionally called 
to quarters by the beat to arms* Those appointed to the guns will be 
frequently exercised in the use. of them. The arms and accoutrements 
will be frequently inspected. Tl)e metallic parts of the former will be 
often wiped and greased Bgain. 

^ 848. The men will not be allowed to sleep on deck in hot weather or 
In the sun ', they will be encouraged and required to take, exercise on 
deck, in squads by succe^ion, when necessary. 

849^ At moriiing and evening parades, the Surgeon will examine the 
men to observe whether there l^ any appearance of diseas^ 

850. The sick will, as far as practicable, be separated from the 
healthy men. On the^ first appearance of malignant contagion, a signal 
will be made for the hospital vessel, (if there be one in company,) and 
the dfeea«ed men removed to her. % 

851. A good supply of hospital stores and medicines wijl be taken on 
. each vesHel, and used only for the sick and convalescent. 

852. flhe Surgeon will guard the men against costiveness on tap- 
proaching a hot climate. In passing through the West Indies to the 
Southern coast, for instance, an^ for some weeks after landing in those 
latitudes, great care is required in the use of fruit, as strangers would 
not be competent to^udge of it, and most kinds, after long voyages, are 
prejudicial. 

' 8i53. In harbor wbei% there is no danger from sharks, the men may 
bathe ; but not more than ten at a time, and attended by a boat. 

854. In fitting up a vessel for the transportation of horses, care is to ^ 
be taken that the requisite arrangements are made for boifveniently 
feeding and cleaning them, and to secure them from injury in rough 
weather by ropes attached to breast-straps and breeching, or by other 
suitable' means; and especially that proper ventilation is provided by 
openings in the upper deck, vnnd-sails, &0t The ventilation of steam- 
ers may be (assisted by using the engine for that purpose. 

855. Horses sliould not be put on board after severe exercise, or when 
heated. In hoisting them on board, the slings should be made fast to 
a hook at the end of the fall^ or the knot ti^'by an expert seaman, so 
that it may be well secured and easily loosened. The horse sbould be 
run up quickly to prevent him from plunging, and should be steadied 

'by guide ropea. A halter is placed on him before he i^ lifted from the 
ground. 

856. On board, care is to be taken that the houses are not over-fed ; 
bran should form part of their ration. The face, eyes and nostrils of 
each horse are to be washed at the usual* stable hours ; and Occasionally 
the manges should be washed and the nostrils of the horse sponged with 
vinegar and water.. 

857. In loading vessels with stores for a military expedition, the 
cargo of each should be composed of an assortment of such stores as 

^may be available for service in case of the non-arrival of others, and. 
they should be placed on board in sudi a ; manner that they -may be 
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Mtsily reftched, in the order in which they are required for seryice. 
Efteh store-ehip should be marked, at the bow and stern, on both sideSt 
in large charaeters, with a distinctive letter and number. A list is to 
k be made of the stores on board of each vessel, and of the place where 

WL ihey are^tobe found in it; a copy of this list to ^e sent tu the chief 
p officer of the proper department in the expedition, or at the place of des- 
tination. 

ARTICLE XXXVIII.. ,

manifest injury to the service. 

859. The decision of the officer appointing the court, as to the nura- 
ber^that cau.be assembled without manifest injury to the service, is con- 

. ' elusive. 

J 860. A President of the court will not be appointed. The officer 

J highest in rank present will be President. 

861. Form of order appointing court-martial, the last . pi^ragraph 
omitted when the court 6an be kept up with thirteei» members :

862. In the detail the members will be named, and they will take 
place in the court, in the order of their rank. A decisioaof the proper 
authority in regard to the rank of the members cannot be reversed by 
the court. * * 

863. The place of holding a court is appointed by the authority con- 
vening it. 

864. Application for.delay or postponement of trial must, when prac- 
ticable, be made to the authority convening the court. When made to 
the court, it must be before plea, and- will tjlien, if in the opinion of the 
court well founded, be referred to the authority convening the court, 
to decide whether the court shall be adjourned or dissolved, and the 
charges reserved for another court. 

- 865. Upon application by the accused for postponement on the ground 
of absence of witness, it ought di^itinctiy to appear on his oath, 1st, that

^ the witnesB is material, and how; 2d, that ihe a^cujsed bus used doe 
diligence to procure his attendance, and 3d, thai he has reasonable 
ground to believe, and does believe, that he will be able to procure sueli 
atteridance within a reasonable time stated. 

866. TheJPresident of a court-martial, besides his duties and privi- 
leges as a membdr, is the oi^gan of the court, to keep order and conduct 
.its business. He speaks and acts for the court in each case where the 
rule has be6n prescribed by law, regulation, or its own resolution. • In 
all their deliberations the law secures the equality of the members. 

867. The 76th Artiele of War does not coafer on a court-martial the 
^ power to punish its own members. F^r disorderly conduct, a member 

19 liable as in other offences against niilitary discipline ; improper words 
are to be taken down, and any-disorderly conduct of a member reported 
to the authority convening the court. 

Sto. The Judge Advocate shall summon the necessary witnesses fot 
the trial ; but he shall not summon any witnesses at the expense of the ~ 
Confederate States, nor any officer of thearmy, without the order of the 
court, unless satisfied that his testimony is materialand necessary to 
the ends of justice. • 

869. Every court-martial shall keep a complete and accurate i-ecord 
of its proceedings, to be authenticated by the signatures of the Presi* 
dent and Judge Advocate, who shall also certify in like manner, the ' 
eentenoe pronounced by the court in each case. The record must show- 
that the court was organized as the law requires ; that the^ourt and 
Judge Advocate vrere duly sworn in the presence of the prisoner; that 
he was previously asked whether he had objection t04any member, and 
his answer thereto. A copy of the order appointing the^court will be 
entered on the record in each case. 

970. Whenever the same court-martial tries more priiioners than one, 
and they are arraigned on separate and distinct charges, the court it to 
be sworn at the commencement of each trial, and the proceedings in- 
each case will be made up separately. . 

871 The recot^d shall be clearly and legibly written ; as far as prac« 
ticable, without erasures or interlineations, the pages to be numbered^ 
with a marjgin of one inch on the left side of* eaeh page, and at the top 
of thciodd and bottom of the even pages; though this last margin the 
sheets to be stitched together; the documents accompanying the pro- 
ceeding to be noted and marked in such a manner as to afford an easy 
reference. 

872. No recommendation will be embraced in the body of the sen- 
tence. Those members only who concur in the recommendation will 

. sign it. ... 

873. The legal punishments for soldiers by sentence of a court-mar- 
tial, according to the offence, and the jurisdiction of the court, are^ — 
death ; corporeal punishment by flogging; confinement ; confinement on 
bread and water diet; solitary confinement; hard labor; ball and 
chain ; forfeiture of pay and allowances ; discharges from service; a. d 
reprimands. Solitary confinement, or confinement on bt'ead and water, 
shall not exceed fourteen days at a time, with intervals between the 
periods of such confinement not less than such periods, and not exceed* 
ing ieighty-four days in one year, * . 

874. A court-martial cannot assign and make ov^r the pay of a s^l' 
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dler to an^ other penoii, add i(he receipt of sneb person will not be a 
safiicient Toncfaer for tbe disbarsing officer. Nor can a soldier be re- 
qaired to receipt for money paid without his consent to another person. 
The law prohibits an^^reoeipt or roncher in accounts of public money,^ 
unless the fall amount of the receipt is paid to the party who signed it/ 

875. Tbe jurisdiction and authority of courts-martial are the same 
with reference to Ordnanee Sergeants and Hospital Stewards as in tbe 
cases of other enlrsted men.- When, however, an Ordnance Sergeant' 
or Hospital Steward is sentenced by an inferior court to be reduced ti> 

-^be ranks, such sentence, though it may l^e approved by tbe reviewing 
nfficer, will not be carried into effect until the case has been referred 
• to the Secretary of War for final action. In these cases of reduction, 
the application of th^ man fer discharge from service, though not re- 
cognize^ as a right, will generally be regarded with favor, if his of- 
fence has not been of too serious a nature, and especially where he ba» 
not been recently promoted from thrranks. 

876. The Jddge Advocate shall transmit the proceedings, without de- 
lay, to the offiioer having authority to confirm the sentence, who shall 
state, at the end of the proceedings in each case, his decision and or- 
ders thereon. 

877. Tbe original proceedings of all general ooorts*martial, after the 
decision on them of the reviewing authority, and all proceedings that 
require the decision of the President under the C5th and 89th Artides 
of War, and copies of all orders confirming or disproving, or remitting 

*ihe sentences of oonrts^martial, and all official communications for the 
Judge Advocate of the army, will be (Addressed to '* The Adjutant and 
InspedoT'General of the Army,' War Department" marked on the cover, 
'' Judge Advocate,". * 

878^ The proceedings of garrison and regimental courts-martial will 
be transmitted without delay, by the garrison or regimental comman- 
' der, to the departu^ent headquarteu for the supervision of the depart- 
ment commander, 

879. The power to pardon or mitigate the punishment ordered by a 
oonrt-martiai, is vested in the authority confirming the proceedings, 
and in* the President of the ConTederi^te States. A superior military 
commander to the officer confirming the. proceedings may suspend the 
execution of the sentence when, in his judgment, it is void upon the 
face, of the proceedings, or when he sees a fit case for executive clem- 
eney. In such c^es, the record, with hirorder prohibiting tbe exeeu- 
tion, shall be transmitted for the final orders of the President. 

880. When a court mi^tial or court of enquiry adjourns without day^ 
the members will return to their respective posts and duties^ unless 

. otherwise ordered. 

881. When a court adjourns for three days, the Judge Advocate shall 
report the foot to the commander of the post, or troops, and the mem- 
bers belonging to the command will be liable to duty during'the time. 

ARTICLE XXXIX. 

WORDING PARTIES. 

' 882. When it is necessary to employ the army at work on fortifica- 
tions, in surveys* in cutting roads, and other constant labor of not less 
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than ten days, the non-com miisioned offioers and soldiers so employee! 
are enrolled as extra-duty men, and are allowed twenty-five cents a day 
^ben employed as laborers and teamsters, and forty cents a day when, 
employed as mechanics, at all stations east c^ the Rocky Monntaina. 
and thirty-gve and fifty cents per day, respeotiTely, at all stations West 
of those mountains. . • 

. 883. Enlisted men of the Ordnance and Engineer Departments, an<t 
artificers of artillery, are not entitled to this allowance when employed 
in their appropriate work. — 

884. Soldiers wHl not be employed as extra-dnfy men for any labor 
in camp or garrison which can properly be performed by fatigue'par- 
ties. "^ \ 

'885. No extra-duty men, except those reqaii^ed for the ordinary ser- 
vice of the Quartermaster, Commissary, and Medical Departfients, and 
saddlers in mounted companies, will be employed without previous au* 
tbority from department headquarters, except in case of necessi^, 
which shall be promptly reported to the department commander. 

886. Extra duty pay of a saddler in a monnted company will be 
charged on the company muster-roll, to be paid by the Quartermaster 
and refunded by the Ordnance Deplartment. Extra-duty pay of cooks 
and nurses in the hospital service will be paid by the, Quarter master, in 
the absence of a medical disbursing officer, and refunded by the Medi« 
oal Department. The extra pay ol cooks abd nurses will be charged 
on hospital musterrolle. 

887. The officer commanding a working party will conform to tfc» . 
directions and plans of the engineer rr other officer directing the work, 
without regard to rank. " ' 

888. A dky*% work shall not exceed ten hours in summer, nor ei|»ht 
in winter. Soldiers are paid in proportion for any greater number of 
hours they are employed each day. Summer is considered to commence 
on the Ist of April, and winter <^the 1st of October.- 

889. Afthough the necessities ox the service may require soldiers to 
be ordered on working parties as a duty, commanding officers are to 
bear in niind that fitness for military service by instruction and disci- 
pline is the object for. which the army >s kept on foot, and that they are 
not to employ the troops when not in the field, and especislly the 
mounted troops, in labors that interfere with their military duties and 

•exercises, except in oases of immediate necessity, which shall be forth- 
with reported for the orders of the War Department • 

ARTICLE XL.% ^ 

PUBLIC FHOPERTT, MONIT, AND ACCOUNTS. ' 

890. All officers of the Commissary and Quartermaster's Depart- 
ments, and military store keepers, shall, previous to their entering on 
the duties of their respective offices, give good and sufficient bonds to 
the Confederate States fully to account for all moneys and pubKc pro- 
pertj' which they may receive, in such sums as thr^Secretary of War ^ 
shall direct; and the officers aforesaid shall renew their bonas every 
four years, and oftener if the Secretary of War shall so require, and 
wheneverthey receive a new commission or appointment.. 

891. The sureties to the bond sliall be bound jointly and severally fi>r 
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iho. whole amoant of the bend, alid shall satiafy the Se^retarf of War, 

' ibatthey are worth jointly double the amojint of the bond, bj the affi* 

.4avitof each surety, stating that he is worth, over and above his debts 

and liabilities, the amount of the bond, or snch other sum as he may 

B|>ecify, and each surety shall state his plai»e of residence. 

892. The chiefs of disbursing departments who submit requisitiops 
i for money to be remitted to disbursing officers, shall take care that no 

more money than is actually needed is in the bands of any officer, 'f^ 

893. The. Treasury Department having provided, by arrangement 
with the Assistant Treasurers at various points, secure depositories for 
funds in the hands of disbui'sing officers. All disbursing officers are 
required to avail themseWes as far as possible^ of this arrangement, by 
depositing with the Assistant Treasurers such funds as are not wanted 
for immediate use, and drawing the same in convenient sums as wanted. 

. . ' 894.^X0 public fuods shall be exchanged except fur gold and silver. 

When the funds furaUhed are gold and silver, all payments shall be in 

gold and silver. When the funds furnished are drafts, they shall be 

presented at the place of payment, and paid according to law; and 

payments sha^ll be made in the funds so received for the drafts, unless 

$M fnndv or said drafts can be exchanged for gold and silver at par. 

If any disbufsifig officer shall violate any of these provisions, he shall 

. be suspended by the Secretary of War, and reported to the President, 

and promptly Temoved from o6Q^ or restored to his trust and duties, 

as to the President amy seem just and proper. 

895. No disbursing officer shall accept, or receive, or transmit to the 
Treasury to be allowed in his favor, any receipt or voucher from a credi- 
tor of the Confederate States without having paid to such creditor, in 
auch funds as he received for disbursement, or snch other funds as he is 
aatborjzed by the preceding article to take in exchange, the full amount 
specified in such receipt or voucher ; and ever^such act shall be deeoi^ 
to be a conversion to bis own use of the amount specified in such re- ^ 
oeipt o;r voucher* And no officer in the military service charged with 
the safe keeping, transfer, or disbursement of public money, shall con- 
cert to his own use, or invest In any kind of merchandise or property, 
or lotfn with or without intere^, or deposit in any bank, or exchange 
for other funds, except as allowed .in t^e preceding article, anv public 
money entrusted to him ; and every such act shall be (j^emed to be a 
felony and an embezzlement oT io much money as may be so taken, 
converted, invested, used, loaned, deposited or exchanged. 

896. Any officer who shall directly or indirectly sell or dispose of. for 
a premium, aiiy treasury note, draft, warrant or other public security 
in his hands wr disbursement, oi* sell or dispose of the proceeds or 
avails thereof without making returns of such preifiium and accounting 
therefor bv charging it in his accounts to the' credit of the Confederate 
States^ will furthVith be dismissed by the President. 

897. If any disbursing officer shall bet at cards or any game of hazard, 
4)is oommandiug ofiBcer shall suspend bis functions, ancTrequire him to . 
taxp over all the public funde in his keeping, and shall immediately 
report the case to the proper bureau of the War Bepartment* 

898. Ail officers are forbid to give or take any receipt in blank for 
public money or property; but in all eases the voucher shall be made 
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out in fftll. And ilie true date, plaee^ and exact ameifai of tnoney, m 

words, shall be written out In tbe receipt before it is signed. 

^ 899. When a signature is not written by the hand of the party, it 

must; 1>e witnessed. * < ^ 

90Q. No advance of public money shall be made, except advances to 
disbursing officers, and adv^inces by order of the. War Department to 
officers on distant stations, where they can not receive their pay and 
' emoluments regularly ; but in all oases of contracts for the performance 
of ^ny service, or the delivery of articles of any desoription,-^ payment 
shall not exceed the value of the servioe rendered, or of the articles de- 
livered, previously to payment. 

901. No officer disbursing er directhigthe disbntseraent of money fei* 
the military service shall be concerned, directly or indirectly, in the pur^ 
chase or eale, for commercial purposes, of any article intended for, nyi* 
king a part of, or appertaining to the department of the public aemee 
in which he is engaged, nor shall take or apply to his own use any gam 
or emolument for negotiating or transacting any public busineee other 
than what is or may be allowed by law. 

902. No wagon-master or forage-master shall be interteted or eon- 
oerned, directly or indirectly, in any wagon pr othbr means of trans- 
port employed by the Confederate States, nor in the purchase or sale of 
any property procured for or belonging to-the Confederate States, ex- 
cept as the Agent of the Confederate States. 

903. No officer or agent in the military service shall purchase from 
any other person in the militery service, or make any contract with any 
such person to furbish supplies or services, or make any purchase or 
•contract in which such person shall be admitted to any share or part, 
or to any benefit to arise therefrom. 

904. No person in the military service whose salary, pay, 5r emotu- 
menljs is or are fixed by law or regulations, shall receive any additional 
pay, extra allowance, or compensation in any form whatever, for the 
disbursement of public money, or any other service or duty whatsoever, 
unless the same shall be /authorized by law, and explicitly set out in^^ 
appropriation. 

905. All accounts of expenditures shall set out a sufficient explana- 
tion of .the object, necessity and pfopriety of the expenditure. 

906. The«facts on which an. account depends must be steted and 
Touched by the certificate of an officer, or other sufficient evidence. 

907. If any account paid on the certificate of an officer to the facts is 
afterwards disallowed for error of fact in the certificate, it shall pass^to 

. the credit of the disbursing officer, and be charged to the officer who 
gave the certificate. 

908. An officer shall hare credit for an* expenditure of money or pro- 
perty made in obedience to the order of his commimding officer. If the 
expenditure is disallowed, it shall be charged to the officer 'who or- 
dered it. 

909. Disbursing officers, when they have the money, shall pay oash' 
and not open an account. Heads of bureaus shall take care, by tineiy *< 
remittances, to obviate the necessity of any purchases onm'edit. 

910. When a disbursing officer is relieved, he shall certify th« ont> 
standing debts to his sueoessor, and transmit an aooonnt of the- same Co 
the head of the bureau, and turn over his public monejr and prop«iy 
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I nppeHaining to the service from ivb»ch he is relieved to his saooessori 
uo MM otherwise ordered.* 

911. Tite chief of each mvUtary bureau of the War Department, shall, 

QDd«r ifae direction of the Secretary of War, regulate, as far as practi- 

t cable, fbe employment of faired persons required for the administrative 

service of his department. 

912.. When practioable, persons hired in the militiiry senuce shall l)e 

: paid at theend i)f the calendar nTonth, and vrhen discharged. Separate 

. pay rolls shall be made for each month. * 

9iS. When a hired person is discharged and not paid, a certified 
' statement of his aocpnnt shall be given him. 

914. Propert^y, paid for or not, must be taken up on the return, and 
accounted for vrhen received^ 

915. No oflScer has authority to insure public property or money. 

916. Disbursing oflBcers are not authorized to settle with heirs, execu- 
tors, or administrators, except by instructions from the proper bureau 
of the War Department upon accounts duly audited and certified by the 
proper accounting officers' of the Treasury. * 

917. Public horses, mules, oxen, tools, and implements shall be brand- 
ed oonspicnously C. S. before being used in service, and all other pub- 
lie property that it may be useful to mark ; and a)l public property 
havin|]( the brand of the C. S. when sold or condemned, shall be brand- 
ed with the letter C. , 

91S. No public property shall be used, nor labor hired for the public 
be employed, for any private use whatsoever not authorized by the re- 
gulations of the service. ^ 

919. When public property becomes damaged, except by fair wear 
and tear, the officer accountable for the property shall report the case ' 
to the commanding officer, who shall appoint a board of survey of two 
or nnore officers to examine the property and ascertain the cause and 
amount of damage, ^nd whether by any fault of any person in the 
military service, and report the facte and their opinion to him ; which 
report,^ with his opinion thereon, he shall transmit to the chief of the 
id'Cpartinent to which the property appertains, and give a copy to £he of- 
ficer accountable for the property ana to the person chargeable for the 
damage. ^ 

- 920. If any article of publie property be lost or damaged by neglect 
or fraud of any officer qf soldier, or person hired in the public service, 
be shairpay the value of such article, or amount of damage, or cost of 
repairs^ in .either case at such rates as a Board of Survey, with the ap- 
proiial of the commanding^/)fficer, may Assess, according to the place 
aod circumstances of the loss or damage. 

921. Charges agaiqst a soldier shall be set against his pay on the 
muster roll. , Charges against an officer to be set against his p&y shall 
be promptly reported to the Secretary of War. * 

922. If any article of public property be embezzled, or by neglect 
lost ojf damaged, by any person hired in the public service, the value or 



' * If the pay of an officer or soldier is wrongfully withheld for arrears or 
labilities to the Confederate States, a eivii remedy is provided by law.

dcitnage shall be charged to him, and set against any pay or money due 
him, to be deducted on pay-roll next following. ^ 

923. Public property lost or destroyed in the military servioamuiit be 
socounted for by affidavit, or the certificate of a commissioned officer, or 
other satisfactory evidence. 

924.' Affidavits or depositions may be taken beifore any officer in the 
list, as follows, vrhen recourse cannot be had to any before named pn 
said list^ which fact shall be certified by the officer offering the evidence; 
Ist, a civil magistrate competent to adkninister baths ; 2d, a judge advo- 
cate; 3d, the recorder of a garrison or ref^i mental court-martial ; 4lh, 
the Adjutant of a regiment ; 5th, a commissioned officer. 

925. When military stores or other army supplies are unsuitable to 
the service, the officer in charge* thereof shall report the case to the com- 
manding oMcer, who shall refer the report, with his opinion thereon, to 
the bureau of the department to which the property appertains, for the 
order in the case of the Secretary of ^yar. But if, from the nature or 
condition of the property or exigency of the service, it be necessary to 
act without the delay of such reference, in such case of necessity the 
commanding officer shall appoint a board of survey, composed of two 
or more competent officers, to examine the property and report to him, 
subject to his opproval, what disposition the public interest re(]fAires to 
bo made of it ;. which he shall cause to be mtide^ and report the case to 
the proper bureau of the War Department for the information of the 
Secretary of War.^ These cases of necessity arise when the property 
is' of a perishable nature, and can not be kept, or when the expense of 
keeping it is too great in proportion to its value, or when the troops, in 
movement, would be compelled to abandoiji it. Horses incurably unfit 
for any public service may also constitute a case of necessity, but shall 
be put to death only in case of an incurable wound or contagious dis* 
order. ^ • 

926. When military stores and other army supplies are reported to tfce 
War Department as unsuitable to the service, a proper inspection or 
survey of them shall be made by an Inspector-General, or such suitable. 

• officer or officers as the Secretary of War may appoint for that purpose. 
Separaty nventories of the stores, according to the disposition to bo 
made of^hem, shall accompany the Inspection report : as of articles to 
be repaired, to be broken up, to be sold, of no use or value, and to be 

. dropped, &c., ,&o. The inspection report and inventories shall show the 
exact condition of the different articles. 

927. Military stores and other army supplies found unsuitable to the 
public service, after inspection by an Inspector-General, or such special 
inspection as may have been directed in the case, and ordered for sale, 
shall be sold for cash at auction, on due public notice, and in such mar- 
ket as the public interest may require. The officer making the sale will 
bid in and suspend the sale whon, in his opinion, better prices may bo^ 
got. Expenses of the sale will be paid from its proceeds. The auc- 
tioneer's certified account of the sales in detrfi), and the vouchers for 
the expenses of the sale„will be reported to the chief of the department 
to which the property belonged. The nett proceeds will be applied as 
the Secretary of War may direct. 

928. No officer making returns of property shall drop from his return 
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toy public property as woA oat or onserriceftble, until it baa been odd- 
demnod, after proper inspection, and ordered to be so drodped. . 

929. An officer delivering stores shall deliver or transmit to the re- ' 
eeivinf^ oiBcer an exact list of them in daplicato invoices, and the re- 
ceiving officer shall return him duplicate receipts. 

930. When an officer to whom stores are forwarded has reason to sup- 
pose them luiscarried. he shall promptly 'inform the issuing and for- 

. warding officer, and the bureau of the department to which the proper- 

I ty appertains. 

931* When stores received do not correspond in amount or quality 
with tbe invoice, they, will be examined by a board of survey, and their 
report communicated to the proper bureau, to the issuing and forward- 
ing offipeA and to the officer authorised to pay the transportation ac- 

' oount- Damages recovered from the carrier or other party liable, will 
be refunded to the proper department. 

932. On the death of an officer in charge of public property or 
money, the commanding oifBcer shall appoint a board of survey, to take 
an inventory of the Fame, which he shall forward to the proper bureau 

^ of the War Department, and hei shall designate annefficer to take charge 
' of the said property or money till orders in the case are received from 
, the proper authority. 

933. When an officer in charge of public property is removed from 
the care of it, the commanding officer shall aesignate an officer to re- 
vive it, or take charge *of it himself, till a successor be regularly ap- 
^inted. When no officer can remain to receive it, the commanding of- 
icor will take suitable means to secure it, and report the facts to the 
proper aorhority. 

934. Every officer having public moneys to account for, and failing 
to render his account thereof quarter-yearly, with the vouchers neces- 
sary to its correct and prompt eettlement, within three monttis after the 
expiration of the quarter it resident in the Confederate States, and 
within six months, if resident in a foreign couptry, will be promptly " 
dismissed by the President, unless he sball explain the default to the 
satisfaction of the f^resident. 

,935. Every officer intrusted with public money or property shall ren- 
der all prescribed returns and accounts to the bureau of the department 
in which he is serving, where all such returns and accounts shall pass 
through a rigid administrative scrutiny before the money accounts are

940. The officer advertising for proposals shall, when the intended 
contract or purchase is considerable, transmit forthwith a copy of the 
advertisement and report of the case to the proper ^reau of the War 
Department. 

Contracts will be made with the lowest responsible bidder; and 
purchases from the lowest bidder who produces the proper article. But

942. When sealed bids are repaired, the time of opening them sball^ 
be specified; and bidders have privilege to be present at the opening. 

943. When immediate delivery or performance is required by the 
public exigency, the article or service required may be procured by * 
open purchase or contract at the places, and in the mode in which suoh 
articles are usually bought and sold, or such services engaged^ between

944. Contracts shall be made in quadruplicate ; one to^be kept by th^ 
officer, one by the contractor, and two to be sent to the military bureau^ 
one of which for the officer of the Second Comptroller of the Treasury. 

945. The contractor shall give bond, with good and sufficient securi^ 
ty, for the true and faithful performance of his contract, and each sure* 
ty shall state liis place of resideuQe. 

946. An express condition shall be inserted in contract that no mem« 
ber of Congress shall be admitted to any share or part therein, or any 
bgnefit to arise therefrom. '^ 

'^47. No contract shall be made except under a law authorising it, or 
^an appropriation adequate to its fulfilment except contracts by the Sec- 
retary of War for the subsistence or clothingof the army, or the Quar- 
termaster's Department. 

. 948. It is the duty of ^every commanding officer to enforce a rigid 
economy in the public expenses. 

949. The commander of a geographical district or department shall 
require abstracts to be rendered to him, at least once in each quarter, 
by every officer under his orders who is charged with the care oi public 
property or the disbursement of public money, showing all property re- 
ceived, issued and expended by the officer rendering the account, and 
. the property remaining on hand,, and all moneys, received, paid, or 
contracted>to be paid by him« and the balances remaining in his bands ; 
and where such officer is serving under any .intermediate commander, 
as of the post, regiment, &c., the abstracts shall be revised by such com- 
mander; and both the accounting officer and. the commanding officei: 
shall accompany the abstracts with full explanations of every circa m- 
atance that may be necessary to a completive understanding, by the com- 
mander of the department, <jf all the items on the. abstracts. 
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^ TheM nbstraots, where the aoooontiiig oiloer if serying in more Ihfft 
one staff appointment, will be made separately for eaoh. 

950. The commander of the department shall promptly 6orreot all ir-' 
regalarities and eitravaj^noes wbioh be may disoover. He shall also 
forward, as soon as praotioable, the money abstracts to the bureaa of 
the War Department to which the aocoants appertain, with such re- 

' marks as may be necessary to explain his opinions and action thereon. 

951. All estimates for snpplies of property or money for the pabfio 
gervice within a department, shall be forwarded through the commander 
of the department, and carefully revised by him. And all snob esti- 
mates shall go through the immediate commander, if such there be, of 
the ojBEloer rendering the estimate, as of the post or reziment, who shall * 
be required by tbetlepartment commander to rense the estimates for 
tKe. service of his own command. 

. 952. The administrative control exercised by department comm&nd^ 
ers shall, when troops are In the field, devolve on the oommanders of 
divisions, or whsn the command is less than tk division, on the conf- 
mander of the whole. 

95S. No land shall be purehiMod for the Oonfederate Statee esoepfc 
under a law authorizing such purchase. 

954. No public money shall be expended for the purchase of any 
land, nor for erecting armories, arsenals, forts, fortifications or other 
public buildings, until the written opinion of the Attorney General 
shall be had in favor of the validity of the title, to the land or site, nor. 
if the land be within any State of the'Confederate States, nntil a seasioa 
sf the jurisdiction by the Legi^ture of the State. 

955.^ No permanent buildings for the army, as barracks, qnarterst 
hospitals,* store-housesi ofioes, or stables, or piers, or wharves, shall be 
erected bnt by order of the. Secretary of War, and according to the plan 
directed by'him, and in consequence of appropriations made hj law. 
And no alteration shall be made in any such public building, without 
authoriirfrom the War Department. 

** 956. Complete title papers', with full and exact maps, plans, and 
drawings of the public lands purchased* appropriated, or designed for 
permanent military fortifications will be collected, recorded and fileA 
m the Biireau of the Corps of Engineers ; of the public lands appro* 
priated or designated for armories, arsenals, and ordnance depots, will 
be collected, recorded and filed in the Ordoanoe Bureau ; of all other 
land belonging to the Oonfederate States, and under the charge of the 
War Department for barracks, posts, cantonfments, or ol^er mtlitarj^ 
uses, will be colleoted, recorded And filed in the office of t^e Quarter^ 
master. General of the army.

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ARTICLE XLI. 
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u 958. Thig department provides the qunrters and transportation of tbe 
army ; storage and transportation for all arm^ supplies ; army clothing ; 
camp and garrison equipage ; cavalry, and artillery horses; fuel ; forage; 
•traw and stationery. ' . \ 

950. The incidental expenses of the army paid through the Quarter- 
piaster's Department, include per^diem to extra duty men ; postage oh 
public service ; the expenses of conrts-mnrtial ; of the pursuit and ap* 
prehension of deserters ; of the burials of officers and soldiers ; of hired 
escorts ; of expresses, interpreters, spies and guides ; of veterinary sur-' 
g«on8 and medicine for horses, and of sopplying posts with water ;'at)^ 
generally the proper and anthorized expenses for the movements and 
operationfl of an army not expressly assigned to any other department. 

Barracks and quarter^. 

960. iTnder this head are included the permanent buildings for the use 
of the army, as harracks, quarters, hospital, storehouses, offices, stables. 

961. When barracks and quarters are to be occupied, they wilt be al- 
lotted by the Quartermaster at the station, un()er the control of the com- 
manding officer. 

962.' The number of rooms ai^ amount of fuel for offices, and men 
are as follows :

1068. No person in the military service,- while in arrear to the Con* 
federate States, shall draw pay. When the Secretary of War ahall find 
by report of the Comptroller of the Treasury, or x)therwise, that an dfi» 
ficer of the army is in arrears to the Confederate States, the Quarter* 
master-General shall be directed to stop his pay to the amouxijtof-suGh 
arrears, by giving notice thereof to the Quartermastera of the Army, 
and to the officer, who may pay over the amount to any Quartermaster.

1078. Every enlisted man discharged as a minor, or for other cause 
JnvolYing fraud on -his part in the enlistment, or discharged by the cifil 

I authority, shall forfeit all pay and allowance due at the time of the die- 
ebarsre. 

1079. Quartermasters or other officers to whom a discharged soldier 
may apply, shall transmit to the Quartermaster-General, with their re- 
marks, any evidence the soldier may furnish relating to his not having 
received or having lost his certificate of pay due.

No militia or volunteer^ shall be paid till regularly mustered 
into, service, as provided in thegeneral regulations. 

1096. When volunteers are furnished with clothing, by toilers or 
other persons, the furnisher may secure his pay at the first payment^ 
the company, upon presenting to the paying Quartermaster tho receipt 
of the individual furnished^ verified by the certificate of the captain as 
to its correotne08—bttt this receipt will not be respected for an amount 
above the twenty-five dollars allowed for six months' service.

Sabsifttence utores for the arm j, unless in particuUr tnd nrgmit 
eftsesvthe Secretary of War shall otherwiiae direct, shall Le procured by 
contract, to he made by the Commisaary General on publio notice, to be 
delivered on ini^pection in the bulk, and atvuch places an Ahall be nipu- 
late J ; the inspector to i^ive duplicate innpeetioo certificates (Hee Form 
No. 15), and to be a legal inspepttir where there is sucn oQlcer. 

1098. Purchases, to supply such oorps at.d posts as by-r^ason of their 
|iosition, the climate or fur other suWcient cause, the Secretary of War 
may specially direct to be sup^^ied in that w»y, will be diade in (»pea 
market on public notice, from the lowest bidder who produces the pro* 
per article. 

1099. And whenever a de&cienoy of subsistence stores makes it ne- 
eessary to buy them, the commissary, where they are needed, will make 
a requisition for that purpose on the proper purchasing commissary, or 
buy them himself, of' good quality, corresponding with the contract. 

1100. When subsistence is received under contract, the commissary 
will receipt for it on the .inspection certificates (see Form No. 15.) He 
will deliver one of these to the contractor, and forward the other to the 
Commissary-Qeneral, with a report en the quality of the provisions and 

. the condition of the packages. 

1101. Whenever subsistence stores are purchased, the advertiaemente 
and biiis, and a copy of the bill of purchase, with a statement of the 
eause^f purchase, will be forwarded by ttie purchasing officer to the 
Commii^sary Qeneral. This rule does not apply to the ordinary pnr- 
ehase of hospital supplies. Pi>rk, salt beef, and flour must be inspected 
before purchase by a legal inspector where there is such officer.

When provisions can be spared fVom the military supplies, 
commanding officers have discretion to order issues to Indi.ms visiting 
military posts on tho frontiers, or in their respective nations, and to 
order sales i»f subsistence to Indian agents for issues to Indians. The 
returns for issue's, where there is no Indian agent, will be sigiied by the 
commanding officer. The sales will be fur cash, at cost, including all 
expenses; to be entered on tho monthly return, and credited on the 
quarterly account current. 

1116. Issues to volunieers and milUla, to sailors, to marines, to cUizens 
employed by any of the departments, or to Ihdians, will be entered on 
separate abstracts to the monthly return. 

11 17. An extra issue of fifteen pounds of tallow or ten of sperm cao- 
dles, per month, may be made to the principle g^iardof each camp and 
garrison, on the order of the commanding officer. Extra issues of soap, 
candles and vinegar, are permitted to the hospital when the Surgeon 
does not avail himself of the commutation of the hospital rations, or 
when there is no hospital fund ; salt in small^ quantities may be issued 
for public horses and caftle. When the officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment find anti-scorbutics necessary for the health of the troops, tlie com- 
manding officer may order issues of fresh vegetables^ pickled onions, 
sour krout or molassfts, with i\^ extra quantity of rice and vinegar, 
(Potatoes are usually issued at the rate of one pound per ration, and 
onions at the rate of three bushels in lieu of one of beans ) Occasional 
issues (extra) of molas&es are mai^e— Wo quarts to one hundred rations 
— and of dried apples, of from one to one and a-half bushels to one 
hundred rations. Troops at sea are recommended to draw rice and an 
extra issue of molasses m lieu of beans. W^en an ti -scorbutics are is- 
sued, the medical officer will certify th€f necessity, and the circumstances 
which cause ft, upon the abstract of extra issues, (see Form 4.) 

1118. When men leave their company, the rations they have drawn, 
and left with it, iVill be deducte J from the next return for the company; 
a like rule when men are discharged from the hospital will govern the 
hospital return. Inasmuch «is the Regulations concerning*the issue of 
commissary stores have been violated by issuing the same to civilians : 
hereafter, all iss^jes of subgistenc© not warranted by the Regulations, 
are positively praliibitcd. ' 
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1119. A daily ration of fmh vagetables will be fbrniahed to all ibe 

troops whenever the same can be provided at reasonable cost to tbe 
government, ' * 

1120. Obaplains in the army are allowed the same ration as privates, 
to be issued or coi^ mated as they may desire. If commnted, iwentv- 
fivetsJBntsper diem, while with their conmiands, and sixty cents whil^ 
detached nnder orders or oh furlt)iigh, wAl be allowed them. 

1121. Tout^omen will be allowed to each company as washerwo- 
men, and will receive one ration per day each, llospital laondresa 
fiAlpwed one ration per diem each. ' ^ 

/il22. The issue of wbiskeT is prohibited, except in oa^s of extras 
elrdinary fatigue and exposure^ 

1123. Rations are to be issued to discharged men delayed at way 
l^pitals. 

1124. Commanding officers are re({uired to examine promptly the 
returns^ of their comoiis^aries, whether the issues were made by direc- 
tion of their predecessors in command, or by their own direction. 

1125. Commissaries and acting ciminissaries will, whenever poesi- 
ble, draw provii^ons on returns, according to forms 13 and 14 of the 
subsistence regulations. They will, after receiving provisions, state on 
the back of these returns the araount of provisions actually received on 
the return, and the issuing commissary will make out hie €U>^iraci of 
issues in accordance with su^h receipt.. Commanding officers whose 
daty it may be to examine the ^bstract of issues of the oommissariea 
of their command, wiU reject all returns for issues which do not show 
the amounts actually issued by the statement -ef the receiving officer to - 
that effect, certifying that the abstracts are in accordance with the issues 
actually made. 

1126. The abstract of issues will show the corps or department. 
When abstracts require more than one sheet, the sheets will be num-! 
bered in series, and not pasted together ; the total at the foot of eaidi, 
^arried^ the head of the next, &o., &c. All lists of subsistence stores 
shall run ii^ this order, meat, breadstuff, rice *and beans» coffee, sug^, 
yinegar, candles, soap, salt, anti-scorbutics, forage for cattle. 

SUBSISTENCK TO OmCERS* 



1127. An officer may draw subsistence stores, paving cash for them 
at contract or cost prices, without includ^g cost of transportation,- on. 
his certificate that they are for his own use and the tise of his family.' 
Theie certified lists the commanding officer shall compare with the 

t monthly abstracts of sales, which he shall countersign, (see Porm 5.) 
The commissary will enter the sales on his monthly return, and oredlt 
the money in his 4uarterly account current. Nosabnstence stores will ^ 
be sold to officers' families. When an officer has his family with him, 
<wh^Te he is stationed on dutv, he may draw a limited amount of snob 
stores, on his certificate on honor that the stores are exclusively for 
bimself and his family. He must pay cash, or deposit a pay accbnnt 
with the Commissary, on which he may draw. Under no other eiroon^ 
stances whatever will Commissaries be permitted to ||»ne etores to offi* 
oeFS — and then, only such articles as are a part of the ration reignlarly . 
iasued to soldiers at the time. Coiianiiisearies who draw atores on bulk^ 
can alone mttke sales to officers;

shall furnish tbe men with good and wholesome board and^lodgings, at 
the option of the recruiting officer, and the recruiting party shall have the 
privilege of hanging out a flag frobi the place of rendezvous. 

Thirdy That fresh beef shall be issued at least twice in each week, if re- 
quired by the commanding ofiicer. 

Fourth, It is clearly understood that the provisions, stipulated to be fu^. 
nished and delivered under this contract, shall be of the first quality. 

Fifth, Should any difficulty arise respecting the quality of the provisions 
stipulated to be delivered under this contract, then the commanding ofii- 
cer is to appoint a disinterested person, to meet one of the same descrip- 
tion, to be appointed by the contractor. These two, thus appointed, will 
have power to decide on the .anality of the provisions ; but should they 
disagree, then a third perso|^|^E> be chosen by the two already appointed, 
the whole to act under oath, and the opinion of the majority to be final in 
the case.

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ARTICLE XLIII. 

VtDICAL DBPAETMKNT. 

1150. The Sargeon General is charged with the adminiatratiTe de* 
tails of the Medical Department ; the |^rnment of hoapitala ; the 
regulation of the duties of the medical o^Krs, issuing orders and in- 
structions relating to tbeir professional duties; and. the employment 
of acting medical officers when needed. All communications from 
medical officers, which require his action, will be made directly to him. 

1151. Medical Directors will be recommended by the Surgeon Gener^, 
and being approved, will be announced in orders from the Adjutant 
and Inspector General's office. They will have the general control of 
the medical officers and hospitals of their conunands. A division will 
have a medical officer assigned in general medical charge ab Chief Sur- 
geon of Division, on the recommendation of the Medical Director, by 
the General commanding an army. A brigade will be under the gene- 
ral medical chargp of the Senior 6urgeon of the Brigade, who wifl not 
be relieved from regimental dutj. 

1152. Medical Directors, Chief Surgeons of Divisions, and Senior 
Surgeons of Brigades will inspect the hospitals of their commands, 
and see that the rules and regulations are enforced, and the duties of 
the Surgeons and Assistant Surgeons are properly performed. 

1153. They will examine the case books, prescription and diet book?, 
and ascertain the natyre of diseases which may have prevailed, and 
their probable causes ; recommend the best method of prevention, and 
also make such suggestions relative to the situation, construction and 
economy of the hospitals, and to Ihe police of the camps, as may ap- 
pear necessary for the benefit and comfort of the sick, and the good o{ 
the service. 

115 4t Senior Surgeons of Brigades will receive the monthly reports 
of sick and wounded (Form 1), required from the medical officers, and 
transmit them through the Chief Surgeon of Division to the Medical 
Director. The Medical Director will make to the Surgeon General a 
consolidated monthly report of the sick and wounded, from the monthly 
reports of the medical officers of th0 command. The quarterly reports 
of sick and wounded required from medical officers serving with troops, 
will be transmitted to the Surgeon General through tbe Senior Surgeon 
of Brigade, the Chief Surgeon of Division, and the Medical Director: 
those from medical officers in charge of General Hospitals vnll be^for- 
warded through the Medical Director, 

1155. Senior Surgeons of Brigade will make to the Chief Surgeon 
* of Division, and Chief Surgeons of Division will make to the Medical 

Director, monthly returns of the medical officers of their commands 
(Form 2). Sargeons in charge of General Hospitals will make to tbe 
Medical Director similar returns of the medical officers of the hospitals, 
including private physicians employed 'by contract. The Medical. .Di- 
rector'will make to the Surgeon General a monthly return of the medi- 
cal officers of the command. 

1156. Medical Purveyors will be assigned as such on the recommenda- 
tion of the Surgeon General, and under bis direction, will purch^^cfoU 
medical and hospital supplies required for the Medical Department, or- 
will make requisitions for these suppliesi through the Snrgeon General, 
on the prin'cipal purveying depots. 
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1157. Medical Paryeyors will mftke to the Surgeoa- General, at the 
ei^d of each 'fiscal quarter, returns in duplicate (Form 3j, of medical 
supplies received, issued, and remaining oi) hand, stating to whom, or 

\ "from whom, and when and where issued or receiyed. : Other medical 
officers in charge of medical supplies will make similar returns semi- 
< annually, on the 30th of June and the Slstnof December ; and alKmedi- 
oal officers will make them when relitved from the duty to which their 
returns relate. The returns will show the condition of the stores, and 
particularly of the instruments, bedding, and furniture. Medical Pur- 
veyors will furnish abstracts of receipts and issues, with their returns 
{Form 4). 

1158. Medical disbursiiig officers will, at the end of each fiscal quarter, 
render to the Surgeon General, in duplicate, a quarterly account cur- 

^ rent of moneys received and expended, yrith the proper vouchers for 
t th« paypaents, and certificates that the services have been rendered and 

the supplies purchased and received for the medical service, and trans- 
mit to him an estimate of the funds required for the next quarter. 
^1159. The medical supplies for the army are prescribed in the Stand- 
/ftrd Supply Tables for Hospitals and Field Service. 
! 1160. J^edical and hospital supplies will be issued by Medical Pur- 

veyors on requisitions (Form 5), in duplfbate, approved by the Medical 
I Director, and exhibiting the quantities on hand of articles wanted, 

t The duplicate of the requisition, showing the actuaKiSsues and date 

I thereof, will be forwarded by the Medical Purveyor to the Surgeon 

I General. 

1161. When it is necessary to purchase medical supplies, those which 
are indispensable may be procured by the Quartermaster, if recourse 
cannot be had to a medical disbursing officer, on a special requisition 
(Form 6), and account (Form 7). 

vll62. In every case of spesial requisition, a duplicate of the requisi* 
tion shall, at the same time, be transmitted to the Surgeon General, for 
his information. 

1163. An officer transferring medical supplies, will furnish a certified 
1 invoice to the officer who is to receive them, and transm\jb a duplicate of 

- it to the Surgeon General. %he receiving officer will transmit duplicate 
> receipts (specifying articles and quantities) to the Surgeon General, 

with a report of the quality and condition of the supplies, and report 
the same to the issuing officer. A medical officer, who turns over medi- 
cal supplies to a Quartermaster for storage or transportation, will for- 
ward to the Surgecn General, with the invoice, the Quartermaster's 
receipts for the packages. 

1164. Medical officers will take up on their returns, and. account fyr, 
all medical supplies of the army that come into their possession, and 
rep^t, when they know it, to whose account they are to be credited. 

Iio5. Medical supplies are not to be detained or diverted from their 
^ destination, except by commanding generals, in cases of absolute ne* 

^ cessity, who will promptly report the circumstances to the Adjutant 

General, that orders may be given for supplying the deficiency ; and 
.' , the, medical ofiicer receiving them will immediately report the fact to 

the Surgeon General; and, also, when practicable, notify the officer for 

y^harfk they were intended. 
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, 1166. In all oOIoiaI lists of medical iappUes, the articles -will be en- 
tered in the order of the Supply Tables. 

1167. The nenior medical oiBcer of each post, regiment^ or detadi- 
Dieot, will, with the approbation of the oommaodin^ officer, select a 
suitable site for the erection of a hospital, or of hospital tents. 

1168. The senior medical officer of a hospital will distrikmfce the pa- 
tients, accordini; to convenience, and the nature of their complaiBts, 
into wards or divisions, under the particular charge of the several as- 
sistant surgeons ; and will visit them himself each day as frequently 
as the state of the sick may require, accompanied by the aasistanty 
steward, and nurse. 

J.169. His prescriptions of medicine and diet are to be written down 
aronce in the proper book, with the name of the patient and the num- 
ber of his bed ; the assistants will fill up the diet table for the day, 
and direct the administration of the prescribed medicines. He will 
detail an assistant surgeon to remain at the hospital day and- night, 
when the state of the sick requires it. 

1170. In distributing the duties of his assistants, he will ordinarfly 
require the aid of one in the care and preparation of the hospital re- 
port9, registers, and records, the rolls, and descriptive lists ; and of 
another, in the charge of the dispensary, instruments, medicines, hos- 
pital expenditures, and the preparation of the requisitions and returns. 

1171. lie will enforce the proper hospital regulations to promote 
health and prevent contagion, by ventilated and not crowded rooms, 
scrupulous cleanliness, frequent changes of bedding and linen, occa- 
sional refilling of the bed sack and pillow ticks with fres^ straw; regu- 
larity in meals, attention to cooking, &o. 

1172. lie will cause to be printed, or written in a legible hand, and 
hung up in a conspicuous place in each ward, such rules and regula- 
tions as he may deem necessary for the guidance of the attendaDta, 
and the order, cleanliness, and convenience of the patients. 

1173. He will require the steward to take due care of the hospital 
stores, and supplies ; to enter in a book, daily (Form 8), the issues to 
the wardmasters, cooks, and nurses ; to prepare the provision returns, 
and receive and distribute the rations. 

1174. He will rec^uire the wardmaster to take charge of the effects of 
the patients ; to register them in a book (Form 9) ; to have them num- 
bered and labeled with the patient's name, rank, and company ; to re- 
ceive from the steward the furniture, bedding, cooking utensils, &c., 
for use, and keep a record of them (Form 10), and how distributed to 
the wards and kitchens ; and once a week- to take an inventory of the 
articles in use, and report to him any loss or damage to them, and to 
return to the steward such as are not required for use. 

1175. Assistant Surgeons will obey the orders of their senior sur- 
geon, see that subordinate officers do their duty, and aid in enfivcing 
the regulations of the hospital. * ^ v 

1176. The cooks and nurses are under the orders of the steward.* 
He is responsible for the cleanliness of the wards and kitchens, patients 
and attendants, and all articles in use. He will ascertain who are 
present at sunrise and sunset, and tattoo, and report absentee^ 

1177. At surgeon's call the sick then in the companies will be cdn- 
ducted .to the hospital by the first sergeants, who will each hand to the 
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surgeon, in bis company book, jv Ibt of a^Ltbe eiak of.tbe company, on 
which the surgeon shall state who are to remain or go into the hospital ; 
who are to return to ctuarters as sick or convalescent ; what duties the 
Gonvaleseents in quarters are capable of; what casea are feigned ; and 
any other information in regard to the sick of tlie company, he may 
have to^communicate to the company commander. 

1178,* Soldiers in hospital, patients or attendants, except stewards, 
Bhall be mustered on the. rolls of their company, if it be present at the 
post. 

il79. When a soldier in hospital is detached from his company so as < 
not to be mustered with it for pay, his company commander shall cer- 
tify and send to the hospitecl his descriptive list and account of pa^ 
and clothing, containing all necessary, information relating to his ac- 
counts with the Confederate States, on which the surgeon shall enter 
all payments, stoppages, and issues of clothing to him in hospital. 
When he leaves the hospital, the medic51"officer shall certify and remit 
his descriptive list, showing the state of his accounts. If he is dis- 
eharged from the service in hospital, the surgeon shall make out, his . 
final statements for pay and clothing. If he dies in hospital, the sur- 
geon shall take charge of his effects, and make the reports required in 
the general regulations concerning soldierswho die absent from their 
companies. 

11»0. Patients in hospital are, if possible, to leave their arms and 
accoutrements with their companies, and in no case to take ammunition 
into the hospital. 

1181. When a patient is transferred from one hospital to another, 
the miedical officer shall send with him an account of his ca«e, and the 
treatment. 

1182. The regulations for the servic'fe of hospitals apply, as far as 
practicable, to the medical service in the field. 

1183. In the field the senior medical officer will inspect camps^ and 
urge the enforcement of stringent rules of police. 

1 184. The senior medical officer of each hospital, post, regiment or 
detachment, will keep the following records, and deliver them to his 
successor: A register of patients (Form 11) ; a prescription and diet 
book (Form 12) ; a case book ; copies of his requisitions, returns of 

'^ property, and reports of sick and wounded ; and an order and letter 
book, in which will be transcribed all orders and letters relating to his 
duties. s 

Il8d. He will make on the forms furnished from the Adjutant and 
Inspector Qenerars office^ according to the directions expressed thereon, 
the muster and pay rolls of the hospital steward, cooks and nurses not 
enlisted or volunteers, and laundresses ; and of all soldiers in hospital, 
sick or on duty, detached from their companies. 

118fi. The extra pay allowed to soldiers acting as cooks and nurses 
in h(^itals, will be paid by the Quartermaster Department, the extra 
service being noted on the hospital muster rolls. 

1187. The senior medical officer will select the cooks, nurses and 
laundresses, with the approval of the commanding officer. Cooks and 
nurses, taken from the private^ will be exempt from other duty, but 
shall attend the parades for muster and weekly inspection of their com- 
panies at the post, unless specially excused b^ the commsuiding officer. 
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They will not be removed except for misdemeanor, and at tbe request 
of the medical officer, nnless in cases of urgent necessity, and tben'onlj 
by tbe order of tbe commanding officer. 

1188. Cooks and nurses, not enlisted or yolunteera, are Hke others 
flabject to military oontrol. They will be paid on tbe hospital musisr 
rolls, by tbe Qaartermaeter Department, at tbe rates at whiob they bare 
been engaged, which, in no case, will exceed $18 50 per month, being 
the pay proper of an enlisted man, together with the extra pay allowed 
in paragraph 1186. They should not in general be employed for a less 
period than a calendar month. 

1189. Ordinarily, hospital attendants are allowed as follows: To a 
general hospital, one steward, one nurse* as wardmaster, one nurse to 
ten patients, one laundress to twenty, and one cook td thirty ; to a hos- 
pital where the command exceeds five companies,' one steward and 
wardmaster, one .cook, two laundresses, and four nurses; to a poster 
garrison of one company, one steward and wardmaster; one nurse, one 
cook, and one laundress ; and for every two companies more, one nurse; 
at arsenals, where the number of enlisted men is not less than fourteen, 
one laundress is allowed. The allowance of hospital attendants in Uie 
field will be, for commands of one company and not exceeding five, one 
steward^ one cook, and for each company, one nurse ; for regiments, or 
commands of over five companies, one steward, two cooks, and for each 
company, one nurse. 

1190. Medical officers, where on duty, will attend the officer^ and 
enlisted men, and the laundresses authorized by law r and at stations- 
where other medical attendance cannot be procured, and on marches, 
the hired men of the army. Medicines will be dispensed to the fami- 
lies of officers and soldiers, a%d to aU persons entitled to medical at- 
tendance ; hospital stores to enlisted men. 

1191. Medical officers in giving certificates of disability (Form 13), 
are to take particular care in all cases that have not been under their 
charge ; and especially in epilepsy, convulsions, chronic rheumatism, 
derangement of the urinary organs, ophthalmia, ulcers, or any obecore 
disease, liable to be feigned or purposely produced ; and in no case 
shall such certifieate be given until after sufficient time and examina- 
tion to detect any attempt at deception. 

1192. In passing a recruit, the medical officer is to exanaine bim 
stripped ; to see that he has free use of bis limbs ; fhat bis chest is 
ample ; that his hearing, vision, and speech are perfect; that he has no 
tumors, or ulcerated or extensively cicatrized legs ; no rupture, or 
chronic cutaneous afiection ; that he has not received any contusion, or 
wound of the bead, which may impair bis faculties ; that be is not a 
drunkard ; is not subject to convulsions, and has no infectious disorder^ 
nor any other that may unfit him for military service. . 

1193. Medical officers attending recruiting rendezvous will keep a* 
record (Form 14,) of all the recruits examined by them. Books for 
this purpose will be procured by applyirig to the Surgeon General, to 
whom they will be returned when filled. 

1194. As soon as a recruit joins any regiment or station, be shall be 
examined by the medical officer, and vaccinated when it is required, 
vaccine virus being kept on hand by timely requisition on the Surgeon 
General, 
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1195. The senior medical officer of each hospital, f 08t» regiment, or 
detachment, will make monthly to the Medical Director, and quarterly 
i;o the Surgeon General, a report of sick and wounded, of deaths, and of 
discharges for disability (Form 1) ; and transmit monthly to the' Sur- 
geon .General a copy of the Statement of the Hospital Fund (Bterm 19). 
^ 1196* After surgeon's call, he will make*a morning report of the 
fiick to the commanding oflBcer (Forfflf 15). 

1197. Every medical officer will report to the Surgeon General and 
to the Medical Director, the date when he arrifes at a station, or when 
lie leaves it, and his orders in the case, stating their nature, number, 
date and source, and at the end of each month, whenever not at his 
station, whether on service or on leave of absence; and when on leave 
of absence, his post-office address for the next moiith. 

1198. They will promptly acknowledge the receipt of all orders re- 
lating to their movements ; and in all official communications, when at 
stations the position's of which are not well known, they will state the 
nearest post-office or well known place. 

1199. When it is necessary to employ a private physician as medical 
officer, the Medical Director, or if circumstances preclude reference to 

■' him, the commanding officer may execute a wriUen contract (notifying 
the Medical Director), conditioned as in Form 16, at a stated compen- 
sation, not to exceed $50*a month when the number of officers and men, 
"with authorized laundresses, is IQO or more ; $40 when it is from 50 to 
100,. and $30 when it is under 50. 

1200. But when he is required to abandon his own business, and 
give his whole time to the public service, the contract may be not to 
exceed $S0 a month ; and not to exceed $100, besides transportation in 
kind, to be furnished by the Quartermaster's Department, where he is 
required to accompany troops on marches or transporR.||^But a private 

«, physician will not be employed to accompany troops on marches or 
transports, except by orders from the War Department, or, ifa particu- 
lar and urgent cases, by the order of the officer directing the movement. 
^ 1201. And when a private physician is required to furnish medi- 
cines, he will be paid m addition from 25 to 50 per cent., to be deter- 
mined by the* Surgeon General, on the amount allowed by contract. 

1202. In all cases, a duplicate of the contract, with a particular 
statement appended, of the circumstances which make it necessary, 
•will be transmitted forthwith to the Surgeon General for approval ; and 
the commanding officer for the time being,,or the Medical Director, will 
at once discontinue it, whenever the necessity for it ceases, or the Sur- 
geon General may so direct. # 

1203. The physician's account of pay due must be sent to the Sur- 
geon General for payment, vouched by the certificate of the command- 
ing officer, that it is correct and agreeable to contract, and that the 
services have been duly rendered. But on the frontier or in the field, 
when it cannot conveniently be submitted to the Surgeon General, the 
contract having already received his approval, the account may be paid 

\ on the order of the commanding officer, not to. exceed the regulated 
amount, by a Quartermaster or a medical disbursing officer. 

1204. Private physicians, employed by contract, will* conform to the 
regulations, and accordingly will keep all the records, ant make the 
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reports, rdqaisitiooft, and returns required from medical ofiicers. Thej 
will not be granted leave of absence. 

1205. When medical attendance is required by officers or enlisted 
men on service, and the attendance of a medical officer cannot be had, 
the offic^, or if there be no officer, then the enlisted man, maj emploj 
a private physician, and a just account therefor will be paid by the 
Medical Bureau. 

120G. The account will set out the name of the patienf, the date of 
and charge for each visit, and for medicines. The physician will make 
a certifteate to the account in pase of an officer, or affidavit in case of 
an enlisted man, that the account is correct, ^nd tlife charges are the 
Ottstomarv charges of the place. 

1207. The officer will make his certificate, or the enlisted man his 
affidavit, to the correotDess of the account, that he was on service at the 
place, and stating the circumstances preventing him from receiving the 
services of a medical officer. 

1208. When tlre'charge is against an officer, he will pay the account 
if practicable, and transmit it to the Medical Bureau for reimburse- 
ment. In all^other cases, the account will be transmitted, to the Medi- 
cal Bureau for settlement. 

1209. If the charge is against a deceased officer or enlisted max^, the 
physician will make the affidavit, before required, to the account^ and 
that he has been paid no part of it. 

•1210. No charges for consaltation fees will be paid by the Medical 
Bure&u ; nor will any account for medical attendance or medicines be 
paid, if the officer or enlisted man be not on service. 

1211. A board of not less than three medical officers will be ap- 
pointed from time to time, hj the Secretary of War, to examine appli- 
catits for appoij|t Adt of assistant surgeons in the regular army, and 
assistant surges for promotion. And no one shall be so appointed or 
promoted until so examined* and found qualified. 

1212. The board will scrutinize rigidly the moral habits, professional 
. acquirements, and physical qualifications of the candidates, and report 

favorably, either for appointment or promotion, in no case admitting of 
a reasonable doubt. 

1213. The Secretary of War will designate the applicants to be ex- 
amined for appointment of assistant surgeon. They must be between 
21 and 25 years of age. The board will report their respective^ merits 
in the several branches of the examination, and their relative merit 
from the whole ; agreeable Whereto, if vacancies happen within two 
years thereafter, they will receive appointments and take rank in the 
medical corps. ♦ 

1214. When an assistant surgeon has served five years, he is subject 
to be examined for promotion. If he decline the examination, or be 
found not qualified by moral habits Or professional acquirements, he 
ceases to be a medical officer of the army. 

1215. An applicant for appointment failing at one examination, may 
be allowed a second after two years ; but never a third. 

1216. The Secretary of War will ap^jpint, on the recommendation of 
the Surgeon General, from the enlisted men of the army, or cause to be 
enlisted, as many eompetent- hospital stewards as the service may re- 
quire. 
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1217. The senior medical officer of a command requiring, a steward, • 
may reeommend a competent non-cotnmisBiOned officer or soldier to be 
appointedj/^hioh reoommendatipn the commanding officer shall forward 
to the Adjutant and Inspector-General of the arrays with his remarks 
thereon, and with the remarks of the company commander. 

1218. When no competent enlisted man can be procured, the medical 
officer will report the fact to the Surgeon General. Applications and 
testimonials of competency, from persons seeking to be enlisted for hosy 
pital stewards, may be addressed to the Surgeon General. 

. 1219. The commanding officer may re-enlist a hospital steward at the 
expiration of his term of service, on the recommendation^ of the medi- 
cal officer. 

1220. No soldier, or citizen, will be recommended for appointment 
■who is not known to be temperate, honest, and in every way reliable, as 
■well as sufficiently intelligent, and skilled in pharmacy, for the proper 
discbarge of the responsible duties likely to be devolved upon him. 
Until this is knowUt be will be appointed an act,ing steward by the med- 
ical officer, with the approval of the commanding? officer, and will be 
entitled to the pay and allowances of hospital steward. • 

1221. Hospital stewards, appointed by the Secretary of War, whenever 
atationed in places whence no post return is made to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's office, or when on furlough, will, at the end of every month, re- 
port themselves, by letter, to the Adjutant and Inspector-General and 
Surgeon General, as well as to the Medical Director of the military de- 
partment in which they may be serving ; to. each of whom they will 
alts report tftoh new assignmeni to duty, or change of station* ordered 
in their case, noting carefully the number, date,llnd source of the order 
directing the same. They will likewise report moafifchly, when on fur- 
lough, to the Medical officer in charge of the hospital to which they 
are attached. 

1222. The jurisdiction and authority of courts-martial are the same 
with reference to hospital stewards as in the cases of other enlisted 
men. When, however, a hospitaUsteward is sentenced by an inferiorf 
conrtto be reduced to the ranks, such sentence, though it may be ap- 
proved By the reviewing officer, will not be carried into effect until the 
caserhas been referred to the Secretary of War for final action. In 
these cases of reduction, the application of the man for discharge from 
service, thotigh not recognized as of right, will generally be regarded with 
favor, is his offence has not been of too serious a nature, and especially * 
when he has not been recently promoted from the ranks. ^ 

1223. As the hospital stewards, appointed by the Secretary of War, 
are permanently attached to the Medical Department, their accounts of 
pay, clothing, &c;, must be' kept by the medical officers under whose 

' immediate direction they are serving, who are also responsible for cer- 
tified statements of such accounts, and correct descriptive lists of such 
Stewards, to accompany them in case of transfer ; as, also, that their 
final statements ana certificates of discharge are accurately made^out, 
wheo^ they are at lengtji discharged from, service.

5. When a hodpital fund shall exceed five thousand dollars, the Com* 
misdary of Subsistence having the iund in hand, will deposit such excess 
in the Treasury of the Confederate States, or other place of deposit where 
Government moneys are kept, to be liable to draft as other public moneys 
are. Commissaries will account for hospital funds on their Monthly Ab- 
stracts and Summary Statement's. * 
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6. The Quartermaster will hare arrangements made with the Tarkns 

railroad companies and lines of boats, for the speediest practicable traas- 
portation of supplies for the hospitals ; and general transportation tickets 
' will be furnished to accredited agents engaged in the actual purchase of 
these sapplies, upon the request of the medical officer in charge €>€ a hos- 
pital. 

7. Medical officers in charge of general hospitals will make requisi' 
tions on the Medical Parveyors for hospital sniu* (shirts, pantalobos aad 
drawers), for the use of the sick and wounded while in hospital, not to 
exceed in number the nuittber of beds ; which clothing sball be borne on 
the returnci, and be aeoounted for as other hospital property. 

8. There will be allbwed to each general hosphal, with rations and 
suitable ptlaces of lodging, two Chief Matrons, at a salary not to exceed 
forty dollars per month each, whose general duties shall be to exercise s 
■upermtendence over the entire domestic economy o^the hospital; to take 
charge of such delicacies as may be provided for the sick ; to apportiot 
them out as required ; to see that the food or diet is properly prepared; 
and all such other duties as may be necessary: two Assistant Matrons, at 
a salarynot to exceed thirty-five dollars per month each,' whose gisnenl 
duties shall be to superintend the laundry ; to take charge of the clothing 
of the sick and the bedding of the hospital ; to see that they are kept cletn 
and neat ; and perform such other duties as may be necessary : two Ward 
Matrons for each ward (estimating 100 patients fbr ea^^h ward), at a salary 
not to exceed thirty dollars per month each, whose general duties shall be 
to prepare thej)eds and bedding of the'^r respective wards, to see that 
they are kept clean and in.order ; that the food or diet fbr the sick is care* 
fully prepared ana furnished to them ; the medicine administered ; and 
that all patients requiring careful nursing are attended to ; and all such 
other duties as may be necessary : one Ward Master for each ward (esti- 
mating lOO patients for each ward), at a salary not to exceed twenty— five 
dollars per month each, and such other nurses and cooks, male or female 
(giving the preference to females when their services may best subserre 
the purpose) at a salary not to exceed twenty-five dollars per month each, 
as may be necessary for the proper care of the sick. These attendants to 
be paid monthly, on hospital muster-rolls, by the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment, and to be removed when expedient, by the medical officer in charge. 
Other attendants, not herein provided for, necessary to th^ service, shall 
be allowed, as now provided by law. 

9. If a. sufficient number of nurses and Ward Masters, not liable to 
military service, cannot be employed, and it shall becon\e necessary to as- 
sign to this duty soldiers in the service, then, upon the requisition of the 
medical officer in charge of a hospital, the soldiers so assigned,- who are 
skillful and competent, shall be permanently detailed to this duty, and 
shall only be removeable for ne^eet or inattention, by the medical officer 
in chaTge. 

10. Hospitals will be known and numbered as hospitals of a particular 
State. The sick and wounded, whfeh not injurious to themselves, or greatly 
inconvenient to the service, will be sent to the hospitals representing their 
respective States, and to private or State hospitals representing the same. 

11. The Quartermaster General will have arrangements made with the 
railroad companies to reserve seats in one or more cars, as may be neces- 
sary, for the use of the sick and wounded soldiers and their attendants; to 

• be transported ; and until they are seated, to prevent other persons froni 
entering those cars ; and also to require conductors of the trains to pro* 
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vide for the use of the ^ick and wounded in the reserved cars, a sufficient 
quail^ity of pure water. ^ . ' ' , 

12. Medical officers in charge ofnospitals, will detail an attendant to" 
accompany the sick and wounded, furloughed^ discharged or transferred, 
to rSiUjoad depots, to see that they are cared for and provided with seats 
in the reserved cars.

^ 1. Officers of the Medical iDepartment, by virtue of their commissions, 
command enlisted ;men. 

2 The Mejdical Director and the Medical Purveyor of a Military De- 
partment are each allowed one room aa an office, and fuel from the 1st of 
October to the 30th of April, at the rate of one cord of wood per month 
for each office. 

3. HospitaHaundlresses will be paid eight dollars per month, b^u|)e 
QuaKermaster Department, on th^ hospital muster rolls, and will b7«)^ * 
lowed one ration per diemr- 

4. Ambulances are npt to be used for any Qther tlian the specific pur- 
pose for which they are designed, viz: the transportation of the^icklind 
wounded. 

5. A regiment, in the field, is allowed two four-wheeled, and the same 
number of two^wheeled ambulances; and one wagon for the transporta- 
tion of hospital supplies. * 

6. In accordance with the foregoing Regulations, one wagon with each 
regiment in the field will be appropriated for the transportation ot hospi- 
tal supplies. This wagon, with the ambulances, will be reserved.for the 
especial use of the Hospital Department, and regimental commanders and 
others are prohibited from using them for other purposes. 

7. In connection with the preceding paragraph, ambulances and. 
wagons ior the trattsporfation of regimental hospital supplies, are reserved 
fur the special use of the Hospital Department. While the ambulances, 
wagons, teams, drivers, &c., will be borne on the returns of the Quarter-- 
masters, they will be under the exclusive contrpl of the Medical Officers, 
arrd will ift)t be interfered with by any officer, except in permanent en- 
campments, when by direction of tlie General commanding, the wagons 
[not ambulances,] may, if, necessary, be .temporarily used for local 
purposes.' 

I 8. By the foregoing paragraph. Quartermasters are directed to bear on

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9. Hospital tents, having on one end a lapei, so as to admit of two of 
more tente being joined and thrown irftb one with a continuous coyeriflt 
or roof, will be made of these dimensions : 

Length, 14 feet; width, 15 feet; height (centre^, 11 feet, with a wall 4} 
feet, and a '^fly" of appropriate size.

Requisitions for Medical and Hospital Supplies. 

Medicdl officers in charge of hospitals, or serving with troops, w^ill ob- 
tain blanks from their respective Medical Directors. 

Medical Purveyors will be allowed to print only their blank Invoices 
and Receipts. Other medical officers will^ not hare any blanks printed, 
except by special authoYlty from, the Surgeon General. 

Certificates of Disability for Discharge from the service, and Hospital 
Muster Rolls, are furnished from the Adjutant and Inspector General's 
office. 

11. Official letters addressed to the Surgeon General, by medical offi- 
cerai of the army, will be written on letter paper (quarto post,) whenever 
practicable, and not dn note or foolscap paper. The letter mu&t f^e folded 
in three equal folds parallel with the writing, and endorsed across that 
fold which corresponds with the top of the sheet, thus : -

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1^. Medical officers vrill not give Certificates of Disability for Bischarge

13. In Monthly Returns o( Medical Officers special care will be taken 
to account for every medical officer connected with the commands^ pre- 
sent or absent (suiting all particulars relating to the latter class), so that 
anpernumeraries noaybe assigned to other duty, and absentees without 
proper authority may'be held strictly accountable. In General Hospitals 
one medical officer or acting medical officer (private physicians employed 
by contract), will be allowed for every 70 patients, except in cases of re- 
cent wounded, when one to every 40 or 60 will be allowed. 

14. Medical officers to whom any of the reports and returns, mentioned 
in th^ Regulations, are to be rendered, or through whom they are to be 
sent, will examine them, and return ibr correction any thait may require 
it; Of failing to receive them in due time, will demand explanation from 
the delinquent officers, and exact compliance with the Regulations. The 
monthly and quarterly reports from medical ofiicers in charge of the sjck 
and wounded will be rendered within five days aft^r the- expiration of 
the nionth or quarter. 

15. General Hospitals will be under the supervision and control of 
Medical Directors specially selected for the purpd8e,and announced as 
such in orders from the Adjutant and Inspector General's Office. Medical 
Directors of armies, army corps and deyiartments, will npt interfere with 
this arrangement in respect to the general ho$pitals. 

i 16. The commuted value of rations for sick and disabled soldiers in 
hospitals (field or genCKgl), will, urktil further orders, be one dollar and 
twenty-five cents. " , 

17. Sick or wounded officers shall be allowed hospital accommoda- 
tions in any of the hospitals of the Confederate States, at one dollar per 
diem. ' 

18. Medical Inspectors will be recommended by the Surgeon General, 
and being approved, will be announoetl in orders^ from the Adjutant and 
Inspector Generafs office. * *

1225* The ofiGloers on <»>dQftnoe do^ shall, ^nde? the direetion of tha 
aenior officer, have xshar^ qf all aradnals, armories, [for s{woial reasona 
the armory at Rjohoiond is pk^M^ under ihov charge of a siipmn4eiid« 
ent, anthorised by law, to 1>e appointed kr the President,] the govemo 
ment manufactories of powder, ordnancf depots aud magaaines, and sti 
property appertaining to th^rdnance Bur^dfto*Qot ispjed to the troopi»

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1229. All orders receired from iho head()iiarter« of tb« army, rel«f^ 
Jng to the movement of the troops, or the discipline of the arinj, shall 
be ciroulated throu gh aotl by the chief of ordnance to every ordnance 
station. 

1230. The senior officer of artillery on ordnance daty, attaohed to an 
army in the ield, shall have the charge end direotion- of the depots of 
«fdnance and ordnanoe etoree.fbr thB supply of such army. Ail orders 
relating thereto shall be regularly transmitted to him through tbe office 
of the Adjutant G^ntiral acting with such army. U9 will commimiciita 
with the ohief artillery officer* to ascertain the actnol and probable 
w^nts of the armv relative to his department, and ba prepiu'ad to far- 
nish supplies at the shortest notice. He will also correspond wi|h the 
Chief of Ordnance, and with the officers at the nearest areenaJs and 
laboratories, so as u^ anticipate, if poesiUe, and provide lor aH the 
wants of the army connected with his department, 

123 L The general denominations, " Ordnance and Ordnance Store*/' 
coin prebends all cannon, howitzers, mortars, cannon balls, shot and 
shells, for the land service ; alt gnn-carriages, mortar-beds, caissons and 
traveling -forges, with their equipments; and all other apparatus and 
machines required for the service and manoaavres of artillery, in gar- 
risons, at sieges, or in the field ; together with the materials for their 
construction, preservation an4 remiiT* Also, all small arms, side-arms, 
and accoutrements, for the artillery, oavalry, infantry, and riflemen; 
all ammunition for ordnance and small arms, and all stores of expendi- 
ture for the service of the various arms ; materials for th^ construction 
and repair of ordnance buildings ; utensiU and stores for la)>oratones, 
iacluding standard weights, goages and measures ;-and all other tools 
and utensils required far ordnance duty. The ordinary ardcles of camp 
equipage and pioneers' tools, such as axes, spades, sboveh, mattocks, 
&c., are not embraced as ordnance supplies. ^ 

1232. Ordnance and ordnance elores shall be provided by open pur- 
chase, by fabrication or by centract, as may bo most ajivantageous to 
the public servicOi They^shali be provided by ordnance officers only, 
except when otherwise speoially% directed by the Chief of Ordnance, or 
in cases of urgent necessity ; and in soch oAses, a report and certifioate 
showing the necessit^y, from the officer ordering the purchase, will J;ie 
required for the admission of the account of purchase at the treasury. 

- INSPECTION or NATIONAL ARHOXIfiS, ABSENAT.S, POWDEH WORKS, AND' ORB- 
NAN CK DEPOTS. 

1233. Ini^l^ectioDS of national armories, of arsenals and ordnaftce de- 
pots, shall be made under the direction of the Chief of Ordnance, by 
such officers of the Ordnance Bureau as the Secretary of War may, 
from time to time, designate for that purpose. 

1234 A thorough and ^complete inspection of the national armories, 
and arsenal of constrMction,- shall be made annually, and all other brd- 
nunce stations at least once every two years. At ihese inspections 
it'dhall be^the special dvty of the iinspecting officer to see that the laws, 
r^t^lations, and orders of_ tlia Bureau are faithfully executed, and^to 
^tve the necessary orderfl and instructions in Meriting, at the time of in- 
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8^ectiOKi» f II oorreotioii of an jiieglect or departiir« therjefrovi. Be \rill 
ascertain whether the persons employed in arsenals and armories are ^ 
efficient in the performance of their* duties ; whether the number ex- 
ceeds thflEit required to execute, by*" constant employment, the business 
of the establishment; and in case of any excess beyond what may be 
necessary, he will report the number to tne commanding officer f6r dis- 
charge, and immediately after report the same and the ciroumstances, 
with copies of all orders and instructions which he may have given 
during his inspections, to the Chief of Ordnance. It shall also be his 
duty specially to examine the ani^ual report, and to give such orders 
as, in his jadgment, may tend to produce as much uniformity in the 
mode and amount of valuation or property as the circumstances at 
each place will admit. ^ ^ 

1^5. At the conclusion of each inspection of a nlitional armory, ar- 
senal or construction, or ordnance depot, the inspecting officer will re- 
port to the Chief of Ordnance the general and particular condition of 
each; and especially each and every departure from the established 
models and patterns in all articles fabricated ; and also, how far the 
laws, regulations, and o^ers may have been violated, and in what re- 
spect ithey have hot been carried into full operation. He shall keep 
books^ in which shall be recorded all ireports which he is required to 
make, and all correspondence relating to his inspections. 

SERVlCJffi AT ARMORIES* ARSENALS AND OBDVANCfi DEPOTS. 

1236. The commanding officer of an army shall have liie manage- 
ment and direction of the buBiness, and shall conduct the cinrrespon- 
dence of the armory. He shalt draw up and publish, under the direc- 
tion of the Chief of Ordnance, all neoessary regulations for its inte^al 
government ; he shall provide the necessary tools and stores ; he shall 
give directions to the store-keeper, aeting as paymaster, in this disburse- 
ment oMhe public funds ;. he shall •'«t. all times have free access to the 
books of the store-keeper, and may require of him' aoy information re- 
lative to the financial concernji'of the establishmept; he shall engage 
all*«orkmen, determine their grades, appoint such number of foremeiv 
in each branch of the mahafacture as he shall consider necessary, and 
lio may displace or dismiss said workmen or foremen when he shall 
deem it expedient ; he will be held responsible that the number of hired 
men employed at the armory, under his superintendence, shall not ex- 
ceed the number necesiary to execute, by constant employment, all the 
business of the armory. In the absence of the commanding officer^ the 
charge of an armory shall devolve on the master armorer, unless the 
Chief of Ordnance shall otherwise direct. 

1237. The commanding officer of an armory shall make annual re- 
ports of the infipection of all arms manufactured at the armory, in con* 
formlty with the direction in the form No. 37 ; and the master ar- 
morer, under the direction of the commanding officer, shall keep a book 
in which shall be entered copies of all the inspection reports herein re- 
quired. The originals of said reports shall be forwarded to the Chief 
of Ordnance on the completion of the inspections. 

1238- I'he commanding ofi^cer of an armory shall authorize the issue 
of materials required for fabrication in the workshops in such quanti- 
ties, and at such times, as may be oonsidered necessary ; provided t^e 
supplj so issued '(which shall in all cases be placed in charge of uie 
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nutor tnaoMr) iftall at no tSne eioe^ tie quftntity irbicli Baii]f 6e re- 
quired for Qse in liho oourM of three monthB. 

1239. At each naiioDal armory the mastei* armorer shall keep ac- 
counts with' the foremen for all tools and materials, roneh and finished 
yrotk delivered to, and reoeiTed from, them respecUve^ ; he shall be 
carefol to keep each particular branch of the manufacture in an equal 
state of adTanoement ; he shall be the chief inspector of bH material 
and tools, and of all finished arms, to be deliyered into the public store- 
house ; and he shall be ruponsible that the same shall have undergone 
the proofs reouired by the Ordnance Bureau, and shall be complete for 
aervice ; he snail hold the foremen responsible for the faithful ezecntioB 
ef the part of the work with which they may be respectiyely dharged. 

1240. The foremen at national armonee shall keep accounte iriih the 
ihdiyidual workmen employed in their respectire branches, of tools and . 
materials, and of work, rough and finished, deliyered to, or reottyed 
&om them, respectiyely. They shall be inspectors and comptroUerB, 
each in his proper department, of the work executed. Suitable marks 
are to be adopted to ensure the due inspection of all parts of the work, 
and the responsibility of the foremen. 

1241. Tne foremen at each of the national armories shall make o^fc 
and hand to the master armorer certified monthly rolls, specifying ibe 
'names of the persons emnloyed, the quantity of work performed Ij 
each durine the month^ ana the amount due for the same, whether by 
the established regulations or particular stipulations. And the master 
armorer ^shall also certify to the correctness of said rolls, and hand 
theni to the commanding officer, that he may cause the general monthly 

Say-rolls to be made out. The pay-rolls shall exhibit £e compensation 
ue to each indiyidual for the month, and will become the youchers cm 
which the payments will be ma<j|a*. The books and aoeoants of the 
master ariinorer and foremen shall oe open to the inspection of the com} 
manding officer and his clerks, and are to be carefully pres^yed, and 
'ultimately deposited in the office of the commanding omcer. ^ . 

1242. The commanding oflicer of a national armory shall, under di- 
rection of the Chief of Ordnancei arrange all work connected with the 
ilabricaUon or arms at the armory under classes or heads, not exoeedii^ 
ten nor less than five; according to the different degrees of labor, skiO 
or ability re(|uired in its execution ; and each workman thereon eia- 
idoyed shall be assigned to work under some one class ; shall be deno- 
minated of thatdstss, and shall receiye^ daily compensation correspon- 
ding thereto . such compensation shall be established on the following 
principles, to wit : First, of an estimated fair day's work for every va^ 
riety of work under each' class; second, of a just and reasonable per 
diem allowance, corresponding thereto, which shall bo greater or less, 
according to the greater or less degree of labor, skill and ability re- 
quired ; third, of the amount of work done, so that each shall receive 
the per diem allowance if he perform the estimated fair day's work of 
his class; and if he perform more or less. than such fair day's, work, 
then his compensation shall be proportionately greater or less than such 
per diem allowance. 

124S. Whepey^ at national armories, arslsnals, or ordnance depots, - 
jpB^ hired workman shall, through inconi|)eteBcy or design, spoil any 
^eee of work, in the execution or which he mt^ he engaged, it shdlbe 
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the duty of th^ commanding officer to caase theftmonntof injofy to] 
estimated, and give the necessary infbdrmation to tM paymaster 10 1 ' 
the same from the pay of such workman. 

1244. At national armories or arsenals^wfaere dweUing booses, be< 
longing to the Confederate States, are occupied hy workmen, a qoar« 
terly rent-roll, specifying the names of the ocoapants, the periods fof 
which rents are dharged, the price per quarter, and ^e amount duo 
from each person, shali he prepared by the oommanding officer, agreea* 
bly to form. No.. 14. The proper designation shall M «<kM to tb« 
names of such persons as may be entitled to tbe use of dwellings rent 
free* If the officer who . prepares the roll » not the disbursing offioer» 
he shall furzush the latter with one oopy and shall transmit another to 
the Chief of Ordnance, t The disbursing officer shall retain the r^l m 
his office, and shall credit the amount collected in his account curren t; 
and it is made his duty to collect the sums dUe from the several indi* 
viduals charged, by retaining in his hands, the proper amount when 
making the monthly payments ; it is not cequired that the rents charged 
and collected shall be entered on the pay-rolls, tbe credit in the aoeoiuiti ^ 
current, with the proper rent-roll, )>eing sufficient. 

1245. Master armorers and clerks employed at the naiiiOQal armoriee 
shall be allowed quarters, rent free, where tBere are buildings hekmg- 
ing to tbe Confederate States anfficient for their aocommodatio&. 

1246. Fuel it^ kihd shall be allowed to armory officers, oecapyiag 
public quarters, at the following rates per annum, vis :

1247. Master armorers at the national armories,, when traveling on 
duty under orders from the proper authority, shall be entitled to re^ve 
ten cents a mile for the distance traveled ; all hired persons in the ser* 
vice of the Ordnance Bureau *fihall, under the same circumstanoesy bd 
entitled to receive eight cents a mile. 

124S. Ax the national armories, ^irsenah and ordnance depots, where 
it may be considered necessary to enlarge the sites, to erect new build- 
ings or machinery, to make additions or repairs to old buildings, to 
provide new wharves or enclosures, or to make any other permanent 
improvements, plans and estimates therefor shall be made by the com* 
manding officer, and be transmitte4 in time to be received at the ord* 
nance office in the month of August. Estimates for any of these pur- 
poses shafl exhibit fully the objects contemplated, the reason or causes 
whi^h render them necessary, the measures by which it is proposed to 
effect them, and their probable cost. The estimate, if approved by the 
Chief of Ordnance, shall be submitted to the Secretary of War, and, if 
sanctioned by him, shall be embodied in the general estimate submitted 
annually to Congress. Works of the description above mentioned shall 
io no case be undertaken or commenced but by special authority from 
the Chief of the Ordnance Bureau. . ' 

1241>. Authority from the Chief of Ordminee, must in all cases, be 
obtained before 6rnamental trees groyning on the public grounds, at na- 
tional armories, arsenals, or ordnance depots, can be removed or de- 
stroyed. 

1250« Qorsep for the public service in th^ OrdaaQcc Bmeau «h«II ^tl 
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A pnroba^ed withoat aoibori4y from tbe Chief of Ordnance. Tb« 
horses must be strong, heaTj-drau^ht horses. 

1251. Workmen or others eroplojed by hire at national armories, tt^ 
Moals, or ordnance depots^^hall be engaj^ed on daily waj^es and not on 
monthly wages or salaries. In places where it is found necessftry to 
•mpl(^ slaves on publie works, and where the customs pf tbe countrjr 
do not permit of daily hire, slaves may be engaged on ^monthly wages. 
In such cases, parts of montbs.will be set forth as in Form No. l8. 

1252. Workmen wr others employed by hire ih the Ordnance Bureau^ 
•ball be paid onl^ for such days or parts of days as they may actually 
labor in the servioe of said Bureau, for which the certi0cate upon honor 
of the commanding officer shall be a necessar^r vouch er. The working 
hours for hired men at the ordnance establishments shal] be so ar- 
ranffjdd m to average ten hours a day throughout the year, working by 
daylight only. In oases where men labor more than tbe usual number 
of working davs, the commanding officer will explain on ibe pay-roll 
the neeessity therefor. 

1253. No slave, the property of any officer or persojo-in the service of 
the Confederate States^ connected with the War Department^ shall be 
employed in tbe Ordnance Bureau. (Suspended during tbe war.) 

J254. Payments to hired persons in the Ordnatice Bureau shall be 
aUde monthly, unless otherwise specially authorised. 

1255. N.0 receipt shall be taken in blank by a disbursing officer, nor 
unless the money be actually paid ; and no duo bills for money on pub- 
lic account shall be given ; nor shall any officer or agent of*^ the Ord- 
nance Bureau be concerned, directly or indirectly, on private account, 
in any contract xAade for said Bureau, or in the purchase or sale of any 
articles which it mlly be his duty to purchase or sell on public account! 

1256. When a change in the command of an armory, arsenal, or ord- 
nance depot occurs, the officer relieved ^}iali prepace and adjust all ac- 
counts, both for money a^d for stores; be shall state such accounte as 
may remain due at the time of his being relieved, and sfa.all hand them, 
together with a certified abstract of the same, to tbe relieving officer, 
for settlement ; no outstanding claims, other than those embraced in 
such accounts and abstract, shall be settled without instructions from 

. Ihe Ordnance Bureau. ^ \ . 

1257. No money shall be disbursed at any national armory, arserial, 
or ordnance depot, until the pay-roll or other account shall hare been 
first examined, approved, and certified to be correct by the officer hav- 
ing charge of such armory, arsenal or depot; and the amount shall be 
stated in words and not in figures; and when the disbursements are 
not made by the commanding officer, such approval and certificate shsdl 
be a neeessary voucher in the settlement of the accounts of the disburs- 
ing officer. " 

1258. It shall Jbe- the duty of the paymaster and stof-c-keeper at each 
of the national armories, to make all disbursements, to receive in 
charge, and receipt for, all miCterials procured, affter they shall have 
been inspected by the master armorer; to reissue the same on tbe or- 
der of the commanding otiBcer, and to receive and receipt ftw all finish^ ^ 
arms. He shall render accounts and returns according to the forms tB- ^ 
quired by the Ordnarfce Bureau. 

. 1259. A military store keeper attached to a national armory, an ar- 
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BenaK or att ordnance depol^ shall bay«i ihe eharge of ordnanee^aiul ord- 
nance stores at the armory, arsenal, or depot, excepting such ordnance 
tools, machines, or other stores, including public horses oj^ oxen, Ub 
may be required for the current service of the post, vhich a^e placed 
in charge of the commanding officer thereof. . (See Par. 1350.) The 
store-keeper shall be subject ta the orders of such commanding oi^cer in 
all matters i^hich regard the inspection, preservation, and issue of the 
stores ; and it shall be4;he duty of said cspimanding officer to furnish 
the stofe-kofper at all times with the necessary aid from the forces un- 
der his command, to assist in j^eceiving, delivering, removing .and ar- 
ranging the ordnance and ordnance stores, and in repairing and pre- 
serving all public builclings in which they may be deposited. 

1260. In case of an arsenal or ordnance depot being left without any 
other commissioned officer, the charge t)f the post -shall devolve on the 
military store-keeper, who shall conform to such instructions as may be 
given him by the commanding officer on leaving the pest 
f 1261. A military store-keeper Of the Ordnance Bureau shall, when 
required by the Secretary of War, in addition to his other duties, dis- 
burse the funds for the crdpance service at the post where he may be 
stationed \ and he shall in that case give a bond, with approved secu- 
rity, in such sum as the Secretary of War may direct, for the faithful 
performance of his duty. 

1262. At arsenals of construction, and other ordnance depote, where , 
there is nf store-keeper, and at which the ann^ual disbursements exceed 
five thousand dollars, the officer second in rank shall, if required by the 
Secretary of War, be the disbursing officer. 

1263. Every disbursing officer of the Ordnance Bureau shall be held 
responsible for the safe-keeping of the funds placed in hie hands, in the 
manner prescribed by the regtHations of the War and Treasury Depart- 

. ments. A disbursing officer, on being relieved from dut^^at any post, 
shall pay over the unexpended balance in his hands to the person Who 
may be designated by the Chief of Ordnance to receive it. 

1264: The commanding officer of any armory, arsenal, or ordnance 
depot, having a military store-keeper, shall, at the time of the reception 
by the store-keeper of. ordnance or -ordnance stores, Which may have 
been obtained by purchase or fabrication, furnish the store-keeper with 
an authenticated abstract for the fabrication, and an account for the 
purchase ; and whenever the commanding officer shall receive ordnance 
or ordnance stores froft the commanders of military posts, or other , 
agents of the War Department^ he shall in like manner hand over to 
the military store-keeper the invoices, accompanying said proper^. 
(See Form No. 2.) ^ ^ 

1265. All orders for the issue of ordnance and ordnance stores, in 
charge of any military store^keeper, shall be directed to the command- 
ing officer of the armory, arsenal or depot, to which such store-keeper 
U attached ; and it shall he the duty of said commnnding officer to eee 
that such orijers are faithfully and promptly executed. AH issues of 
ordnance or ordnance stores in charge of the store-keeper at any arse- 
nal, ordnance depot, or national armory, for the purposes of oonstruo- 
tlon in the armory or ordnance shops, or for the ourvent service of the 
arsenal, depot, or armory, shall be made only upon the written order 
of the commanding officer, or of some military or armory officer ap- 
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yointad Jij him for that pvrpoM ; and wa abstaraci ot «iioli orjen f<» 
itarraat iisaes shall be made and presented bj the store-keeper, at the 
end of each qaarter, to the commanding offioer, who shall authenticate 
ihe same. (See Form No. 9.) 

1266. Ordnance or ordnance stores shall not be issued for oonstmo- 
iion in the ordnance shops, or fer the current eervice of any military 
posti except on the written authority of the commander, or that of some 
military oi&eer, or other ^^ponsible person acting under his or4er ; 
«Dd such authority shall, in all cases, state the olject of the is^ne, and 
be filed in the Ordnance or Adjutant's office of the post, in order that 
the onarterly abstract of materials expended or consumed at the post 
(see Form No. 9,) m&y be in 'conformity to the orders for iasue, 

1267. When an order for supnlies is received at any armory, arsenal, 
or ordnance depot, tb« commanaing officer shall cause the articles or- 
dered to be carefully packed, and shall turn them over to the nearest 
quartermaster, with an inToice. (See Form No. 2.) A dnplioate of the 
invoice shall, at the same time, be transmitted to the officer to whom 
the stores are addressed, or for whose command they are designed. The 
dates whan the order ^as received, and the articles turned over for 

•transportation, will be stated in the next monthly statement of work 
done. (See Form No. 29.) 

1268. Requisitions for ordnance or ordnance stores, needed at any 
armory, arsenal, or ordnancis depot, shall exhibit, in addition to the de- 
•cription and Quantity of property asked for, the amount»of similar 
articles on hanci, with full- exntanations, showing the propriety of the 
issue. ^ (See Form No. 24.) These requisitions shall pe rorwarded to 
the Chief of Ordnance, and, if approved by hlmi the requisite orders 
shall be given. 

1269. In case of the authorized absence of a military store-keeper, 
and at arseqfils or ordnance depots, where there is no store-keeper, the 
commanding officer will be held responsible for the safe-keeping and 
preservation of all public property oonunitted -to his bhex^^ ; but he 
nay assien to a ianior officer of the arsenal, or depot, the immediate 
charge of it, and also the duty of preparing the proper returns. 

12/0. To guard against the embeazlement of ordnance and ordnance 
stores, they shall be distinctly and permanently marked, so as to iden- 
tify them as being the property of the Confederate States, previously to 
their being sent from the arsenals or ordnance depots. 

1271. No hired or enlisted man engaged im ibe service of the Ord- 
nance Bureau, at any national armory, arsenal, ordnance depot, or 
witn^any military command, shall be employed for the private benefit 
of officers or other persons, witb o^r without compensation ; and no pub- 

» lie property appertainine to the Ordnance Bureau shall, under any pre- 
tence, be sold, exohangea, or used for the private benefit of any person 
or persons whatsoever. The public workshops, tools and materials, 
must be used solely far purposes of public benefit ; and all private work 
in the public buildings, and al) other application of public means to 
any other than public purposes, is expressly prohibited. It shall be the 
special dutj of all officers or other agents of the Ordnance Bureau, and 
especially inspectors, to see that this regulation be strictly observed. 

1272. The number of enlisted men authorized by law for the Qrdr 
aance Bureau, shall be assigned to the arsenals and depots by the Chief 
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of OrdiiftDoe^ who e(tifdl likewise detetiii!i!ie the tiamber of sfKsli «^oolfied 
grade of workmen to be employed at each arsenBl or depot, aH of whom 
«hall be enlisted in the graae of laborer ; from whieh gradeupromotiona 
shall be made of s^ch a^ may be found to merit it, at the discretion off 
the commanding officers of arsenals and depots, nndbr the proTisions , 
contained in the next articles of these regulations. \ 

1273. Enlisted men in the Ordnidnce Barean will be mastered in 
either of the grades anthofrized by law, excfl^t that of master workmen, 
at the discretion of the senior ordniEmce officer est the arsexxal or depot at 
which they may be stationed; proyided, thatevidryenllste^ man shall be 
efficient in the discharge of the dutieis required' of him, iTccording to his 
erade. , Enlisted master workmen will be af^pointed, when required, by 
tne Chief of OiHlnancef upoii recommendiatlons of the senior officers <» 
arsenals or depots. Ordnance men will be diedharged by their com-r 
manders on expiration of enlistment y bat for any other cause they can 
be^ischar^ed only by the ^bx Depi^rtmeuti or by sente'nce of a general 
court-martial. 

1274. Enlistments of ordnance mefi will be taken in duplicate, ac- 
cording to Form No. 26, one to be forwarded to tbe-Ohief of Ordnance) 
and the other to be retained at the post or staMpn Where the man wai 
enlisted. 

1275. Enlisted sfoldiers who may be detailiid from the line of the army 
for extra service, under the direction of an officer of the Ordnance Bu- 
reau, sbt^ll be allowed, while so employed, for every period greater than 
ten days contiuuously, a per diem of forty cents* 

ORDNANCE SERGEANTS. 

1276. The Secretary of War shall be iauthoriied to select from the 
sergeants of the line of the army, who shall have faithfully served eight 
years in^the service, fonr years of which in the grade of non-cominis* 
sioned officer, as many ordnance sergeants as *the service may requirot 
not to exceed one for each military post, whose duty it shall be to re- 
ceive ajid preserve the ordnance^ arms, ammunition, and other military 
stores at the post, under' the direction of the commanding offitser ef the 
same, and under such regulations as shall be prescribed by Uie Secre- 
tary of War, and who shall receive for their services twenty-one dollars 
per month.* 

1277. The appointments aiid removals of ordnance sergeants sta- 
tioned at military posts in pursuance of the above provisions of law;, 
shall be reported by the Adjutant General to the Chief of Ordnance. 

1278. An ordnance sergeant in charge of ordnance stores at a post 
where there is no commissioned officer, shaU be held responsible for the 
safe keeping of the property, and he shall be governed by the regula- 
tions of the Ordnance Bureau, in making issues of the same and in pre- 
paring and furnishing the requisite returns. ' If the means at his dis- 
posal are not sufficient for the preservation of the property, he shall 
report the circumstance to the Chief of Orduance, who shall take mcA&- 
Bures accordingly. . . . , ^ 

ORDNANCE STORES IN SERYICE. ^ 

1279. In time of war, arms» ordnance, and ordnance stores, for aro^- 

• The operation of this article is suspended until further orders, So fhr 
as relates to the term of service, before appointment, required. 
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iag, Moipptng, Md Biipplying the ttoops in terriee, will be imued apon 
the order of any general or field officer eommaoditig an army, garrieoo 
or detaebment, whose order ehall be traoBniitted to the Ordnance Bu- . 
Aau by the officer or agent by whom the issQe is made. l?be arming 
of permanent fortifioatione will be specially directed by the Secretary 
of War. 

1280. Any officer commanding a district or geopraphtcal department, 
who, in time of peace, may l%qaire aathority to call, at his discretion, 
for ordnance and ordnance stores from the arsenals and depots within 
the extent of his command, shall make application for that purpose to 
the Secretary of War throogh the Adjatant General's office. 

1281. No arms nor ordnance'stores shall be issued otherwise than as 
provided for in these regulations, except by special authority from the 
Frestdent of the Confederate States, or in oases of servile insurrection 
or foreigh invasion. Whenever issues are made under this exeeption, 
the order therefor shall be inunediately forwarded to the ^ord nance offi- 
.eer, accompanied by a statement of the reasons for the issue. 

1282S. Ordnance stores issued on. argent occasions, as provided in the 
next preceding article^ shall, if not expended, be carefully stored at 
some convenient ordnance depot when the urgency ceases. 

1283. One complete set of arms and accoutrements of each description 
may, if the sta|e of the public supplies will permit, be issued to any of- 
ficer of the amy for his own use, and no others, on bis payment of 
the cost price tbeMjpf to the issuing officer. 

1284. All ordnance stores isjlued for the personal use of officers, 
agreeably to paragraph 1280, shall be accounted fur on the quasterly 
return of property of the officer making the issue ; and the voucher f(vr 
aneti issue shall be the duplicate acknowledgment of the officer receiving 
the stores, stating the fact of having received the same and paid for 
them, the amount paid being likewise stated in the acknowledgment. 

iSee Form No. 21.) The disbursing officer of the arsenal, armory* or 
epot, from which the issue is made, will credit all moneys thus re- 
oeived in his next quarterly account current. 

1285. Ordnance and ordnance stores in charge of any ordnance of^ 
llcer, or the command of any regiment, company, or detaebment, or 
other ai^ent of the Ordnance Bureau, shall in no case be issued or loaned 
to individuals, except as provide^ in paragraph 1280, or authorized- by 
law; nor shall they, under any circumstances, be used for private pur- 
poses by any officer or other agent of the army, or be diverted from 
their legitimate use, as in(}icated by the regulations and the laws ap- 
propriating moneys for the service of the Ordnance Bureau. 

1286. Itequisitions (according to Form 24) for' ordnance and ordoanee 
stores for the use of regiments, companies, detachments, or military 
posts or stations, shall, in time of peace, be transmitted to the General 
or commander of the district or geographical department within which 
such regiment, company, detachment, or military post or sjtation is situ- 
ated, who will sanction, modify or annul such requisition al his discre- 
tion. If sanctioned or modified, he shall transmit the same through 
the Adjutant General for the decision of the GeneraMnChief. 

1287. In cases of urgent necessity, the reauisitions may be trans- 
mitted direct to the Adjutant General for th^aeoision of the GeaeraMn- 
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Chiefs duplicates thefeof bmsg iitim^dialely forwarded, a^ prascrlbeQ (n 
the prepeding artioleT - 

1288. 'The Chief of Ordnairoe fhall ©xamuie all requisitionB for ord- 
jpanoe supplies, and,- under the direction of the Secretary of War, shall 
"moiUfj and regulate them in such- manner aa to curtail all extravagan- 
cies, to suit them to the exigencies of the service, to existing appropria- 
tions, and to just and proper views of economy; and in the perform- 
ance of this, part of liis duty, he shall invariably communieatci with 
the General-in-Chief of the army. 

1289. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Ordnance, under the direc- 
tion of the General-in Chief, to see that a sufficient quantity of ordif&nce» 
ammunition and ordnance stores are deposited at every military post 
where troops are stationed, 

1290. JOn the receipt of ordnance or ordnance stores by any officer of 
the Ordnance bureau, or by any other officer or agent of the army, such 
officer 9r agent shaH cause the same to be immediately examined afad 
entered on the property return of the post, company, or detachment, 
and he shall transmit to the forwarding officer duplicate receipts fov 
ihe same, (Form No. 7,) stating the number or quantity, and the con- 
dition of the articles received. If, on'" examination, it should appear 
that th^re are less than specified in the invoice, or hav^ sustained mate- 
rial injury in the transportation, it shall be the duty of such officer or 
agent to report the amount of loss or damage to the Ohief of Ordnance, 
and also to the proper officer of the Q^^termastcfr^s Bbpartment, to the 
end that, if such loss or damage has MJIPcaused by neglect of the agent 
of transportation, it may be deducted f^om the amount allowed him for 
that purpose. 

1291. The receipt of ordnanco stores at an arsenal or ordnance de- 
pot shall be noted on the monthly statement of work done. (Form No. 
29.) Thereceipt of stores .at any. other military post, or by an officer 
in command ef trooplB, shall be immediat^ reported to the Chief of 
Ordnance. - . 

, 1292. When an officer or agent of the armyt who shall have receive 
an invoice of ordnance or ordnance stores to be forwarded to him, has 
reason to believe that they have been lost or miscarried, or are deposited 
in irresponsible hands, it shall l>e his duty to acquaint the forwarding 
officer of such failure* And it shall be the duty of both officers to make 
diligent inquiries along the route of transportation, of all persons into 
whose hands such ordnance or ordnance stores might probably have 
passed; the result of which shall be reported to the OhicdT of Ordnance. 
Should it be ascertiuned that the stoics have been lost, then the officer 
ta whom they were sent shall enclose a certificate (see Form No. 11) to 
the forwarding officer, who shall transmit the same, accompanied by 
one from himself, (see Form No. 12) to the: Chief of Ordnance, to the 
e])d that he may be relieved from further responsibility on that account. 
1293. The commander of any permanently embodied regiment, or (if 
• Separated by companies nr detnchmeitts) the commander of each com- 
pany or detachment, will be considered as having the immediate 
charge of, and will be h6ld accountable for, all arms, ordnance and ord- 
nance stores afthe post, issued for the personal armament of the troops 
o^ bis command. And the commander oC each military post will be 
considered as havhig the immediate charge of, and will be hehl ft<i- 
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•(MuitUe for, aM 4iriMMe and oidiuuoe 8tor6t at the poet, vlueb ate 
not in the ezolusiFe Beirice of any regiment, company, or detachment, 
or not ia oharge of an officer or agent of the Ordnance Bureau. 

1294. The commander of each company shall, as tar as practicable, 

retain and keep in store each number of small arms and sets of aoeoo* 

tsements as may be sufficient, with those in use, to equip the full eqm- 

pliment of men established by law for his command ; and whenever 

any sach arms and accoutrements become unserriceable for want of 

repurs, which cannot be made at the post, it shall be die duty of the

I case shall such unserviceable small arms and accoutrements b^ez-

' 1295. Arms and accoutrements condemned as totally irreparable, 

under the provisions of the precediDg articlio, shall be broken up, and 
the serviceable parts retained and accounted for by the comoaander of 
the company, to be used for repairs. The commander of each comDany 
shall also, on his requisition, made in the usual form, be forBishea by 
the Ordpanoe Bureau with a due proportion of such spare parts as are 
i necessary for repairs. ^^ . • 

1296. Officers w&o may o4p^ the duty of repairing arma and ao- 
eoutrements,-uOder the proTi«ona of paragraph 1294, shall transmit to 
the Chief of Ordnance, in each case of repair, a statement of the cost 
thereof, in order that it may accompany to the treasury the quarterly 
return of the officer commanding the company to which the articles be- 
longed, and that such officer may be held accountable for the damages,

1297. Accoutrements and artillery equipments, only paiily worn, 
which hare become soiled or discolored by use in the field, and which 
are reported as yet sufficiently strong to endure innch more eervice,

. pearance, as nearly as can be done, ^en they will be issued to the 
troops for service, on the usual requisitions, ' 

1298. Whenever an enlisted soldier is -transferred from OBe compf^ny 
to another, his arms and accoutrements shall be retained with the com- 

, pany to which he belonged, unless the urgency of the eervioe shall 
• otherwise require. 

1299. In all cases in which ordnance or ordnance stores are lostx>r 
damaged by the negligence €tr misconduct of any officer, oadet, or en- 
listed (Dan, the ailsount of said loss or damage shall be charged to tiie 
delinquent on the jiezt muster roll, and the facts shall be~recorded on 
the books of the company, detachment, military post, arsenal, or ord- 
nance depot. On the next quarterly return Of ordnande and ordnuce 
stores, the name of the delinquet shall be noted, with the amount 
charged, the particular loss or damage for which tiie charge is made, 
and the date of the muster roll on which noted. ^ 

1300. When, in compliance -with the preceding artielOr a charge for 
083 or damage of prdnftQce or ordnance stores, is made againat-a^y in- 



dmdoiil, it afaftll bo Ui« doty of the contmandrng officer, provided it l>e 
requested by the individa^l charged, to asaemble 9, Jboard of examinob- 
^tion (to be composed of oominissioned oflBloers, if practicable,) to investi- 
gate the facts, and report to him ihe cause of sOoh lOss or damage ; and 
their report, with the remarks of the ^mmanding officer thereon, shall 
jftccompany the next quarterly return to the Chief of Ordnance. 

1301. All charges made in obedience to paragraphs 1299 and 1300, of 
thede regulations, for Iqss or dami^e of ordnance'Or ordnance stores in 
the hands of the troops, shall hate precedence of all other claims what- 
soever on the nay of the troops; th^ shall be regulated by tables of 
cost, vperiodieally published by the Chief of Ordnance. (See rates of 
prices of articles, and General Orders, No. 78, X862.) 

1302. Whenever stoppages are noted on muster rolls, for loss or dam- 
age of ordnance or ordnance storest it shalLbe the duty of the paymaster 
to withhold the amount charged, and that of the Paymaster General to 
transmit to the Second Auditor of the Treasury, in the month of May^ , 
annually^ a statement exhibiting the total ainotint of such stoppages up ^ 
to the 3ht of December oext preceding, to the^nd that such amount 

. may be refunded to the appropriation to whieh it may legally belong. 

1303. When any person shall fraudulently sell, or otherwise dispose 
of any ordnance or ordnance storefi, the property of the Confederate 
Btates, or eo9vert the same to his own use, or de&ce their marks for the 
purpose of concealmenti or wantonly waste or destroy such property, 
It shall be the duty of any military o^cer to whom the lacts shall be- 
come known, either personally or on cre^table report, to communicate, 
the circumstances to the Chief of Ordnance, who shall adopt such mea- 
sures in the ease as the interest of the service nia^ require. 

1304. Surplus ordnance and H)rdnance stores in the hands of the 
troops shall be turned into store, in as poibd order as possible, at the 
most convenient ordnance depot, for which Uie oiBcer or agent in charge 
of such depot shall give a receipt, stating their condition. 

1305. Surplus ordnai)ee and ordnance stores, at any militaiy post, 
not an ordnance depot, which are considered by the commandiog officer 
unnecessary for theufsrvice of the post, shall be transported to. an arsenal 
orordnande depot, providedthe removal of such ordnance and ordnance 
stores shall be first sanctionedmr an Inspector General, or by the com- 
mander of the department in ^mch they are situated. Officers com- 
manding posts trUl report all surplus stores to the commander of the 
department, or to the Inspector General, when present at the post on a 
tour of inapectioii, who sh^l designate the place to which they shall be 
removed, 

1306. In case ordnance or ordnance stores are lost,^ or rendered un- 
serviceable by unavoidable accident, the commanding officer shall as- 
semble a hoard of awrvey to investigate the facts, and report to him the 
eause of such loss or damage. The board shall be composed 5f com- 
missioned officers, when practicable, and their repeATsh all be submitted 
te the commanding officer for his remarks or explinations,' and shall 
be forwarded by the person responsible for the property with his next 
quarterly return of property to the ordnance office. 

1307. Whenever any officer in charge of ordnance or ordnance stores 
diall leave his command or post, with a prospect of being absent for any 
period lew than three moDths, it shall not be obli|^atoryo& him to takexe- 
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ceiptfl foresaid ordnaaeeor ordbaoee stores; bui he may, al his own divere- 
tion, either close his accouDts or place the ordnance or ordnance stores 
under charge of the officer next in coxomand, who shall in that case, do 
all duty in record to said ordnance or ordnance storses in the name of 
said absent officer, until his return to the command or po9t. . 

1308. At the decease of any disbuming officer of the Ordnance Bu- 
reau, or any officer or agent chargeable with ordnanee or ordnance 
stores, and responaible for the returns required by p&ragraphs 1346 and 
1350, a board of snrTey shall be assembled by the senror officer of the 
arsenal, depot, or post, to examine the state of the funds, ordnance or 
ordnatace stores, for which said oftcer or agent was accountable. The 
board will make a report in duplicate, in the same order of clasBifica- 
Uon asin paragraph 1365, stating the kinds, quantity and condition of sftid. 
ordnance or ordnance stores, and the amount of funds on hand, which 
report, will be Immediately transmitted to the Chief of Ordnanee; the 
duplicate will be hahded to the successor of the deceased. 

1309. The commander of each company in garrison shall .constantly 
retain in store, and exhibit on his quarterly ret\irns of property, the 

-regulation arm chests hereinafter mentionea, in which all arm and ao 
coutrements, not in the hands of the troops/shall beat all times securely 
packed for preservation, viz: to eace company of infantry, and to each 
Company of artillery armed as infantry, two musket arm-chests ; and to 
each company of riflemen, two rifle arm-chests ; to each company of 
cavalry, one pistol arm-chest ; and if armed witt^ carbines or rifles, 
then, in addition, one rifle or carbine arm-chest . 

1310. The commanding officer of any regiment, gari^ison, company, or 
detachment, shall be responsible that all surplus chests or cases, other 
than packing boxes, in whiqh arms or other ordnance stores have been 
conveyed to his command are carefully preserved. They vrill bere^ 
ceipted for and entered upon the property returns as other stores, and 
in like manner reported tQ the Ordnanoe iBufeau. 

1311. £very officer commanding a permanently embodied regim^it, 
or a company, garrison or detachment, shall make a report every two 
months to the Ordnance Bu>eau, stating all danpages to arms, equip- 
ments, and implements - belonging to I^ command, noting those occa- 
sioned by negligence or abuse, and naming the party^by whose negli- 
gence or abuse the said damages were occasioned ; which- reports sliall 

^be consolidated by the Chief of Ordnance, and transmitted with his re- 
marks and orders thereon, every ..six months, to tbo'soperintendents of 
the national armories and inspecting officers of the Ordnance Bareau, 
in order to ascertain and correct any defects whicb may exist in the 
manufacture of arms. . . 

TJNSBRYICKABLB ORDNANCB STORKS. 

1312. Whenevex ordnance or ordnance stores, are reported unser- 
viceable, they shall be examined by an Inspector General, or some other 
officer specially designated by the Secretary of Ww: for that purpose, 
who will note on the inventory sucl) as he condemns and such as he con- 
siders repairable. (See For(ii No. 13.) He shall lecominiNDd the stores 
condemned by him either to be broken up at the arsenal, depot, or mili- 
tary post, or to'be sold/ as may be deemed most advantageous to the pub- 
lic service ;4.but should it appear to the inspeotor that the ordnance er 
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ordBance stores condemned are of too little Taliie to oover the expenae ol 
sale or breaking up, Ift shall reooinmetid them to be dropped from, the 
return as usetess. Such arms apd stores as the iDSpector may consider 
repairable he shall direct either td be repaired at. the d^senal, depot, or 
military post, or toJ^ie transported to the nerarest or most convenient 

• arsenal or depot of consteuction or repairs. Tholist of condemned stores 
(see form No'. 10) with the remarks and opinion of the inspector, shall 
be made in duplicate, and forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance for thje . 
farther action (i^ the President of tho Confederate States. The inven- 

^ tory shall be lefc with the officer having charge of the ordn^ce and 
ordnance stores. 

1313^ All articles condemned and ordered for sale by the President 
of the Confederate State»^hall be disposed x)f at public auction, under, 
the superintendence of such officers as may be designated for that pur*' 
poset by the Chief of Ordnance, due public notice beiog given of the 
sale. An authorized auctioneer shall be employed, and the sale shall 
be conducted in conformity with the established usages of the place * 

where made. 

1314. An officer directing i sale of unserviceable ordnance stores will 
cause the articles to be offered in such lots as he may think will com- 
mand the best prices ; ^nd he is authorized td bid in or suspend th6 
sale of any articles wbenin his opinion, they will command better prices 
at private sale. No article shall be sold at private sale until after it 
shall have j^een offered at auction, nor then at a price less than that 
offered at public sale. ^ * ( 

1315. All sales shall be for cash. The auctioneer shall make certain ' 
bills of sale of the property and deliver them to the. superintenvlingoffi«>/ 
cer, to whom the money shall be paid on delivery of the property. AIL 

. expenses of the sale shall be paid from the proceeds. The auotioneer'a •. 
certified account of sales in detail^ and the vouchers for the expenses, 
of the sale, shall be forwarded to the ordnance office unconnected with 
quarterly accounts, whence, after examination and record, theyshall be 
traiQsmitted to the proper auditor for settlement ; the nett proceeds. of 
the sale shall bedisposed of in such manner a^the Chief of Ordnance 
shall direct. 

ISStJE OF ORbNANCB STORKS W MILITIA IN THE SERVICE OP THE CON- 
♦ FEDERATE STATES, 

1316. Whenever any regiment, or company or detachment of militia ^ 
shall be called into the service of the Confederate States, they are mus- 
tered and inspected by an inspector general^ or some duly authorized 
officer of the regular troops, who shall ascertain the condition of the , 
arms, accoutrements, ordnance and ordnance stores in their possession, ' 
and if- it should be found necessary to supply them with arms and accou- 
trements, and ordnance or ordnance stores, belonging to the. Confederate 
States, the Commatider thereof shall make rei^uisition for the articles re-; 
quired according to form No. 25, which if sanctioned by theJuRpecting 
officer shall be submitted for approval or modification to the commander 

of the regular troops, present or in the vicinity \ and upon such requisi- 
tion duly approved by such commander, any officer or agent of the Ord- 
nance Bureau may issu^ the articles required taking duplicate receipts ^ 
I ^erefor, one of which shair be forwarded to the Chief of Q|^nanQei in -y

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Ofdir tibst til* gtmrteay be diar|Qed on the books of te bnrettii to tiM 
oiBoer who noeiyed them. And the oommaadei^f snoh regiment, bat- 
talion, oompany or detaobment shall be held reaponrible for the care 
^d pxeserration of the articles thns reowved, and that the arms and 
acooatremente are issoed to the men oon8titutiz% his command, and 
that each indiTidnal is charged on the muster-roll irith the actual num- 
ber oC arms and aecontrements delivered to him ; and the same shall 
be entered upon eaoh succesriTS mustsMoU until the men ahali be dis- 
charged. * 

, 1317.- When asy militia are about to bedischarged^ Ihey are muster- 
ed for payment by an inspector general, or some other duly authorized 
Officer of the regular troops, who shall, at the same time, critically in- 
spect the arms and accoutrements in their possession, in order to a8ce^ 
tain if any loss or damage has accrued to them while in their posses- 
ion, either by negligence or carelessness ; and if any shall charge the 
amount of said loss or. damage, according to the rates established by 
the Ordnance Bureau, to each indiTidual, opposite^ifco his name on tiie 
muster-roll, which amount the paymaster shall deduct from the pay due 
eaefa individind attiie time of his discharge. And it shall be the duty 
of the inspecting officer, or of an officer of the Ordnance Bnreau, at tl!e 
time of muster and inspection for discharge, to receiTC the arms and ao- 
eoutrements, ordnance and ordnance stores, in the possession of the 
regiment, battalion, company or detachment and to give duplicate re- 
ceipts for the same to the commander thereof, in order that he may set- 
tle his accounts with the Ordnance Bureau. 

^ 1318. No payment shall be made to any militia called into the ser- 
vice of the Confederate States until they shall have been mustered, and 
shall have delivered up their arms and aocoutremefats, as set forth in 
the preceding article, unless they were absent bylPtason of sickness, or 
some other justifiable cause, at the time of the muster and inspection 
fiv discharge ; and in such case thev shall produce receipts to the pay^ 
master that they have deposited theur arms and accoutrements wim 
sdme officer authorised to receive them, who shall state in the receipts 
the condition of the anils and accoutrements, and the amount of loss or 
damage, (if any has accrued whilst the same were in their ppssessidn,) 
according to tiie rates established by the Ordnance Bureku^ which 
amount the paymaster shall deduct from the pay^^ue them at tk^ time 
of their discharge. 

1319. In all cases when arms, accoutrements, ordnance, or ordnuioe 
stores, issued to any officer, non-com missioned officer, or soldier of the 
militia, called into the service of the Confederate States, shall have 
been lost by onavoidftble circumstances, it shall l>e the du^ of the in*^ 
specting officer wha shall muster and inspect the same for discharge, to 
require the affidavit of some officer or noncomm}S8ionesd«offioer, teatify- 
ing to the unavoidable circumstanoes of the loss, .and such affidayit, if 
deemed satisfactory, shall be sufficient authority for the insf)ecting offi- 
cer to relieve the individual who sbalt have been charged with the loss 
from all charges on accoui|tt of such loss, which shall be entered with 
the affidavit on the proper muster-roll. 

iNspnoTioK or obdnanci and onnKANcs stobbs. 
13^. Halations in detail, for tho inspoction and proof of all ord* 
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ziaace axid ordi^knoe atar^s isMl be prepared bjibe Qhl^t of Ordneoce, 
with the approbation of tHe SecrjBtary of War, atitd the mode of iospeo*' 
tion an^ proof shall be the same for a.)l articles of the same kind, whe* 
^iher fabricated at the ordnance establishments, or procured by pontrac^ 
or by open purchase. 

I. Inapeetum of Ordnance and I^'qfeciiles^ 

1321. The inspeotioit and piroof of ordnapce and projectiles shall be 
made under the direction of the Chief of Ordnance, by such of&oeria of 
the Ordnance Bureau as he may, from time ta time, designate for that 
purppae, who will be held strictly responsible that all opdnanoe and 
projectiles reQeired by them for tlie Confederate States shall baye been 
subjected to the inspection and proof required, and that they shall con* 
''form, in all respects to the established models. 

1$22. The inspecting officer of ordnance and projectiles at the foun- 
dries Shan give to the contractors triplicate' certificates ofMnspectTon, 
according to form No. 32. 

1323^ Duplicate reports of inspection of ordnf^nce and projectiles at 
libe foftidries (forms Nos. 33 and 34) shall be made immediately after 
each inspection ; one copy to be forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance ; 
and in the month ^f July a consolidated seport (form No. 35) of all 
8uch inspections, made during^ the year enaing 30tfa June, shall 'be for- 
warded by the in^pectibg officer to tbe Chief of Ordnance. The in-> 
speotil^g officer will keep books in which shall be recorded all report^ 
Which be is required to make, and all correspondence Connected with 
this particular jservice. Thes^ books will be carefully preserved, and, 
in case of relief, turhed ever to bis successor. /

1324. All small arms and accoutrements manufactured by contract, 
or purchased for the service of the Confederate States, shall, before being 
received, be inspected under the direction of the Chief of Ordnance, by 
oficers of the Ordnance bureau, designated for that purpose. 

1325. It BhtAl be the duty of thp insni&cting officer of the contract 
service, under tfie order of the Chief of urdnance, to inspect all mus* 
keta, rifleilfcarbineis, pistols, swords, sabres, or other small arms and ac« 
cautr«ments, that may be *manufactured in the contract service for the 
Confederate States. He i??ill be held strictly responsible that the said 
arms and accoutrements are in exact conformity with the models and 
patterns." To aid the inspecting officer in the performance of these du- 
ties, such number of assistant-s as may be required shall be detailed 
f^om the National armories, by the commanding officer, on the requisi- 
tion of the inspecting officer. 

1326. Each assistant inspector shall, previous to entering on the duty, 
take an oath before a competent mjfgistrate for its faithful discharge ; 
and it shall be the duty of the inspecting officer to see that no assistant 
be allowed to inspect the arms- manufactured at the same private estab- 
lishment oftener than twice in succession. a 

1327. The inspecting officer of contract arms shall in ajl iqases, before 
receiving any such arms for the Confederate States, cause them to be 
taken to peoee in bis presence, and the several parts to be closely ex- 
amined by the aBsistants. When arms have been received by this in* 
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Bp^ting o^erB for the nae of the Confederate States at priraie ar&<v 
ries, the principal inspector will caase them immediately to be boxed 
for transportation in his .presence, and will secure each box bj fizinj^ 
his seals thereon. 

1^28. Inspections of small arme and accoutrements, made by con- 
tractf shall be made quarterly ; and- the inspecting ofELcer shall make 
imnual reports of inspections (Form No. 37)^ and at each reception of 
articles furnished by contract, he shall give to the contractor triplicate 
certificates, according to Form No. 36. 

1329. T-he inspecting officer of contract arme and accoutrements shaH 
keep books In which shall be copied such inspection reports as they are 
required to make, and all the correspondence connected with this par- 
ticular service. The original reports shall. bo for warded to the Chief ot 
Ordnance as soon as the several inspections are completed. The books 
above mentioned shall be carefully preserved, and» in case of r^iefi 
turned over to their successors. 

III. Inspection of Gunpowder. 

1330. Gunpowder is ordinarily packed in barrels containing dte hnn* 
dred pounds each. The magazines in which it is kept shall be fre- 
quently aired in dry weather. 

1331. Gunpowder iu the magazines ^giving a proof range, by the es- 
tablished eprouvette, le'ss than one hundred and eighty yards, shall not 
be used in the service charges, but skall be separated from th;it of 
higher range, and legibly marked ; to be usbd for firing salutes and for 
blank cartridge practice. That which gives a range less than ono hun- 
dred and fifty yards shall be considered unserviceable, 

13^2. The inspecting officer shall cause each cask .to be markod in 
the following manner, viz : on one end the place and year of fabrica- 
tioti and description of powde»; on the other end the proof-range and 
date of proof, taking care to leave space for subsequent proofs. 

1333. Reports of proof and inspection of powder received from con-: 
tractors, and of tliat in the magazines, shall be made in.duplicate ncr 
cording to Form No. 39; and the proving officer shall give to the con* 
tractor triplicate certificates of inspection according to Form No. 38. 
One of the duplicate inspection reports of powder in th^iingazines, 
and of that received from contractors for the Confederate States, shall 
be forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance on the completion of the inspec- 
tion ; the other for powder in magazines, shall be recorded at thearse^ 
nal or depot; the duplicate for powder receiyed for the Confederate 
States shall be retained by the proving officer. > 

1334. Standard powder for the reception proof of all kinds of fire- 
arms, whether nmnufactured at the national armories, foundaries, or by 
contract, shall foe of such quality as to give a range of not less than 
two hundred and fifty yards by the regulation eprouvette* 

1335. All powder designed for the proof of fire-arms, shall be proved 
with the regulation eprouvette, immediatiely preceding the inspection, 
unless it sbnll Htive been so proved within one year, and there be no 
riason to suspect thatdt has become deteriorated. 

CONTEACTS. 

1336. No contract for the service of the Ordnance Bure#i shall be 
made by any officer or agent thereof, except by speoial ajithoriiy of 
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di^Chief of Ordiiftnco, sanctioned by the Secretary of War; and all 
officers Of agents aiafein^ contracts, shall strictly observe the provisions 
of the laws on that subject. Contracts shall he made in triplicate, one 
of Which shall be forwarded to the Chief of Ordinance, at the date of 
the contract, that it may be deposited in the office of the comptroller 
vithin ninety days thereafter. ^ 

/ 1337. The rights vested in a contractor, for services to be performed^ 
or supplies to be furnished for the Ordnance Bureau^ shall in no case 
be transferred to any other person or persons ; but such contractor 
sball be held to bis legal responsibilities, and all payments shall be 

M made to hito only. ^ 

1338. Payments of;i ^count of any conti^cl, to the amount of four- 
fifths of the value of the work done, or* of services perfornied in part, 
maybe made in case the contract embraces operations of long continu- 
ance. Such payments on account, under an unfulfilled contract not 

• being admitted at the treasury, will not be charged in the quarterly ac- 
counts; but a statement of all such, specifying- the amount of eacb^ 
will be annexed to the duplicate account current which is'^c^esigned for 
the files of the ordnance oflioe, in order that the true state of the funds 
on hand may be known. 



1339. Every disbursing officer, of the Ordnance Bureau shall transmit 
to the Chief of Ordnance, within twenty days after the expiration of 
eaeh quarter, an account current of all moneys received, expended, and 
remaining on hand* with the necessary roucAcr* and abstracts madeac^ 
cording to the fOrras hereinafter prescribed ; which, after examination 
in the Ordnance office, will be transmitted to the treasury department 
for settlement, / 

1340. A duplicate qf the qmrtetljf account current^ and of the ahsiract 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph, shall be transmitted at the same 
time to the Ordnance office, to be retained f*r uae there. On a blank 

^ page of this duplicate account current there shall be endorsed a state- 
ment of receipts and expenditures under each appropriation (Form No. 
22), and the face of the abstract will show, as far as practicable, the 
quantity and kind of articles purchased. (See Form No. 19.) Individ- 
ual accounts for services will show the dates and kind of service 
chHrged. , 

1341. Voucjiers of articles purchased/for supplies furnished, for eer- 
vices rendered, or for other expend itui;^s, will be made agreeably.to one 
or th6 other of the Forms Nrf 15, 16, 17 or 18, according to the nature 
of the case. First: Form No. 15 is the form of a vouch eb for supplies 
fumiBhed, or for services rendered by an individual. Second: Form 
No. 16 is the form of an ordinary receipt roll fur services." T^ird : 
Form No. 17 is a pay-roll to be used at armories or arsenals, where work 
is done by the piece. Fourth: 'Form No. 18 is a. pay-roll for hired 
slaves, y Fifth: In all the accounts of individuals against the Con fed e- 

L rate States the matters and things charged for are to b^e clearly and ac*. 

\ curately set forth. No substitutjion of n&raes, dates, services, prices, or 

! things of ^ny kind shall be made; tbe transaction on which the 

phnrges are made in any account shall, in all cases, be truTy represented 

on the face of the vuvichcr. Sixth : Ivt accounts for articles purchased, 
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the di^te of noh Mparate parobase, the nnmt and the aaBober or ^oflir 
tit^ of each article, the pnce of each, with the |>artioiiIar to which Ik 
price refers — as number, weight or measure, and the amount due fir 
each, will be spedfied in Ihe bod j of the account. If the public use if 
any article be not fhlly apparent from its name ; or if, from any othff 
cause, there be teaeon to apprehend that the charge may not foe etv- 
rectly comprehended hj the accounting officers, the purpose for whidii) 
was procured, or other explanation, should be inserted opposite the v^ 
tlcle in the column of remarks.

Urgt : An account for the transportation of tr•^ 
eling allowance of an armory officer, or Other person, will etate the dii- 
tanoe traveled, the purpose of the Journey, and at what time performed* 
and it must be sustained by the original order directing the service, or 
a certified copy of, or extract from it, with a certificate £at the Journey 
charged has heeti performed. Second : An account for postage of letters 
on public service must be accom|ianied by^a certificate from the officer 
sending or receiving them, setting forth that the postage charged is doe 
exclusively for letters on the public business committed to liis charge,

Second: The 
Youehers for all expenditures in any quarter shall 'be numbered in one 
oonUnued series, according to their dates. Third : If the abstract is so 
Ktrge as to require more than one'sheet» it will be made on several 
sheetis.of the^same kind stitched togethetin book form. 
/ IZ^' Accounts current will be prepared according t9 form No. 20. 
They should always commence by entering— 7 J?Vra< ; The balance from 
the last account ; if that balance shall have been officially ascertained 
and stated to the disbursing officer^ he will enter the official balance ; if 
otherwise, he will enter the balance as stated by himself in his last ac- 
oeunt. Second: All money received since the last account was ren- 
dered will then be entered, specifying separately the several sums, the 
dates when, and from what source received.

]y return of army officers and men employed, and of small ariQs and 
their appendages, manufactured at the arnipry (form No. 30). Thr 
commanding officer of each armol|r, aisenat or depot, shall transmit,at 
the end of e?ery month, a summary statement of money reo^yed isi 
expendedi (form No. 22,) which shall be made oat by the 4islmrBiflS 
officer: 

1347. The commanding officer of each national armory, arsenal, ff 
ordnance depot, shall transmit to the Chief of Ordnance, at the begi> 
ning of each quarter, an estimate of the funds required during tb 
quarter.

1348. Every person having the charge and custody of ordnance t 
ordnance stores, shall be held responsible for the same, and shall mab

The commanding officer of an armory, arsenal, or ordnance j^ 
pot, having a storekeeper, shall transmit to-tne Chief of Ordnance, k 
the month of Jiily of each year, a return according to form No. l,rf 
all ordnance, tools, machines and-other stores, including public hories 
and oxen, which may be In current service ; and such comoianding of- 
ficer shall not be required to make the quarterly returns oalle^l for hf 
the 1348th paragraph ; but he Shall, at the end of each monih, torn 
oyer to the storekeeper all finished articles fabricated during the moatb, 
and other stores which may be required in the current service, 

1351. Arn^s, ordnance and ordnance stores, shall be arranged on the 
returns and inventories, according to the classification exemplified in 
paragraph 1365.

1356. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Ordnance to report to tbs 
Second Auditor of the Treasury, in the month of June of each yeir, 
all persons who shall have fiKled to transmit retoms within Uie periods 
prescribed by the 1348th and 1350th paragraphs of these regnlations. 

1357. Should an officer, or other agent of the Ordnance Buren, 
oharged with ordnance and ordnance stores, fail to render the presented 
returns thereof, within a reasonable time after the tennination of i* 
quarter, a settlement shall be made out of his accounts at the Treasitfy.

ARTICLE XLV. 

CORPS OF BKQINIBRS. 

1366, The duty of these corps usually relate to the construfition of 
permanent and field fortifications.; works for the attack and defence of 
places; J^ the*paS8age of rivers; for the movenaents and operatiops of 
armies ifrthe field ; apd such reconnoiaances and surveys as may be re- 
quired for these objects, or for any other duty which may be assigned 
to th«m. By special direction of the President of the Confederate 
States, officers of engineeYs may be employed on auy other duty what- 
soever, (See 63d Article ef War.) 

;1367. No permanent fortification, or other important work assigned 
to either corps, shall be undertaken until the plans have been scibmit- 
ted. to a board composed of such of9.cers of the corps o^ the Secretary of 
War may designate. The report of the board, with Complete drawings . 
and specifications of the work, and detailed estimates of the cost, shall 
be nhvde to the bureau ^f the corps in the War Department, and be sub- 
; mitted to the Secretary ^f War, without whose sanction no plan shall 
be adopted. A dissenting member.of the board may present his own 
project, piemoir, plans and estimates, 

1368. The chief engineer, with the approbaCion of the Secretary of 
War, will regulate and determine the number, 'quality, form, and di- 
mensions, &Q.\. of the necessary yehicies, pontons^ tools, implements, 
^rms, and other supplies for the use and serviceof the engineer company - 

#f sappers, miners, and pontoniers, to be procured, as faf as practicable, 
by fabrication in the governme&t establish ntents of the Engineer and 
Ordnance Departments. 

1369. In any work carried on ander the direction of the ehief of 
either corps, hijs authority must be obtained fof th& erection of any tem- 
porary buildings required in the progress of the work, or the purchase 
of any vessel or boat, or for furnishing medicines or medical attendance 
to hired men, and to determine the number and wages of clerks, fore- 
men and j)Verseers. 

} 370, An engineer superintending a work or operation shall disburse 
the money for the same, and when infqrmed of the funds applicable to 
the work, will furnish to the bureau or office through which he receives 
his instructions, a detailed report of the manner in which he proposes 
to. apply the funds. 

1371. Public works in charge of either corps^ shall be inspected once 
a year, and when completed, by such officers, of the corps as the Secre- 
. tary of War shall designate. A report of each inspection shall be made 
to the Secretary of War through the bureau of the corps. 
. 137i\ On the completion of any fortification or other w'ork, the officer 
in charge will transmit to the appropriate bureau all the books, papers, 
and drawing relating to it. Of fortifications, the following draw inga 
are required: a plan of the finished work and the environs within the 
scope of investment, on a scale 12 inches to a mile ; a plan of the main 
work ^nd outworks, on a scale of 1 inch to 50 feet, with sections, pro- 
files, and elevations, and a scale of 1 inch to 25 feet ; and a plan of 
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the masonry, on a 8oa1e of 1 inch to 50 feet, with profiles and eleva- 
tions, on a scale of 1 inch to 25 feet ; and such g.ther drawings as nu^ 
be neceseary to show important details of the work, 

137S. An officer charged with a eurvey will procure the books and 
instruments for the execution of. the duty by requisition on the appro- 
priate bureau, and upon his return from field operations will report to 
it the condition of the instruments in his charge; on the completion of 
the survey he will transmit to the bureau a full report thereof, with^ilie 
field notes, and all necessary drawings. ^ 

1374. The following reports and returns for a work or operation on- 
der the direction of the chief of either corps are to be sent to the ap- 
propriate bureau of the corps by the ofScer in charge : 

1375. Monthly returns, within fi?e days after the month to which 
they relate, yiz : report of operations, Form I; return of officers and 
hired men. Form 2 ; nioney statement, Form 3. 

1376. An estipate of funds for One month, in time to receive the re- 
mittance for the service of the month : 

1377. Quarterly returns, within twenty days after the quarter to 
which they relate, viz. : a money account current. Form 4 ; with ab- 
stracts of disbursements, Form 5, and vouchers, Forms 6, 7, 8 ; and a 
return of property, Form 9, with abstracts of receipts and issnes, Forms 
10, 11, 12, 13 and 14. ' 

1378. A quarterly return of ibstrnmeats, books, &o., Form 15^ by 
every officer accountable for (hem ; * 

1379< A report, in time to reach the bureau by the 20th of October, 
ef the operations on the work or survey during the year ending 30th of 
June, with the necessary drawings, and showing the condition of tkp 
work, the extent and cost of the principal operations (as brick- wo», 
stone-work, earth-work, surveys,) accompanied by a summary state- 
ment of the expenditures during the year, with an estimate of the funds 
required for the next y^ar, and an estimate of the amount required to 
complete the work. 

1380. When disburs^ements are made by the same individual on ae- 
oountof different works, a separate set of accounts, for each mast be 
kept and rendered, as above required, as well as separate estimates, re- 
turns, and reports ; the quarterly accounts being accompanied by a 
general statement. Form 3, of receipts andT expenditures during the 
quarter on all the works. 

1381. The following books and files for each work will be kept'by 
the officer in charge : a letter book, for copies of his ofiBcial letters : file 
of letterd received; file of orders received; a journal, containing a 
daily record of the occupations of the persons employed on the work ; 
a book of materials, in which must be entered under the appropriate 
head, every*kind of material received, specifying date of delivery and 
payment, from whom receivecl, the kind, quality, price, and cost — in 
this book the various articles will be entered under the same heads as 
in the quarterly return of property ; a ledger^ in which an acconnfc 
will be opened with every pwson of. whom materials or supplies are 
purchased for the work, including every person not on the rolls ; an 
account book, containing entries, according, to Form 5, of all expendi- 
tures and copies of the quarterly aoeounts current, and estimates of funds; 



B roll-boolk, showing the name, ocoupation, rate of pay, of each hired 
person, and time made by him daily in eaeh mouth ; a book of misoel* 
lanies, cohtaining aoeounts of experiments and miscellaneoua informa* 
iion.relatip^^ to the work. 

1S82. Printed forms allowed will be furnished from the bureaux, un» 
less ptherwisa directed, on requisition in May. for a year's fiupply.

The regul.ition, so far as respects the height and age 
of the recmifc, s^all not extend to raueiomns, or to soldiers who may 
** re- enlist/' or have served honestly and faithfully a previous enlist- 
ment in the army. 

1400. No person under the age of twenty»6ne years is to be enlii^ed 
without the \rritten consent of his parent, guardian, or master. The 
recruiting officer must be very particular in ascertaining the true ago 
of the recruit, and ^ill not accept him when there is a doubt of his 
being of age. 

1401. After the nature of the service and terms of enlistment haro 
been fairly-explained to the recruit, the officer, before the enlistments 
are iilled up, will read to him, and offer for his signature, the annexed 
declaration, to be appended to each copy of his enlistcaent : 

r, —^ desiring to enlist in the army of' the Confederate States, 

for the period' of five years, do declare that I am ■* years and 

months of age ; that 1 have neither wife nor child ; that I have never 
been discharged from the Confederate States service on account of disa- , 
bility, or by a sentence of a court martial, or by order before the expi* 
ration of a term of enlistment ; and I know of no empediment to my 
serving honestly and faithfVilly as a soldier for fiv« years.

1402. If the recruit be a minor, his parent, guardian, or master must 
sign a consent to his enlisting, which will be added to the preceding 
declaration, ia the following form : 

' I, -— • — , do certify that I am the {father, only surviving parent, 

legal master or guardian) of ^ ; that the said -^ — is years of 

age^ and I do hereby freely give my consent to his enlisting as a sol* 

dier in the Army of the Con&derate States for the period of Jive years.

- 1403. The forms of declaration^ and of consent in case of a minor, 
having been signed and witnessed, the recruit will then be duly in* 
spected by the recruiting officer, a;id surgeon, if one be present, and if 
accepted, the 20th and 87th Articles of War will be read to him ; after 
which he will be allowed time to consider the subject until his mind 
appears to be fully made up before the oath is administered to him. 

1404. As soon as practicable, and at least within six days after his 
enlistment, the following oath will be administered to the recruit. 

"I, A— B— , do solemnly swear or affirm, (as the cas^ may be,) that 
I will bear true allegiance to the Confederate States of America, and 
that I will- serve then^ honestly and faithfully against all their enemies 
or opposers whatsoever, and observe and obey the orders of the Presi- 
dent uf the Confederate Sttites, and the orders of the olficers appointed 
over me. according to the rules and articles for the government of the 
armies of the Confederate States." \(See 10th Art. War.) 
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1405. Under the article of War above oitod, a justiee of thepeiee, 
the chief magistrate of nnj town or city corporate, (not being an officer 
of tlie Army,) a notary public, or when recourse cannot be had to such 
civil niagistratet*. a judge advocate, or any oommisaioned officer of the 
army, may adminiater the above oath. 

140G. It la the duty of the recruiting officer to be present at theio- 
spection of the recruit by the medioal officer. In pasning a recruit the 
medical officer is to inspect him stripped ; to see that he has free use of 
all his limtm; that his chest is ample; that his hearing, vision and 
speech are perfect; that he has no tumors, or ulcerated, or eztensivel? 
cicatrized legs ; no rupture or chronic cutaneous affection ; that he has 
not received any contusion, or wound of the head, that may impair bis 
faculties ; that he is not a drunkurd; is not Hibjectto concisions ; nod 
has no infectious disorder, nor any other that may unfit him for milita- 
ry Rervice. 

1407. Recruiting officers will not employ private phyRicians, without 
authority from the Adjutant and Inspector General's office, for thd spe- 
cial purpose of inspecting the recruits prior to their enlisting. ' 

1403. If it be necesaary.as in the caae of sickness, to employ a phy- 
sician, the recruiting officer may engage his services by contract, oa 
reasonable terms, by the vit»it, or by the month.. If by the month, tb« 
inspection of the recruits must be stated in the contract its part of hit 
duty. The physician will be ptaid from the recruiting funds. 

1409. Enlistments must, in all cases, be taken in triplicate. The re- 
cruiting officer will send one copy to the Adjutant General with his 
quarterly accounts, a second to the superintendent with his monthlj 
return, and a third to the depot at the same time the recruits are sent 
there. In cases of soldiers re-enlisted in a regiment, or of regimental 
recruits, the third copy of the enlistment will be sent at its date to 
regimental headquarters for file. (See General Order No. 22, 1862.) 

1410. When ordnance sergeants re-enlist, the recruiting pfBcer will 
immediately send the second copy of the enlistment direct to the Adjs- 
taut General, and the third copy to the station of the ordnance aergeaok 
for file. •;,. 

1411. A non-commissioned officer, musician, or private soldier, who 
may reenlist into his company or regiment within two months before, 
or one month after the expiration of his term of service, shall receive 
a bounty of three months' extra pay — that is to say, the pay- he was re* 
ceiving as pay of his grade, and as additional pay for length of service 
and for certificate of merit. This bounty shall be paid by the recroit- 
ing officer at the time of enlistment, and noted on the descriptive list, 
and timely notice of probable re-enlistments in a compauy must be 
given beforehand to the proper authority, that the necessary (unds may 
be provided. Ordnance serj^eants and hospital stewiirds are nQn-com- 
missioned officers entitled to the bounty in the case provided. 

1412. Enlistments must, in no ctise, be antedated so as to entitles 
soldier to bounty who applies after the period allowed for ** re-enlusiing" 
has expired. 

1413. A premium of two dollars will bo paid to any . citizen, noa- 
i'ommissioned officer, or soldier, for each accepted recmU that he ibat 
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bring to the rendezvous; but not for soldierewho receive bouniy fot 

"re-enRstinor."- - . ^ • * 

1414. The recruiting officer will see that tHe men tinder his command 
are neat in^their personal appearance, and will require the permanent 
party to wear their military dresa in a becoming manner, especially 
when pernrtitt'ed to go abroad. ^ 

141o. Only sUch articles of clothing as are indispensable for immedi-. 
ate U8e> will be issued to recruits at tire rendezvous. Their equipment 
"Will not be made completetill after they have passed the inspection sub- 
Bequent to their arrival at the depot. ♦ . 

1416.. The instruction of the recruits will commence at the rendei- 
Toug from the moment of enlistment. The general superintendent will 
see that all recruiting oflBcers give particular attention to this subject. 

1417. Recruits will be sent from rendezvous to depots every ten days, 
or oftener, if practicable, provided the number disposable exceeds three. 
The detachments of recruits will be sent from rendezvous to depots un- 
der charge of a non-commissioned officer. ^ 

1418. Commutation for fuel and quarters^ when allowed, is paid from 
the recruiting funds on the usual vouchers receipted by thQ officer him- 
self. • ^ /^ . 

1419. Evpry^Sieer commanding a recruiting party will procure the 
necessary 'transportation, forage, fuel, straw, and stationery, taking the 
requisite vouchers; but rw). non-conimissioned officer t^r 6oId er is to be 
allowed to become a contractor for the j^upplying of any sracle whijh 
may be required. • . ^ « 

1420. The transportation of recruits to depots, and from one recruit- 
ing station to another, will be paid from the recruiting funds ; trans- 
portation of otlicers and enlisted men on the recruiting service will be 
pjUd in the same manner, except when first proceeding to join that ser- 
'vico, or returning to their regiments after having been relieved. 

1421. No expenses of transportation of. oflBcers will be admitted that 
do not arise from orders emanating from the Adjutant and Inspector 
General's Office, except they be required to visit branch or auxiliai'y 
rendezvous under th^ir charge, when they will be allowed the stage, 
steamboat, or railroad fare, porterage included. ^^ 

1422. Whenever an oflScer is relieved or withdrawHrom the recruit* 
iqg service, he will pay over the balance of any unexpended recruiting 
funds in his possession to the oflBcer appointed to succeed him, or to the 
paymaster, if no officer be so designated ; and if there be no paymaster 
or other proper ofiScei: convenient to receive such balance, the amount 
will be depo-iited to the credit of the Treasurer of the Confederate 
States, with the most convenient Assistant Treasurer, or other deposi- , 
tary of public money. In either case the officer will forward to the 
Atljutant and Inspector General the evidence of the disposition he may 
ninke of tho funds, and report the f<ict to the superintendent, or to his 
coluneif if on regimental reciuitihg service. 

RENDEZVOUS, QUARTERING AND SUBSISTING itECRUITS. 

14S3. Written contracts will he made by recruiting (fffioers fgr the 
rent of a rendezvous upon the most reasonable terms possible. The 
-rent will be paid from the recruiting fund. The terrbs of the contract 
i;rill be immediately reported to the Adjutant and Innpector General. 
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1424. When ratMistoiiM cannot b« w^ned hy the eotmnissaritt ton- 
cruUing parties, it will ba procured by the officer in charge. Writtea 
contracts will be made for the aabsietence of the recruits, (*ee/or» A] 
doe pablio notice being fir«fs;iv«n inviting proposals for farni^biQi; 
oomplete rations, (or boar4r~see paragraph 1425.) The ori^tnal aHver 
tisement, bids, eontracta, and bond will be forwarded to the Commis- 
•ary Qeneral of Subsistence, and copies be Ice^t for tbe use of the le- 
cruiting station. 

1425. When conTenienee and economy reqdife that the contract sbsll 
b^or board%td lodging, the officer in charge ahall estunate the cost pf 
the ration for which the contractor shall be paid from the subeistenee 
fands, as before directed ; and shall pay the amount due to Ibd^ii^ 
from the reoroitiog funds. 

1426. Issues w^l be made, or board famished, (as the caseinftybe.) 
on regular j^rtw£rfon rtiumg, specifying the number of men, and dajB 
and dates. A ration in kind may be allowed to one laundress at«scb 
principal rende2V0U8. The contractor will forward his accounts either 
monthly or quarterly to the Commissary General of Subsistent^e, («^ 
form B.) This account will be supported by an ahstract of issues, daly 
certified by the recruiting officer, (see form 0.) 

1427.^ At temporary rendezvous, advertising may be dispensed vit\ 
and a contract made conditioned to be terminated at the pleasure of tbe 
officer or Commissary General. 

1428. The recruiting officer will be required, when convenient, to^^ 
ceive from the Commissary General and disburse the funds for the sub- 
sistence of his party, and to render his accounts quarterly to the Com- 
missary General. 

1429. When a contract cannot be made, tbe recruiting oftcer ma/ 

Say the necessary expenses of subsisting and boarding his party; wn- 
ering distinct accounts for amounts paid from the subsistence txi^^^ 
orutting funds, as in paragraph 1425. 

1430. The expenses of subsistence at branch rendeBvouSj-lind all ex- 
penses of advertising for proposals, will be paid by the contractor at 
thfr pri^ncipal station and included in his accounts. 



BLANKS. 

1431. Officers on Recruiting service will make timely reqnisitiong for 
printed blanks, direct, as follows: ^ 

To the Adjutant General, —For enlistments ; rerenlistments ; (orf^ 
for medical inspection of recruits ; muster-rolls; muster anddeecrip- 
tive rolls; monthly returns; tri-monthly reports; recruiting accouoB 
current; accounts of clothing issued; posters or handbills. 

To the Quartermaster Genei*aL — For estimates of clothings camp ftO« 
|;arriB6n equfpage ; olothing receipt rolls ; quarterly returns of cloth- 
ing, camp and garrison equipage. ^

1435. Necessary stationery i?7ill be purchased monthly or qnarterly, 
noi.to exceed, per quarter at eaxih station, six qniros of paper, twenty- 
four quills, or twenty four steel pens and two holders, half an oaace of 
wafer?, one paper of inkpowder, one bottle of red ink, four ounces of 
sealing wax, one quire of. cartridge paper, or one hundred envelopes, 
onefQurth quire''of blotting paper, and one piece of tape. If necessa- 
ry, an additional supply of one-fourth of these rates will be aIIow:ed 
to the recruiting ojfficer having charge of One or more auxiliary rendez^ 
vous distant from his permanent station. At the principal depots th^ 
allowance must be fixed by the wants of the public service. * • 

1436. To each office table is allowed one inkstand, one wafer stamp, 
one wafer box, one paper folder, one ruler, and as mai^y lead pencils 
as may be required, not exceeding four per annum. 

1437. Such blank books as may be necessary are allowed to the gen- 
eral sitperintendent and at permanent recruiting depots ; also one de- 
scriptive book for the re^ster of recruits at each permanent station. 
Blank books will be purchased by recruiting officers, under instruotionB 
f^om the superintendent* 

1438. When a recruiting officer is relieved, the blanks, the books, and 
unexpended stationery, with all the other public property at the station, 
will be transferred to his successor, who will receipt for the same. 

ACCOUNTS, RETl^RNS, ITa 

1439. The following are the accounts, returns, &c., to bo rendered by 
officers on recruiting service :

1. Reemit accimnts cwrren^, quarterly with abstract, (form D,) voucb^ 
ers, (Form JB.) and one set of enlistments. An account will be rendered 
by every officer who may receive funds^ whether he m Aes expenditures

4. A miisierrroU of all enlisted men at the rendezvous, including the 
names of all who niay have joined, died, deserted, been transferred or 
discharged during the period embraced in the muster-roll. 

5. TiH-monihly reports of the state of the recruiting service, aooordiBg 
to the prescribed form. .

6. A monthly return of recruits and of the recruiting party, acoom-^ 
panied with one copy of the enlistment of every recruit enlisted.withia 

' the month. 

7. Duplicate muster rolls for pdy of the permanent recrnitifig party, 
which may be sent direct to the nearest paymaster, when authorized 
bj the superintendent. A triplicate of this roll will be retained at the 

^ station/ 
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8. Mutter and descriptive ro^* and an aceount of clothing of eTerjde- 
taohmenft of recruits ordered to the principal depot. If the recruits be 
ordered to proceed front the rendezvous direct ^ < 6 join any re^ji mentor 
po.*«t, these rollH and accounts <»f clothing will he delivered tu the officer 
m command of the detachment, a duplicate of each muster and descrip- 
tive roU only being then made and sent to the superintendent. 

9. Copj of the quarterly abstract of contingent expenses, to be for- 
warded within three days after the expiration of each quarter. 

10. Quarterly eatimate^i ii)T i\\is^9. 

11. Esiitnates for clothing, and camp and garrison equipage, and for 
arms and accoutrements, for six or twelve months, or for such times as 
may b^dfrectcd by the superintendent. 

12. Copy of the return No. 13. 

To the Quartermaster Ceneral. 

13. A qvarierly return of clothing and camp and garrison equips^, 
and of all quartermaster's property in his possession, not includipg such 
as is purchased with the recruiting funds.

r4. A quoiierlp return of arms, accontrements, amnitinition, and of 
all ordnance stores. - 

RULES FOR MAKING ACCOUNTS AND PAPERS. 

1440. The following rules must be observed in making out and for- 
warding accounts and papers : 

1. Letters addressed to the Adjutant General. "on recruiting service" 
will be so endorsed on the envelopes, under the words ''official business." 

2. Each voucher must be eeparately entered. on the abstract of con- 
tingent expenses, (form F^) and only the gross amount of the abstract 
must be entered on the account current, 

3. No expenditure must be charged without a proper yoocher to sup- 
port it. (See form E,) 

4. The receipt to the voucher most be signed, when practicable, by & 
principal. When this is not practicable, the recruiting! officer will add 
to his own certificate a statement that tiie agent is duly authurizedto 
sign the receipt.. 

6. When an individaal makes '* his mark'* instead of signing his 
name to the receipt, it must be witnessed by a third personT 

^ 6, Expenditures must be confined to items stated in th^ flf^gulatJons. 
In an unforeseen emergency, requiring a deviation from thisrule, a fail 
explanation must be appended to the voucher for the expenditure ; and 
if this be not satisfactory, the account wiU be cbarged in the Treasury 
•gainst the recruiting oWcer. 

7. In all vouchers, the different items, with date*, and cost of each, 
must be given. To vouchers for transportation of officers, a copy of the 

, order under which the journey was performed, must be appended. 

8. In vouchers for medical attendance and medicines, the name of 
each patient, date of, and charge f »r each vi^it, and for medicines fa^ 
nished, must be given, and the certificate of the physician added, tbat 
the rates charged are the usual rates of the place. 

9. On all vouchers for premiums for bringing recruits, and fe^s for 
oaths of enlistment, the names of the recruits fur whom the expendi- 
ture is made must be given in alphabeticai order, according to the nuxn-

bering; of the enlistments. The voqohers may be made in fofm of eon- 
^olidated receipt rolls, authenticated bj the officer^ certificate that they 
are correct. 

' 10. The fee usually j.llowed for administering the oath of onlistment 
bein;; twenty-five cents for each recruit, when a greater amount is paid, 
the officer must certify on the voucher that it is the rate allowed bylaw 
of the State or Territory. 

11, To each voucher for notices inserted in newspapers a copy cf the 
notice will be appended. 

12. Quarterly accounts current must exhibit the numbers of Treasury 
drafts and dates of their receipt; and when funds are transferred/, the 
narne^ of ofifi^ers from whom they are received, or to whom they are 
turned over, witti the dates of transfer. 

13.. Fractions of cents are nr»t to he taken upon accounts current. 

14. Erilistmenis muHt be filled up in a fair and legible hand. The 
real name of the recruit mu'^t be ascertained, correctly spelled, antl writ- 
ten, in the same wtiy wherever it occurs; the Christian name must not 
be abbreviated. Numbers' in the body of the enlistment must be writr 
^en and not ez^pressed iti^ figures. £ach enlistment must b^ endorsed

15. Whenever a soldier re enters the service, the officer who enlisted 
him will endorse on the enlistment, .next below his own name and regi- , 
xnent, **8econd (or third). enKstment,*' as the ca:«e may be. together with 
the name of the regiment and the letter of the company in which the 
soldier fast served, and date of discharge fionj former enlistment. This 
information the recruiting officer must obtain, if posnible, from th<^ sol- 
dier's discharge, which he should in all cases be required to exhibit. 
(See 22d Art. of War ) 

16. Re-enlistments must be f««rwarded with recruiting accounts, al- 
though the b<mniy doe on them may not be paid. When the bounty is 
subsequently paid, the soldier'^ receipt is to be taken on a voucher, 
showing date and place ot re-enlistment, company and regiment, ai^d 
by whom re enlisted. 

. 17* The filling up of, and endorsement on, the enlistment, will be in* 
the handwriting of the recruiting officer*, or done under his immediate 
inspection. 

18. To facilitate tlie final settlement of accounts of discharged sol- 
diers, the naipe of the State^ as well as the town, where each reeruit is 
enlisted, will be recorded on all master, pay, and descriptive rolls. 

DEPOTS FOR COLLECTING AKl) INSTRUCTING RECRUITS. 

1441. The depots for recruits are established by orders from the Ad- 
j^dtant and Ingpeotor General's joffice. 
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1442. To each depot there will be Assigned a soi table nomber of of* 
fieern to command and instruct the recruits ; and when necessary, gueit 
number of enliMted men an may be designated at the Adjutant and Iq- 
■pector Oenerars office, will be selected for'tbe permanent party, to do 
garrison duty and for drill masters. 

1443. The number of recruits at depots to be assigned to each arm 
and regiment is directed from the Adjutant and Inspector Generate of- 
fice. 

I«f44. The recruits are to be dressed tn uniform according to their re- 
spective arms, and will be regularly muj<tered and inspected. -They are 
to be well drilled in the infantry tactics, through the school of thesol- 
dier to that of the battalion, and in the exercise of field and garrison 
pieces. Duty is to be d«»ne according to the strict rules of service. 

1445. The general superintendent will cause such of the recruits as 
are found to possens a natural talent for music, to Ue instructed (^)esidef 
the drill of the soldier) on the fife, Ifugle and drum, and other militirj 
instruments j and boys of twelve years of .as;e and upward may, under 
bis direction, be ei>listed for this purpose. But as recruits undsr 
eighteen years of age and under .Hij^e, must be discharged, if they ara 
not capable of learning music, care shf)uld be taken to enlist those only 
who have a natural talent for music, and, if practicable, they should be 
taken on trial for someVime before being- enlisted. 

1446. Regiments will be furnished with field music on the requisi- 
tions of their commanders, made, from time to time, direct oa the gene- 
ral superintendent; and when requested by regimental commanders, 
the superintendents will endeavor to have. suitable men selected fcQin 
the recruits, or enlisted for the regimental bands. 

1447. To give encouragement to the recruits, and hold out indooe- 
ments to good conduct, the commanding officer of the depot may pro- 
mote such of them to be lance corporals and lance sergeants ns exlubit 
the requittite qualifications, not exceeding the proper proportion to tbe 
number of recruits at the depot. Thes^ appointments will be an- 
nounced in orders in the usual way, and will be continued in fOfce until 
they join their regiments, unless sooner revoked. No ailowanee of pay 
or emoluments is to be assif^ned to these appointments ; they are only 
to be considered as recommendations to the captains of oompauies and 
colonels of regiments for the places in which the recruita may have 
acted ; but such non-commissioned (^oera are to be treated with all the 
respect and to have all the tiuthority which may belong to the statiotf 
of sergeant and corporal, 

1448. Permanent parties at depots, and recm/m^ par^c^^, will be 
mustered, inspected, and paid in the same manner as other eoidien* 
Ilecruits wilt be mustered for ^ay only at depots, and when paid there 
one half of their monthly pay* will bo retained until they join their 
regiments. 

1449. When recruits are received at a garrisoned post, the comniand- 
ing ofiicer will place them under the charge of a commissioned officer* 

1450. Recruits are' not to be put to any labor or work which would 
interfere with their instruction, nor are they to be employed otherwise 
than as j»oldiers, in the regular duties of .garrison and camp. • 

145L Every enlisted man discharged as a minor, or for o^er cum 
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involving fraud on his p<art in the enlistment, or discharged by th« civil- 
authority, shall forfeit all pay and allowances due at the time of the 
djschartre. 

• 1452. The Rules and Artroles of War are to be read to the recruits 
every month, after the inspection ; and f^o mucli thereof as reliites, to 
the duties of non-commissioned officers and suldlers will be read to 
them ev^ry week. 

INSPECTION OF RECRUITS AT DEPOTS -AND POSTS. 

1453' The superintendent or commanding officer will cause a minute 
and critical inspection to be niad^ of every recruit received at a depot 
two days after his arrival ; and should any recruit be found unfit for 
service, or to have been enlisted contrary to law or regulations, he shall 
assemble a Board of inspector s, to ei^amine into- tlie case. A board 
may also be assembled in a Hpecial ca^e, when a conceaietl defect may 
become manifest jn a recruit, at »ny time during his detention 6t the 
depot. * 

1454. Every dotachroent ordered from a depot to any regiment or 
post shall^ immediately preceding its departure, be critically ini«pected, 
by the supevintendent or cnmmandii.g officer and surgeon ; and, when 
necessary, a Board of Inspectors will be convened. 

1455. Kecruits received at a military post or station shall be carefully 
inspected by the commanding "officer and surgeon, on the third day after 
their arrival ; and if, on such inspection, any recruit, in. their opinion, 

. be unsound, or otherwise defective in such degree as to' disqualify him 
for the duties of a soldier, then, a Board of Inspectors will be assem- 
bled to e-xamine into and report on the case. (See paragraphs 1438, 
1439, 1440.) : 

1456. Boards for the inspection of recruits will -be composed of the 
"three senior regimental officers present on duty, with the troops, in- 
cluding the commanding otiiuer, and the senior medical officer of the 
army present. - 

RBJECTKD RECRUITS. 

1457. In all cases of rejection^ the reasons therefor will be stated afr 
large in a special report, to be made by the board ; which, together with 
tiae surgeon's certificate of disability for service, will -be forwarded by 
^be superintendent or commandant-of the post direct to th© Adju^nt 
and Inspector General. In all such cases, the commanding officer will 
cAuse the articles of clothing which may have been issued to the re- 
oruit, with the price of each jtrticfe, to be endorsed on the certificate of 
disability. If the recommendation of the board for the discbarge of the 
recruit be appri)ved, the authority therefcn* wijl be endorsed on the 
certificate, which will be sent back to be filled up and ^igned by the 
commanding officer, who will return the same to the Adjutant and In- 
spector General's office. ^ 

1458. The board will slate in the report whether the disability, or 
other oause of rejection, existed before his enli/^tment, and whether^ 
yfith. proper sare and examinatioiit it might nolLave been discovered. 

RECRUITS SENT, TO REGIMENTS. 

1459. An officer entrusted with the command of recruiti ordered to 
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rej^imenU will, on arriving at tbe place of destiDation, forward thefol- 
lowinz papers : 

1. To the Adjutant and Inspector General and the Supcriniendent, 
each, n descriptive roll and an account eif clothing of eueh men as may 
have deserted, died, or heen left on the mute from any cause whatever, 
with date and place ; also, a epecLil report of the date of his arrival at 
the p St, the strength and cuniliMon of the detachment when turned 
o'^er til the commanding off cer, and all ci re um stances worthy of remark 
wliich rnaj have occurred on the ma ch. 

2. To the Commanding (fffiver of the regiment or pnsl. the muf^ter 
and descriptive roll furnished him at the time of setting out, properly 
signed and completed by recording the names of the recruits presenty 
and by noting in the column for .remarks, opposite the appropriate 
spaces, tbe time and place of ceatb, desertion, appreheoaioD, or other 
casualty that may have occurred on the route. 

14G0. Should an offi«'er be relieved iu charge of ^ detachment en 
route, t^pfure it rearhes its dei«tin;iti«»n, the date and place, and namecf 
th.e officer Uy whom it is relieved, must he recoded on the detai'hnient 
roll. Without the e\idfi»ce of Koi^h ret-oid, no cbargp f«»r extra j»a} for 
clorliing, ucouuntabiiity i>f u detachment equal to a cunipaiiy will be al* 
lowed. . , 

mOl. The "original muster and desnriptive r(»ll" of ever/f detach- 
ment, with remarks showin)]^ the final disposition of each* recruit, and 
the re;^imeni and letter of the company to which he may he assigned, 
will he sij^ned and f«>rwnrded to the A<ljutai»t and Inspectur Genernl by 
the commanding officer who makes the a^siirnment. ' If the recruitt 
embraced in one ridl happen to he. assigi ed to different postp, the origi- 
nal roll is to conrinoe with the last detachment to its destination, each 
Commander conioleting it so fir as concerns the recroit^ left at his ptist 
"When this i.-* not practit-ahle, ejtra(rt<fnuu the orijjinul roll nre to be 
made by the authority which dif*trihures the recruits, to acc.onipHny the 
several detachments and. to be f »j'Waided to the Adjutant and Inspeetor 
General as in case of the original roll. 

REGIUENTAI. RECRUITING SERVICE. 

1462. The regimental recruiting will be conducted in the manner 
prescribed for the general service. 

1463. Every commander of a regiment is the superintendent of the 
recruiting service for his regiment, and will endeavor to' keep it up to 
its estaldishm^nt, for which purp«)se he will obtain the necessary funds, 
clothing, <fcc., by requisition to tbe Adjutant General. 

1464. At every station occupied by his regiment, or any part of it, 
tb« oojohel will deHifiruite a snitiable officer to attend to the recruiting 
duties; whi<;h nelectJoii will not relieve such ofliT'Pr from his company 
or other ludifiary dories. The officer thus desiji;fuiTed will he kept con- 
stantly furnished with funis, and. wlien neces^ay, with clothing and 
camp equipage.

I4(j5. The reyjioiental recruitins: officer will, with "the approbation of 
the Ci>o)mandiMg offii*er of the stmion, enlist all suiuxhie men. lie will 
be g iveroc'l, in renjlerinj; his act;i»un;8 and returns, by the rules pre- 
scribed for the general service; and when letting a post, will turn over 
the funds in his hands to the senior company officer of his regiment 
present, unless some other be appointed to receive them.

Tliat the ration to be furni^hed by vi-rtue of this contract shall 
consist 6f the following articles, viz : One and a quarter pound of fresh 
beef or three quarters of a pound of salted pork, eighteen ounces of bread 
or flour, and at the rate of eight quarrs of beans or ten pounds of rice, 
six pounds of coffee, twelve pounds of sugar, four quarts of vinegar, one 
find a half pound of tallow or one pound of sperm candles, four pounds 
of so^p and two quarts of salt, to every hundred rations, or the contractor 
shall furnish the men with good and wholesome boa'rd and lodgings, at 
the option of the recruiting officer ; and the recruiting party shall have 
the privilege of hanging out a flag from the place of rendezvons. 

Third. That fresh beef shall be issued at least twice in each week, if 
required by the commanding officer. 

Fourth, Jt is Cflearly understood that the provisions stipulated to be fur- 
nished and delivered under this contract shall be of the first quality. 

Fifth. Shotfld any difficulty arise respecting the quality of the provisions 
stipulaled to be delivered under this contract, then the conamanding officer 
is to appoint a disinterested person to meet one of the same description 
to be appointed by the contractor.^ These two thus appointed vill have 
poWer to deciije on the qt^ality of the provisions; but should they disa- 
gree, then a third pierson is to be cho&en by the two already appointed, 
the whole to act under oaih, and the opinion of the mpjOTity to be final in 
tl*e case.

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ARTICLES OF WAR. 

AN ACT rOR iSTABLISHINa RULEa AND ARTICtBS, TOR THfl GOVERNMENT 
OF THE ARMIES OF THB CONFEDERATE STATES. 

SbctIon 1. Th€ Congress of the Confederate Slaie^ of America do 
enact, /limlf from and after th^ passage of this act, the fjllowing shall 
be the rules and articles by which the armies of the Cenfederate Statea 
shall be governed : _ 

Article 1. Every ofiBcer now in the army of tlie Confederate States 
shall, in six months from the passing of this act^ and every officer who 
shall hereafter be appointed, shall, before he enters on the duiies of his 
office, subscribe these rules &n4 regulations. 

Art. 2. It is earnestly recommended to all officers and soldiers dili- 
gently to attend divine service ; and all officers who shall behave inde- 
cently or irreverently at any place of divine wojship shall, if oommis- 
sioned officers, be brought before a general court-martial, there to- be 
publicly and severely reprimanded by the President; if non-commis- 
sioned officers or soldiers, every person so offending shall, fur his first 
offence, forfeit one-sixth of a dollar, to be deducted out of his next pay; 
for the second offence, he shall not only forfeit a like sum, but be cog-* 
fined twenty^four hours ; and for every like offence, ahall suffer and pay 
in like manner; which money so forfeited, shall be applied, by the 
. captain or senior officer of .the troop or company, to the use of the sick 
soldiers of the company or troop to which the offender belongs. 

Art. 3. Any non-commissioned officer or soldier who shall use any 
jsroface oath or execration, shall incur the penalties expressed in the^ 
foregoing article ; and a commissioned officer shall forfeit and pay, for 
each and every such offence, one dollar, to be applied as in the preced- 
ing article. , . 

Art. 4. Every chaplain, commissioned in the army or armies of the- 
Confederate States, who shall absent himself from the duties assigned < 
him (excepting in ca^es of sickness or leave of absence,) shall, on con- 
viction thereof before a court-niartial, be Biied not exceeding one 
month's pay, besides the loss of hiis pay during his. absence: or be dis- 
charged, as the said court-martial shall judge proper. 

Art. 5. Any officer or soldier who shall use contemptuous or disre- 
spectful words against the President of the Confederate Sttktes, against 
the Vice President therecf, aorainst the Congress of the Confederate 
States, or against the Chief Magistrate or Legislature of any of the 
Confederate State?, in which he may be quartered, if a commissioned 
officer, shall be cashiered, or otherwise punished, as a court-martial 
shall direct; if a non-commissioned ^cer or soldier, ho shall suffer 
such punishment as shall be infiicted on him by the sentence of a court- 
martial. 

Art. 6. Any officer or soldier who tball behave himself with con- 
tempt or disrespect towards his commanding officer, shall be punished 
according to the. nature of his o^ence, by ttie judgm^t of a courts 
martial.

Abt. 7. Atiy olBeer or soldier who shall begin, excite, fauae, or join 
In any ma tiny or •edition, in any troop or company in the service of 
the Confederate States, or in any party, post, detachment, or guard, 
bhail Duflfer death, or such other puoiehment as by a coart-martial ahall 
be inflicted. - 

Art. 8. Any officer, non-commissioned officer, or soldier, who, being 
pre<«ent at any mutiny or seditidn, doe^ not use his atmust endeavor to ' 
suppress the b&me, or, coming to the knowledge of any intended oiutiny, 
does not, without delay, give information thereof to his commanding of- 
ficer, shall be punished by the sentence of a ctmrt-martial vrith death, 
or otherwise, according to the nature of his offence. 

Akt. 9. Any officer or soldier who shall strike his superior officer, or 
draw or lift up any weapon, or offer any violence against him, being in 
the execution of his office, on any pretence whatsoever, or shall disobey 
any lawful command of his superior officer, shall suffer death, or such 
other punishment as shall, according to the nature of his offence, be in« 
flic ted upon him by the sentence of a coart-martial. 

Art. 1Q. Every non-commissioned officer or soldier, who^ shall enlii^t 
himself in the service of the Confederate States, shall, at the finae of 
bis 80 enlisting, or within six days afterward, have the articles lor the 
government of the armies of the Confederate States read to him, and 
shall, by the officer who enlisted him, or by' the commanding officer of 
the troop or company into which he was enlisted, be taken before the 
next justice of the peace, or chief magistrate of any city or town corpo- 
rate, not being an officer of the army, or where recourse cannot be had 
to the civil magistrate, before tho judge advocate, and in his presence 
shall take the following oath or affirmation : '* I, A. B., do solemnly 
swear, or affirm, (as the case may be,) that I will bear true allegiance 
to the Confederate States of j&merica, and that t will serve them honest- 
ly and faithfully against all their enemies or opposers whatsoever, 
and observe and obey the orders of the President of the Confederate 
States, and the orders of the officers appointed over me, according to 
the Rules and Artioles for the government of the armies of the Confede- 
rate States." "Which justice, magistrate, or judge advocate, is to give 
to the officer a certificate, signifying that the mao enlisted did take tb^ 
said oath or affirmation. 

Aai'. 11. After a nonecmmissioned officer or soldier shall iiave been 
duly enlisted and sworn, he shall not be dismissed the service without 
a discharge in writing ; and no discharge granted to him shall be erif- 
licient which is not ngned by a field officer of the regiment to which he 
belongs, or commaoding offcer, where no field officer of the regiment is 
present; and no dischnrge shall be given to a non-commissioned officer 
or soldier before his term of service has expired, but by order of the 
President^ the Secretary of War,, the commaoding officer ot a depart- 
ment, or the sentence of a general court martial ; nor shall a commis- 
sioned officer be discharged the service but by order of the Pl-esident of 
the Confederate States, or by sentence of a generiil court-martial. 

Art. 12. Every colonel, or other officer commanding a regiment, 
troop, or company, and actually quartered with it, may give furloughs 
to non-rcommis^idned officers or soldiers^, in ^nch numbers, and for so 
long a time, as be shall judj^e to be most consistent with the good of the 
service ; and a captain; or other inferior officer, commanvling a troop or 

■ N • ■ ■ ■ ■' 
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company, or in any garrison, fort gr barrack 8f the Confederate States, 
(his field officer being absent,) may give furloughs to non-com mismon* 
ed officers and soldiers, for a time not exceeding twenty days in six 
months, but not to more than {wo persons to be absent at the same 
time, excepting some extraordinary occasion shoiild require it. 

Art. 13. Af every muster, the commanding officer of each regiment, 
troop, or company, there present, shall give to the commissary of mus- 
*ler8, or other officer who musters the said regiment, troop, or company, 
^certificates signed by himself, sigtiifying how long such officers, as shall 
not appear at the said muster, have been absent, and the reason of their 
absence. In like manner, the commanding officer of every troop or 
company shall give certificates, signifying the reasons of the absence of 
the noncommissioned officers and private soldiers ; which reasons and 
tilde of absence shall be inserted in the muster rolls, opposite the names 
of the respective absent officers and soldiers. The certificates shall, to* 
gether with the muster rolls, be remitted by the commissary of muster*, 
or other officer mustering, to the Department of War, as speedily as the 
distance of the place will admit. 

Art. 14. Every officer who shall be convicted before a general court- 
martial of haying signed a^ false certificate relating to the absence of 
either officer or private soldier, or relative to his or their pay, shall b^ 
cashiered. 

Art. 15. Every officer who shall knowingly make a false muster of 
man or horse, and every officer or commissary of muster who shall wil- 
lingly sign, direct, or allow the signing of master rolls wherein such 
false muster is contained, shall, upon proof made thereof, by two wit- 
nesses, before a general court-martial, be cashiered, and shall be there- 
by utterly disabled to have or hold any offipe or employment in the ser- 
yice of thei Confederate States. . 

Art. 16. Any commissary of musters, or other officer, who shall be 
convicted of having taken money, or other thing, by way of gratifica* 
tion, on mustering any regiment, troop, or •company, or on signing mus- 
ter yolls, shall be displaced from his office, and shall be thereby utterly 
di8al>led to have or hold any office or employment in the service of the 
Confederate States. * 

Art. 17. Any officer who shall presume to muster a person as a sol- 
dier who is not a soldier, shall* be deemed guilty of having made a false 
muster, and shall suffer accordingly. 

Art. 18. Every officer who shall knowingly *make a false return to 
the Department of War, or to any of h)i superior officers, authorized to 
call for such returns, of the state of the regiment, troop, or company, 
or garrison, under his command ; or of the arms, ammunition, clothing, 
or other stores thereifnto belonging, shall, on conviction thereof before 
a court-martial, be cashiered. - 

Xrt. 19. The commanding officer of erery regiment, troop, or inde- 
pendent company, or garrison, of the Confederate States, shaJl, in the 
be<2;inning of every mooth, renyit,' through the proper channels to the 
department of War, an exact return of the regiment, troop, indepen- 
deoj; company or garrison under his command, specifying the names of 
the officers then absent from their posts, with the reasons for and the 
time of their absence. And any officer who shall be convicted of hav- 
ing, through negle^ ot design, omitted sending sooh retufns, shall be 
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ptraished, according td the niiture of his (stimi^ by the jadgment of a 
general eourt-martial. 

Aet. 20. All officers and soldiers who Have received pay, or have been 
duly enlisted in the service of the Confederate States, and shall be con- 
victed of having deserted the same, shall suffer death, or such other 
panishment a<3, by the sentence of a court-martial, shall i)e inflicted. . 

Art. 21. Any non-commissioned officer pr soldier who shall, without 
leave from his commanding officer, abpent himself fronCh is troop, com- 
pany, or detachment, shall, upon being convicted thereof, be punished 
according to the nature of his offence, at the discretion of a court- 
martial. 

Art. 22. No non-commissioned officer or soldrer shall enlist himself 
in any other regiment, troop, or company, without ^ regular discharge 
from the regiment, troop, or. company in which he last served, on the 
penalty of being reputed a deserter, and suffering accordingly. And in 
case any officer shall knowingly receive and entertain such non-c^'*m- 
missioned oilieer or soldier, or shall not, after his being discovered to be 
a deserter,, immediately, confine him and giv^ notice thereof to thecor pa 
in which he last served, the said officer shall, by a court-martial, be 
cashiered. 

Art. 23. Any officer or soldier who shall be eonvictedof having ad- 
vised or persuaded any other officer or soldier to desert the service Of 
the Confederate States, shall suffer death, or such other punishment as 
shall be indicted upon him by the sentence of a court martiaU 

Art. 2f No officer or soldier shall use any reproachful or provoking 
speeches or gestnres to another, upon pain, if an officer, of being pot in 
arrest; if a soldier, confined and of asking pardon of the party offend- 
ed, in the presence of his comnianding officer. 

Art. 25. No officer or soldier shall send a challenge to another officer 
or soldier to fight a duel, op accept a challenge if sent, ii pen pain, if a 
commissioned officer, of being cashiered; if a non-commissioned officer 
or soldier, of suffering corporeal panishment, ^t the discretion of a 
court-martial. - ' 

Art. 26. If any commissioned or non-commissioned officer command* 
ing*a guard shall knowingly or willingly suffer^any person whatsoever 
to go forth to fight a dnel, he shall be puRi8hed as a challenger ; and 
all seconds, promoters, and carriers of cjiallenges, in order to duels, 
shall be deemed principalis, and punished accordingly. And it shall be 
the duty of every officer commanding an army, regiment,' company, 
post, or detachment, who is krftwing to a challenge being given or ac- 
cepted by any officer, non-commissioned officer, or soldier under hia 
command, or has reason to believe the same to be ^e case, immediately 
to arrest and bring to trial such offender sr 

Art. 27, All officers, of what condition soever, have power to part 
and quell all quarrels, frays, and disorders, though the persons con- 
cerned should belong to another regiment, troop, or company; and 
either to order officers into arrest, or non-commissioned officers or sol- 
diers into confinement, until their proper superior officers shall be ac- 
quainted therewith ; and whcrsoever shall refuse to obey such officer, 
(though of an inferior rank,) or shall draw hi». sword upon him, shall 
be punished at the disforetipn of a general court-martial. 

Art. 28* Any office? or soldier who ehitll upbiraid another fot refuf * 
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ing ft ohallenge, shall hhnself be punished as a ohall6n;;er ; aad all of- 
ficers and soldiers a>'e hereby discharged from any disgrnc^ or opinion 
of disadvantage wh ch might arise frora their having refused to aocept 
of challenges, as th jy "w^ill only have acted in obedience to the laws, ond 
done their doty as j.ood soldiers whosu'jject themselves to discipline. 

Art. 29. No sutle r shall be permitte i to sell any kind of Hqaors or 
victuals, or to keep their houfies or shops open for the entertainment of 
soldiers, after nine at night, or bjofore the beating of the reveille, op 
upon Sandays, duri ig divine service or sermon, on the penalty of being 
dismissed from all fature sutling. 

Art. 30. All officjrs commanding in the field, forts, barracksi' or gar- 
risons of the Confederate States, are hereby required to see that tho 
persons permitted t) sattle shall supply the soldiers with good and 
wholesome provisions, or other articles, at a reasonable pri<5e, as tbej 
shall be answerable for their neglect. 

Aar. 31. No officer commanding in any of the garri8on!B, forts, or 
barracks of the Confederate States, shall exaot exorbitant prices for 
bouses or stalls let out to sutlers, or oonorve at the 4ike exactions in 
others ; nor by his own authority, and for his private advantage, lay 
any duty or impositi)n upon, or be interested in, the sale of any victuals, 
liquors, or other iiccessaries of life brought into the garrison, fort or 
barracks, for the us 3 of the soldiers, oi. the penalty of being discharg- 
ed from the ]&ervice. 

Art. 32. Every officer obmmanding in quarters, garrisons, or on th« 
march, shall keep good order, and, to the utmost of his power, redress 
all abuses Or disorders which may be^committed by any o#cer or soldier 
under his command ; if, \apon complaint made to him of officers or sol- 
diers beating or otht«rwise ill-treating any person, 0? disturbing fairs- or 
markets, or of committing any kind of riots, to the disquieting of the 
citizens Df the Confederate States, he, the said commander, who shall 
refuse or omit to see justice done to the offender or offender^*, and repa* 
ration made to the i:arty or parties injured, as far as part of the offend* 
ew's-pay shall, enable him or them, shall, upon proof thereof, be cash- 
iered, or otherwise punished, as a general eourt-martial shall direct. 

Art. 33. When any commissioned officer or soldier shall be accused 
of a capital crime, or of having used violence, or committed any offence 
against the person cc property of any citi«en of any of the C. S., such 
as is punishable bytbe known laws of the land, the cotnmanding oS^eer 
and ofticera of every regiment, troop, or company, to which tlie person 
or persons so accused shall belong, are hereby required, upon applioa** 
tioa duly made by, or in behalf of, the party or parties injured, to use 
their utmost endeav >S8 to deliver over such acoyused person or persons 
* to the civil magistra:e, and likewise tobe aiding and assisting to the of- 
ftcers of ^stice in a oprehending and se<^uring the perison or persons so 
accused, in order to bring him or them to trial. If any commansling 
officer or officers shiU wilfully neglect, or shall refuse upon the appli- 
cation afiiresaid, to c^.eliver over such accused person or persons to the 
civil magistrates, or to be. aiding and assisting to the officers of justice 
in apprehending such person or persons; the officer or officers so offend- 
ing shall be cashiered. 

Art. 34. If any ciffioer shall think him'sdlf wronged by his colonel, or 
the eommandiDg officer of the regimant» and shall, upon doe applie*- 
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ttoo be!ng made to him be refased redreep, he mny complain to tb« 
General commanding in the State or Territvicy 'vrfaere eu^h regimrat 
aball be statioued, in order to obtain justice ; who is hereby required 
to examine into said complaint, and tak« proper meaaurea for redressing 
Ibe wrong comphiined of» and transmit as eoon ae possible, to tlue De- 
partment of War, a true state of such complaint, with the proceediogi 
had thereon. ^ 

Art. 36. If &ny inferior offcer or soldier shall think himself wronged 
by hia captuin or other officer, he is to complain thereof to the commRnd- 
ing officer of the regiment, who is liereby required to summon a regi- 
mental court-martial, for the doing justice to the complainant, from , 
-whioh regimental court-martial either party may, if he think himself 
atill aggrieved, appeal to a general court martiaK. But if, upon a second 
hearing, the appeal shall appear vexatious and groundless, the persoa 
00 appealing shall be punished at the discretion of jsaid court-martial. 

A»T. 36. Any commissipned officer, store-keeper, or commissary, who 
abaJl be convicted at a general court-martial of having sold, without a 
proper order for that purpoee, embezzled, |nisapplied, or willfpHjiOr 
through neglect, sufifered any of the provisions, forage, arms, clothiog, 
Mpraunition, or other military stores, belonging to the Confederate 
States to be spoiled or damaged, shall, at his own expense, make good 
the loss or damage, and shall» moreover, forfeit all his pay, and be dis- 
initsed from the service. 

Art, 37. Any non commissioned officer or soldier who shall be cofr 
▼fcfedatA regimental court-martial of having sold, or designedly oi 
through neglect, wasted the ammunition delivered out to himito be em* 

Sloyedia the service of the Confederate States, shall be punished at tb« 
iscretion of such court. 

Abt. 38. Every non-commissioned officer or soldier who shall be con* 
Tioted before a court-martial of having sold, lost, or spoiled, througii 
aegleot, his horse, armSt clothes, or accoutrements, shall.undergo saeh 
weekly stoppages (not exceeding the half of his pay,) as such coert- 
martial shall judge suffioient for repairing the loss or damage ; andsball 
suffer confinement^ or such other corporeal punislonent as his crisM 
shall deserve. ■ 

A&T. 39. Every i^fS^r who shall be convicted before a court-martial 
of havi;ng embezzled or misapplied any money with which he may faa^^ 
been intrusted, for the payment of the men noder his command, or for 
enlii»ting men into the service, or for other pu#po8es, if a commissioned 
officer, shall be cashiered and compelled to refund the money ; if a son- 
commissioned officer, shall be reduced ia the ranks, be put under stop- 
pages until the money be made good, and suffer such corpoi'eal punieh- 
a^ent as such court-martial shall direct 

AnT. 40. Every captain of a troop or company is charged with the 
arm«»i accoutrements, ammunition, clothing, or other warlike stores be- 
longing to the troop or company under his corbmand, which hp is to be 
accountable for to his colonel in case of their being lost, spoiled, or dam- 
aged, not by unavoidable accidents, or on actual service. 

Art. ,41. AH non-commissioned officers and soldiers who shall be 
^jund one mile from the camp without leaVe,^ writing, from their 
eommanding officer shall suffer sujoh punish ment^ae eball be inflicted 
vpen i^m hj tha fentence of a eonrt martial. 
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Abt. 42. No oflBcer or soldier shall lie out of his quarters, jjarrison, "^ 
or cainp» withoufc leave from his superior officer, upon penalty of being 
punished accofding tO the nature of his offenee, by the sentence of a 
court- in artial. x 

Art. 43. Every n on- commissioned officer and soldier shall retire to 
his qu^ters or tent at tKe beating of the retreat ; in default of which 
he sha^l be punished ^ccord^ng to the nature of his offence. 

Art. 44. No officer, non-commissioned officer, or solt^ier, phall fail in 
repairing, at the time fixed, to tbe place of parade, of exercise, or other 
rendezvous appointed by his commanding oiiicer, if not prevented by 
sickness or some other evident necessity, or shall go from the said place . 
of Teadezvous, without leave from his commanding officer, t)efore he 
shall be regularly dismissed or relieved, on the penalty of loeing pun- 
ished, according to the nature of his offence, by the sentence of a court- 
roHrtial. - ; 

Art. 45. 4^ny commissioned officer who shall be found drunk on his 
guard, piarty, or other dut^, shall be cashiered ; any non-commissioned 
officer or soldier so offending shall suffer such corporeal punishment as 
shall be inflicted by the sentence of a court-martial. 

Art. 46. Any sentinel vHao shall be found sleeping upon his post, or 
shall leave'it before he shall be regularly relieved, shall suffer death, or 
such other punishment as shall be inflicted by the Sentence of a court- 
martial. \ 

Art. 47. No soldier belonging to any regiment, troop, or company, 
shall hire another to do his duty for him, or be excused from duty but 
2% cases of sickness, disability^ or leave .of absence ; and every such 
soldier foundi guilty of hiring his duty, as aho the party so hired to do 
another's duty, shall be punished at the discretion of a regimenfal 
court-martial. 

Art. 48. And every non- commissioned officer conniving at such hir- ^ 
ing bf duty aforesaid^ shall be reducedj and every CQitomissioned officer * 
knowing and allowing ^uch ill practices in the service, shall be pun- 
ishedby the judgment of a general court-martial. 

Art. 49. Any officer belonging to the service of the Confederate 
States, who, by discharging of firearms, drawing of swords, beating of 
drums, or^by any other means Whatsoever shall occasion false alarms in 
^camn, garrison, or quarters, shall suffer death, or such other punish- 
ment; as shall be ordered by the sentence of a general court-martial. 

Art. 50. Any officer or soldier who shall, without urgent necessity, 
or without the leave of his superibr officer, quit his guard, platoon, or 
i division, shiall be punished, according to the nature of his offence, by 
the sentence of a court-martial. , ' 

Art 51. No officer or soldier shall do violence to any person who 
brings provisions or. other necessaries to the camp, garrisor^ or quar- 
ters of the forces of the Confederate States, employed in any parts out 
of the said States, upon pain of death, or such other punishment as a 
eourt-mertial shall direct. 

Art. 52. Any officer or soldier who shall misbehave himself ,before' 
the enemy, run away, or shamefully abandon any fort, post, or guanl 
whicfc he or they may be commanded to defend, or speak words induc- 
ing others to do the like, or shall oast away his arms and ammunitioDY 
or who ihall quit bii post or colors to plunder and pillage, every such 
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offender, beings; duly convictod thereof^ shall suffer deatb, or each otber 
punishment as shall be ordered by the Bentence of a genera] court-martial. 

Art. 53. Any person belonging to the armies of the Confederate 
States who shall make kn«)wn the watchword to any person who ia not 
entitled to receive it according to the rules and discipline of war, or 
, shall presume to give a parole or watchword different from what be re- 
ceived, shall suffer de^th,, or such other punishment as shall be ordered 
by the sentence of a general court-martial. 

Art. 64. AH officers and soldiers are to behave themselves orderly ^ 
in quarters /ind on their march; and whoever shall commit any waste j 
or spoil, either in walks or trees, parks, warrens, fish-ponds, houses or j 
gardens, corn-fields, ineloHures of meadows, or -ebair malicioaaly de- 
stroy any property whatsoever belonging to tb« inhabitants of the Con- I 
federate States, unless by order of the th«n commander-in-chief of the ! 
armies of the said States, shall (besides such penalties as they are liable j 
to by law,) be punished, according to the nature and degree of the of- 
fence, by the judgment of a regimental or general court-martial. i 

Art. 65. Whosoever belonging to the armies of the Confederate 
States in foreign parts, shall force a safeguard, shall suffer death. 

Art. 56. Whosoever shall relieve the enemy w^ifch money, victuals, or 
ammunition, or shall knowingly harbor or protect an enemy, shall suf- 
fer death, or such other ptinishment as shall be ordered by the sentence 
of a eourt-martial. 

Art. 57. Whosoever shall be convicted of holding correspondence 
with, or- giving intelligencj^ to, the enemy, either directly or indirectly, 
shall suffer death, or such other punishment as fthall be ordered by the 
sentence of a court-martial. 

Art. 58. All public stores taken in the enemy's cam p, to wns< forts, 
•or magazines, whether of- artillery, ammunition, clothing, forage, or | 
provisions, shall'be secured for the service of the Confederate States.; j 
for the neglect of which the commanding officer is to be answerable. 

Art. 59. If any commander of any garrison, fortress, or post shall '. 
be compelled, by the officers and soldiers under his command, to give 
up to the enemy, or to abandon it, the commissioned officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, or soldiers who shaU be convicted of having so of- , 
fended, sliall suffer death, or-«uch other punishment-as shall be inflicted ^ j 
upon them by the sentence of a court-martial. i 

Art. 60. All sutlers and retainers to the camp, and all persons what- j 
soever, serving with the armies of the Confederate States in the field, I 
though not enlisted soldiers, are to be subject to orders, according to the ' 
rules and discipline o'f war. 

Art. 61^ Officers having brevets or commissions of a prior date to 
those of the corps iii which tl^ey serve, will take place en courts- martial 
or of inquiry, and on boards detailed for military purposes, when com- 
l^osed of different corps, according to the ranks given them in their bre- 
vets or former commiHstons ; but in the regiment, corps or company to 
which such officers belong, they shall do duty and tako rank, both in 
courts and on boards as aforesaid, which shall be composed of their own 
corps, according to the commissions by which they are there mustered. 

Art. 62. If 4pon marches, guards, or in qaarterB, different corpi 
shall happen to join, or do duty, together, the officer highest iti rank, 
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fteoording to the commission bj which, he is mustered, in the army,* 
navy, marine corps, or militia, there on duty by orders from competent 
aathority, shall command the whole, and give orders for what is needful 
for the service, unlet^s otherwise directed by the President of the Con- 
federate States?, in orders of special assignment providiiijsj for the case. 

Art. 63. The functions of the engineers being generally confined te 
the most elevated branch* of military science, they are not to assume, 
nor are they snl^ject to be ordered on, any doty beyond the line of their 
immediate profession, except by the special order of the President of 
the Confederate States; but they are to receive every mark of respect 
,to which their rank in the army may entitle them respectively, and are 
liable to be transrferred, at the discretion of the President, from one 
corps to another, regard being paid to rank. 

Art. 64. General courts martial may consist of any number of com-. * 
missioned officers ; from fivfe to thirteen inclasively; hut they shall not 
consist of less than thirteen where that number can.be convened with- 
out manifest injary to the service. - ' 

Art. 65. Any general officer comman^ding an army, or colonel com- 
manding a separate department, may appoint general courts-martial 
•whenever necessary. But no sentence of a court-martial shall be car- 
ried into execution until after the whole proceedings shall have been 
laid before the officer ordering the same, or the officer commanding the 
troops for the time being ; neither shaU any sentence of a general court- 
. martial, in the time of peace, extending to the loss of life, or the dis- 
mission of a commissioned oiHcer, or which shall either in time of peace 
or war, respect a general officer, bo carried into execution, until after 
the whole pDceedings sh kll have been transmitted to the Secretary of 
"War, to be laid bef jre the President of the Confederate States for his 
confirmation or disapproval, and orders in the case. All other. sent- 
iences may be confirmed and executed by the officer ordering the court 
to assemble, or the commanding officer for the time being, as the case 
may be. 

Art. 66. Every officer commanding a regiment or corps may appoint, 
for his own regiment or, corps, co'irts-martial, to consist of three com- 
missioned officers, for the trial and punishment of offences not capital, 
and decide upon their sentences. Eor the same purposcrall otticers 
commanding any of the garrisons, forts, barracks, or other places where 
the troops consist of different corp8,"may assemble courts-martial to 
consist of three comtyissiouod otf^cers, and decide upon their sentences. 

Art. 67. No garrison or regimental court-martial shall have the 

power to try capital cases or commissioned officers ; neither shall they 

■ mfliot a fine exceeding one month^s pay, nor imprison, nor^ut to hard 

labor, any non-commissioned officer or soldier for a longer time than one 

month. 

Art. 68. Whenever it may be found convenient and necessary to the 
public service, the officers of the marines shall he a88>ciated with the 
officers of the land forces, for the purpose of holding courts martial, and 
trying offenders belonging to either ; and, in such cases, the orders of 
the senior nffi<.^er of either corps who may be present and duly author- 
ized, shall be received and obeyed. 

Art. 69. The judge advocate or some person deputed by him, oi*,by 
the General, or officer commanding the army, detachment, or garrison^ 
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eball pros^te in the name of the Confcfderate States, ibut shall so fai 
•consideT himself as counsel for the prisoner, after the said pri-^onei 
shall have niJi<!e hia plea, uato object to any leadino; question to a»7iil 
•the witnesses, or any question to the prisoner, the answer to whiel 
tni;^ht tond to criminate himself and administer jto each member of th^ 
court, befi>re they proceed upon any trial, the' folio wing, oath, whieli 
shall also be taken by ail memberia of the regimental and garrisci 
courts- martial. 

' "You, A. B., do swear that you will well and truly try and deter 
mine, according to evidence, the .matter now before you, between th( 
Ooufederate States of America and the prisoner to be tried, and thai 
you will duly administer justice, aecordifrg to the provisions of * An 
act establishing Rules and Articles for the government of the armies oi 
the Confederate States,' without partiality, favor, or afifeotioD ; and ii 
any doubt should arise, not explained by said Articles, according t4 
y^ur conscience, the best of your understanding, and the custom of wai 
in like eases; and you do further swear that you will not divulge. tb« 
sentence of the court until it shall be published by the proper authorl 
ty ; neither will you disclose or discover the vote or opinion of any pan 
ticular member of the pourt-martial, unless require*.! to give evideooi 
thereof, as a witness, by a court of justice, in a due course of law. S^ 
help you God." 

And as soon as the said oath shall have been administered to the re 
spective members, the President of the court dhall administer to tlu 
judge advocate, or person officiating as such, an oath in this followio| 
words: , 

** You, A. B., do swear, that you will not disclose or discoTer tb< 
vote or opinion of any particular member of the court-martial, unlea 
required to give evidence thereof, as a witness, by a court of justice, ii 
due course of law; nor divulge the sentence of the court to any buttbi 
proper authority, until it shall be duly disclosed by the same. Sfl 
help you God."

by the court, 

Aet. 72. All the members of a" court-martial are. to behave with de- 
cency an.i calmness ; and ifi giving their votes are to begin with th« 
youngest in commission. «v 

Art, 73. All persons who give evidence before a court-martial are tc 
be examined on oath or'aflHrmation, in the following form : 

** You swear, or affirm (as the case may be,) the evidence you shall 
-give in the cause, now in hearing, shall be the. truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth. So help you God." 

Art. 74. On the trials of cases not capital, before courts-martial, the 
deposition of witnesses, not in the line or staff of the army, may be 
taken before swne justict of die peace, and'n»ad in evidence; pto'nded 
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be prosecQtor and person accused are present at the takung the fiame> 
(rare duly/notified thereof, 

" Aet. 75. No officer ehall be tried but by a general court-mnrtial, nor 
^officers of' an inferior rank^ if it can be avoided. Nor hhall any 
ppoceediiige of trials be earried on, excepting between the hours of 
Igbt in the morning and three in the afternoon ; excepting in cases 
fhich, in the opinion of the officer appointing the court-martial, require 
nmediate example. 

Art. 76. No person whatsoever shall use any menacing words, signs, 
t gestures, in presence of a court-martial, or shall cause any disorder 
t riot, ox cfisturb their proceedings, on the penalty of being punished 
t the- discretion of the saifl court- martial. 

f Art. 77. Whenever any officer shall be charged with a crime, he 
|k)l be arrested and confined in his barracks, quarters, or tent, and 
tenrived jpf bis sword by the commanding officer. And any officer who 
ball loafe his confinement before he shall be set at liberty by the oom- 
landing officer, or by a superior officer, shalt be cashiered.

Art. 100. The President of the Confederate States shall have power 
to prescribe the uniforxp of the arn^y. 

' AuT. 101, The foregoing Articles are to be* read and published, onctj 
In every six motoths, to every garrison, regiment, troop or companyj 
mustered, or to I>e mustered, in the service of the Confederate States^ 
and are tob^ duly observed and obeyed by all officers and soldiers vrht 
are, or shall be, in said service. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That in time of war, all persooi
